There will be found in this work reproductions of

7 Up to the present time the express companies have 

^ made no charge for tariff s, although the Interstate Com- 

^ merce Commission has stated that they might very prop- 

erly make a charge which would represent the actual cost 
(^ of printing. The reader will therefore understand that 

these tariffs are reproduced because of the difficulty he 
might experience in obtaining them and in order that he 
may understand how the tariffs are constructed. Unless 
these tariffs were included in this treatise the reader 
would be unable to understand a large part of the text 
and without them he could not obtain a sufficiently com- 
prehensive idea of their structure (so necessary in the 
application of the principles set forth herein to actual 
practice) to enable him, as the head of a transportation 
departmenti to execute properly the work he would be 
constantly called upon to perform ; therefore, the inclu- 
sion of this text is not only instructive but actually neces- 
sary under the drctunstances. 

Many joint express tariffs are published by Mr. F. G. 
Airy, Agent for the Express Companies, New York City. 
The rates shown herein should not be relied upon for 
use on shipments tendered to express carriers without 
first being confirmed by the express agent. With 
this general understanding it will not be necessary to 
indicate in each chapter that the rates must not be used 
without confirmation. 
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ii PREFACE 

Under the provisions of the Interstate Conunerce Act 
any tariff may be changed upon giving thirty days' no- 
tice to the' Interstate Commerce Commission. Frequently 
additions and supplements to tariffs are necessary by 
reason of the changing conditions. The names of stations, 
for example, are changed; errors are frequently discov- 
ered; additions, particularly to commodity tariffs, are 
found to be necessary in order to cover new business 
offered to the express carriers ; and changes are frequently 
made in order that discriminations may be corrected, or 
in order to meet new conditions which constantly arise. 

Under the order of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion the rates effective February 1, 1914, are to remain 
in effect two years ; therefore, the tariffs and classifica- 
tions which show these rates should remain more stable 
than commodity tariffs, which were not included in the 
investigation of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
It may be found that there are certain minor errors in 
the order of the Commission, such as the incorrect spell- 
ing of station names. Other corrections will be necessary 
by reason of the change in the names of stations, and pos- 
sibly some rates may be found out of line, which the Com- 
mission will authorize the express companies to modify. 

A careful perusal of these tariffs will enable the reader 
to obtain a good general idea of express rates, but, wher- 
ever it is possible for him to do so, he should examine the 
public files of express tariffs, as they will enable him to 
understand better the different forms of express issues. 
It is obviously impossible in a work of this size to illus- 
trate all or even the principal forms of commodity tariffs.

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CHAPTER I 

BABXiT SEYIXOPMElfT OF EXPBE88 8EBVIOE i 

1. HiSTOBICAL SUBVEY 

(a) Harnden's Express Service 

Express service in the United States was inaugurated 
by William F. Harnden, a resident of Boston and at one 
time a conductor on the Boston & Worcester Railroad. 
As is the case with many other lines of industry, it was 
started in a small way. 

Prior to the year 1839, there was no express service, 
as we know it now, in this or any other country. The 
stage drivers conducted a service somewhat akin to ex- 
press, but it was not called by that name. Whatever 
revenue may have been derived from this source seems 
to have been a perquisite of the stage driver. 

Upon the completion of the Boston & Worcester and 
the Boston & Providence railroads, the conductors would 
undertake to carry parcels and do an errand business on 
their own account. It is stated, however, that three times 
as many parcels as conductors carried went by private 
hands without cost.

2 EXPRESS SERVICE AND RATES 

It was about the year 1839 that Hamden conceived the 
idea of establishing a service between Boston and New 
York that would enable residents of those cities to trans- 
act business with each other through the medium of mes- 
sengers making regular trips, thus combining safety with 
dispatch. 

Before the establishment of this service, it was cus- 
tomary for residents of those cities to rely to a large 
extent on travelers to convey packets, or even large sums 
of money, from one place to the other. In many cases 
this service was intrusted to comparative strangers, who, 
it seems, were willing to oblige merchants and others, 
even though it might not be entirely convenient to under- 
take the commission. '^In those days if a person were 
going from Boston to New York, it was usually known a 
week or two beforehand, and his friends and acquaint- 
ances would not only send their own bundles by him, but 
would indicate him to others as a man who would accom- 
modate them also. ' ' 

As the volume of business between these two cities 
increased and better transportation facilities were of- 
fered, the necessity for some safer and more expeditious 
method of conducting this character of traffic was felt. 
Hamden, seeing this to be the case, established the first 
express route. 

It is extremely doubtful whether he ever appreciated 
what beneficial results to commerce his express service 
would lead to, or if he ever even dreamed of the magni- 
tude of express operations and profits in the years to 
come. 

While it is true that the establishment of Hamden 's 
Express was quickly followed by the establishment of 
other companies in other directions, and even competi- 
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tive with him, he seems to have held his own during his 
lifetime, though his profits do not appear to have been 
large. So far as history goes he appears to have made a 
good living, and that was about all. 

Hamden appears to have directed his attention par- 
ticularly to the foreign passenger business, and while 
not neglecting his local parcel traffic, undoubtedly he was 
of the opinion that the former was the more lucrative of 
the two. His early death was followed by the organiza- 
tion of express companies that later on developed into the 
large companies of today. 

It would be of little value to study the history of the 
companies that were formed between 1839 and the early 
fifties. Many were successful; others were established 
solely for the purpose of selling out, but all of them no 
doubt were useful in impressing on the public mind the 
necessity for a safe and quick means of transportation of 
money, small parcels, and other such articles. 

(b) Adams Enters Express Field 

Alvin Adams, another pioneer, entered the express 
field, without capital, after an unsuccessful business expe- 
rience extending over some years. He met with opposi- 
tion from his friends, as well as from his competitors. 
He was considered an interloper; his best friends told 
him one express company was enough, but after 18 years 
he was employing 5,000 men. In 1843 two or three 
men and a boy made up the entire force. The delivery 
outfit in 1843 in New York City consisted of one pony ; in 
1858, of 50 men, 40 horses, and 20 wagons. 

In 1849 Adams extended his service to San Francisco, 
by way of Panama. It is interesting to note what was 
charged for carrying packages at that time : 
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Freight, 75 cents per poiind for packages not exceeding 15 
pounds ; for parcels of less weight, not bulky, such price as could 
he agreed upont Three dollars for an ordinary daguerreotype; 
12 dollars for a parcel not larger than a common size novel.^ 

(c) Other Early Developments 

It was not until 1851 that express service was estab- 
lished between New York and New Orleans and Mobile. 

Stimson^s Express History relates with great detail 
the early efforts of the express companies. It outlines 
the territory covered and the various means of trans- 
portation used, it also gives some information with re- 
spect to the financial side of some of the earlier compan- 
iesy but it is not our purpose to deal in other than a pass- 
ing way with that period. 

In the early days of the express service, the personal 
element oindoubtedly largely entered into these transact 
tions, but as tiie volume of business increased and the 
transactions became more numerous, the companies grew 
more independent financially. Stimson mentions the 
fact that as early as 1862 there were objections raised 
to the charges made, and complaints as to the character 
of service rendered by these carriers. He also adds a 
few rules to be observed by employes in dealing with the 
public, from which it may be inferred that the agents and 
drivers had assumed a somewhat dictatorial attitude, 
which, later, would be the cause of much embarrassment 
to the companies. 

In 1887 the Interstate Conunerce Act was passed, bring- 
ing the railroads under government regulation, but it 
was not until the year 1906 that the express companies 

• 8iim»0fC» Express History. 
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were made amenable to that law. There had been grow- 
ing a general feeling that the public should have some 
protection against these carriers, as interstate rates were 
changed without leave or hindrance of any regulating 
body. The public was beginning to notice the effect of 
such changes, and to protest against the enforcement of 
unreasonable rules and the establishment of practices 
felt to be discriminatory. 

The 1906 amendment opened the way for the Interstate 
Commerce Conmiission to prescribe rules for the guid- 
ance of express companies as the Act itself had in the 
case of railroads. It took nineteen years for the rail- 
roads to begin to appreciate the benefits to be derived 
from the enforcement of the Act, and it would have been 
unreasonable to expect the express carriers to be in 
instant harmony with the Commission after fifty-nine 
years of unrestricted control of their business. 

It was three years after the passage of the 1906 amend- 
ment before the Interstate Commerce Commission pub- 
lished the first report on the express companies; there- 
fore, the 1909 report is the first record of the operation 
of express companies, based upon a uniform system of 
accounting. 

2. Chabacteb of Pioneeb Sebvicb 

Prom the pioneer service of William F. Hamden's 
Boston and New York express to the gigantic express 
systems of the present embraces a period within which 
transportation facilities and methods have been devel- 
oped to meet the tremendously increasing commercial 
activities of the country. The service rendered by the 
early pioneers was simply that of errand men, but it 
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possessed even then its characteristics of personal, pro- 
tected, and expedited service in the dispatch and delivery 
of articles and personal representation in matters of a 
specialized nature, such as the execution of papers and 
the collection and payment of moneys. 

3. Development Conoubbent with Bailboad Gbowth 

The development of the express service has generally 
been concurrent with the growth of the railroads, although 
in the early days, and more particularly in the early de- 
velopment of the great West, it frequently preceded the 
steam railroad with its famous and romantic ^^stage- 
coach'* and **pony express'* service. 

Formerly the nature of the article, as to value or size, 
determined to a large extent its transmission by express, 
but today the factors that usually cause commodities to 
be shipped by express are the expedited dispatch or the 
security of the service itself. Commodities of all kinds, 
requiring immediate dispatch, particularly those of a 
perishable nature, are now transported by express. The 
marketability of many articles at a distance from the 
point of shipment is dependent upon prompt dispatch 
and the care accorded the goods while in transit. 

The express service in and of itself is not a transporta- 
tion service, strictly speaking, but it is closely related to 
transportation, and the question of express rates involves 
the question of transportation rates. The chief service 
rendered by the express companies consists in collecting 
shipments intrusted to their care at points of origin, in 
safeguarding such shipments in transit, and in delivering 
them to consignees at destination. Transportation proper 
is furnished by the railway, or other carrier, over whose

lines the express companies conduct operations, and the 
expense of such transportation is included in the operat- 
ing expense of those carriers. 

A comprehensive understanding of this difference in 
the service rendered by the express company and the rail 
carrier will be of importance in the analysis of express 
rates. 



CHAPTER n 

oroahizatioir, gapitauzation, akd .eabhihas of 
some of the fbhicipai. gomfanzes 

1. Extent of Expbess Sebvice 

The express service in the United States in June, 1912, 
covered 283,349 miles of lines. The mileage consisted of 
248,629 miles of steam rail lines, 7,737 miles of electric 
rail lines, 26,328 miles of boat lines, and 655 miles of 
stage lines. 

The tendency in the organization of this vast system is 
toward the consolidation of control into large operating 
corporations. The earliest form of consolidated control 
was through means of an unincorporated stock associa- 
tion ; and the Adams, the American, the National, and the 
United States companies have retained their old financial 
organization as such. They are limited partnerships with 
a capital stock divided into shares usually without stated 
par value. In 1910, thirteen of the leading express com- 
panies including these four large unincorporated associa- 
tions were capitalized at $204,710,037, and the gross re- 
ceipts from operation were $146,116,316. Of the latter 
sum $69,917,562 were paid to the railways leaving $76,- 
198,754 for the express companies. This is a compara- 
tively small capital when the volume of business done by 
them is considered, but a large one when compared with 
the amount of capital required and actually used in the 
conduct of the business. For instance, the American

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Express Company, in 1910, was capitalized at $18,000,- 
000, and its gross operating income for that year was 
$31,810,97L However, more than half of this amount 
was paid to the railroads over which the company oper- 
ated, leaving only $15,316,010 as total operating revenues.^ 
The mileage of the twelve operating express systems 
and the principal railway systems over which they operate

2. Intbbstatb Commerce Commission's Summary of 

Principal Companies 

The history, organization^ and capitalization of these 
twelve companies was snnunarized as follows by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in its annual report on 
the Statistics of Express Companies in 1909.^ 

*The 1910 Report did not contain a similar smmnary. 
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ADAMS EXPRESS COMPANY 

The Adams Express Company is a joint-stock association or- 
ganized July 1, 1854, by voluntary agreement under the common 
law of the State of New York with 12,000 shares of interest. 

The ownership is now represented by 120,000 shares of inter- 
est which have no par value. Of this number 100,000 shares 
were issued in 1866 to members of the association to represent 
each member's pro rata share of the then existing assets. These 
assets consisted of real property, equipment, bonds, stocks, other 
securities, and cash in bank. The remaining 20,000 shares were 
issued as a stock dividend. 

In March, 1898, the company issued $12,000,000, 50-year, 4 
per cent collateral trust bonds, and again, in June, 1907, issued 
$24,000,000, 40-year, 4 per cent collateral trust bonds, making a 
total bond issue of $36,000,000. The bonds were issued as a 
means of distribution of assets to shareholders. It thus ap- 
pears that 20,000 shares and $36,000,000 in bonds have been 
issued as dividends to shareholders, in addition to the regular 
dividends. 

The business of the company is governed by a board of man- 
agers, which is a self-perpetuating body. The Articles of As- 
sociation provide that upon the written request of the holders 
of one-third of the shares, a meeting shall be called by the 
board of managers. At any meeting it shall be lawful to re- 
move the president^ managers, trustees, or any other ofScer and 
to appoint others in their place, but the concurrence of the 
holders of two-thirds of the shares issued shall be necessary to 
any such removal. There has never been a meeting of share- 
holders for the election of managers. The property and effects 
are in the custody of trustees who are elected by the board of 
managers from among its own members. 

It is provided in the Articles of Association that — 

The amount of capital, surplus, and reserved fund of the association 
lAiaU be as the managers may from time to time determine and as they 
iftiall deem necessary or expedient in tiieir discretion for the oondoct 
of the business of the association and to provide for losses and protect 
the shareholders against personal liablUty or assessment 
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Taking the Adams Express Company as an illnstration, 
it is interesting to note how it fared financially. 

Originally organized with 12,000 shares, it was reor- 
ganized in 1866, at which time the partners issued to 
themselves 100,000 shares of the new stock. There is no 
evidence that any money was paid for these 100,000 
shares. 

In 1867 a dividend of $5.00 per share was paid ; that is 
to say, in 1866 the original shareholders received a stock 
dividend of 733 per cent, and the next year $5.00 per 
share on the increased capitalization, equal to $41.66 per 
share on the old stock. Between the years 1867 and 1875 
dividends on the new stock amounting to $51.00 per share 
were paid, and in 1875 another stock dividend of 20,000 
shares was distributed. In 1875 a cash dividend of $8.00 
was declared and continued for 25 years ; since 1899 the 
dividend has varied from $4.00 to $12.00 per share. 

In addition to these regular dividends, the company in 
1898 issued and delivered to stockholders $12,000,000 of 
4% collateral trust bonds, which equalled $100.00 for each 
share of stock, and again in 1907 a distribution of $24,- 
000,000 of the same kind of bonds was made equal to 
$200.00 per share on the increased number of shares. 

AJCEBICAN EXPBESS COliPANY ^ 

The American Express Company is a joint-stock associa- 
tion organized March 18, 1850, and November 15, 1859, un- 
der the common law of the State of New York. It is a con- 
solidated company, the American Express Company and the 
Merchants Union Express Company having been merged into 
one company named American Express Company, by articles 
of merger and association, dated November 25, 1868. Each of 
the constituent companies was an unincorporated association 
organized under the common law of the State of New York.

ORGANIZATION AND EARNINGS 13 

The New England Despatch Company, a corporation under 
the laws of Massachusetts, was purchased in 1891 by the 
American Express Company, and, while its corporate existence 
has been maintained, the company, as such, has not conducted 
any business of its own for many years. Its earnings and ex- 
penses are merged and included in the report of the American 
Express Company. 

Under the terms of the articles of merger and association 
which have been referred to, the consolidated American Express 
Company began business December 1, 1868, to continue for a 
term of thirty years, which term was extended, by action of 
the board of directors, May 12, 1897, for an additional thirty 
years from December 1, 1898. 

The articles of merger and association provided that the 
property and interests of the company should be divided into 
and held in 180,000 shares, valued, for the purposes of the 
agreement, at $100 each. The shares of each of the two con- 
stituent companies were estimated to be of the value of $9,- 
000,000, that being the outstanding amount at par of each of 
the two companies. 

To the shareholders of the American Express Company was 
issued, share for share, $9,000,000 of the stock of the con- 
solidated company. It was provided that there should be issued 
to the shareholders of the Merchants Union Express Company 
$9,000,000 of the stock of the consolidated company, each share- 
holder to receive one share upon the surrender of two shares 
of original Merchants Union stock or one share of the reduced 
stock in that company, and upon the payment of $5 each upon 
its original shares, or $10 each upon its reduced shares. It seems 
that the capitalization of the Merchants Union had at one time 
been $18,000,000, which had been reduced to $9,000,000. 

The total cash received for the 180,000 shares at the time 
of consolidation was $900,000. This, together with the other 
assets of the two constituent companies, made the total assets 
of the American Express Company $5,300,000. The other 
assets were as follows :

CANADIAN EXPRESS COMPANY 

The Canadian Express Company is a corporation, organized 
February 16th, 1865, pursuant to an act of the provincial legis- 
lature of the Dominion of Canada (27 and 28 Vic, cap. 23). 

It has an authorized capital stock of 30,000 shares, of a par 
value of $100 per share, of which 15,000 shares have been issued. 

CANADIAN NOBTHEBN EXPRESS COMPANY 

The Canadian Northern Express Company is a corporation, 
organized June 13, 1902, under a special act (Cap. 49) of the 
Dominion of Canada, dated May 15, 1902. It has an authorized 
capital stock of 10,000 shares of a par value of $100 each, of 
which 3,000 shares have been issued and are outstanding. The 
3,000 shares were issued for franchises. 

Its principal operations were over the lines of the Canadian 
Northern Railway, and the principal office is located at Toronto. 

GLORE EXPRESS COMPANY 

The Olobe Express Company was organized December 26, 
1891, in the State of Colorado (see General Laws of 1877, and 
Amendments, Mills Annotated Statutes, sec. 472 et seq.) for a 
term of twenty years. This company is a corporation having 
an authorized capital stock of 50,000 shares at a par value of 
$100 per share, of which 30,007 shares are issued and outstand- 
ing. The total cash realized from the issue of stock was $25,485, 
and the entire issue was sold to the Denver & Rio Grande Rail- 
road and the Rio Grande Western Railway in consideration of 
cash, equipment, and franchises, owned or controlled by the 
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express department of the Denver & Rio Grande Railroad. The 
principal oflSee of the company is at Denver, Col., and its prin- 
cipal operations are carried on over the lines of the Denver & 
Rio Grande R. R. Up to and including June 30th, 1911, divi- 
dends amounting to $1,545,360 had been paid, and on that date 
the company owned stock and bonds in other carriers amounting 
to $166,500. 

OHEAT NOBTHEBN EXPRESS COMPANY 

The Great Northern Express Company is a corporation, or- 
ganized January 1, 1892 (under title 2, chapter 34, General 
Statutes of Minnesota), for a term of thirty years. It has an 
authmzed capital stock of 10,000 shares of a par value of $100 
per share, all of which are issued and outstanding. The total 
cash realized from stock issued was $100,000, the remaining 
9,000 shares having been issued for extension of contracts with 
railway companies for express privileges. 

Its principal operations were conducted over the lines of 
the Great Northern Railway, and the principal office is at St.

NATIONAL EXPRESS GOMPANY 

The National Express Company is a joint-stock company, 
organized April 1, 1895, under the common law of the State 
of New York. The company gives the following history of its 
organization : 

The National Express Con^ny Is an uninooipcrated associatioD 
organized by the American Express Company, with a nominal capital of 
$500,000, of which $475,000 was issued, in the inception, to the American 
Express Oompany, the remaining $25,000 being subscribed for at par, by 
directors and others connected with the American ESxpress Oompany 
nnder an agreement under which the American Express Ck>mpany had a 
right to take over their shares at any time at actual cost The only 
express business which it operates for Its own account is t3ie express 
business on the Delaware & Hudson Oompany ; Greenwich ft JohnsonvlUe 
RaUway; Grand Trunk Railway, between Rouses Point and Montreal 
and between Mooers Junction and Montreal ; KeesevlUe^ Ausable Cbasm 
& Lake Obam];daln Railiroad; Middleburgh ft Schoharie RaUroad; Hud- 
son Navigation Oompany (Peoples Line steamers), between New York 
and Albany ; and Sdbbharle Valley Railroad ; all the rest of the business 
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carried on by said company being actually carried on by it as agent ol 
the American Express Gompany and for its account. All the property 
which it received upon its organization it received from the American 
BSzpress OonqMiny in consideration of the issue ot its stock to tiiat com- 
pany, excepting the cash contribution of $25,000 above mentioned, from 
individual stockholders. Since the formation of this company the Amer- 
ican Express Company has, in one or two instances, upon the death of 
the individual stocldiolders, acquired tiieir stock at cost under the 
option above mentioned. 

The total cash realized for the 5,000 shares was $75,500. In 
addition, this company received property as follows : 

Personal property (equipment) I 25,971.90 

Good will and contracts 896,528.10 

Total fi24,500.00 

The above, together with the $75,500 cash, made the assets 
of the company $500,000. 

On June 30, 1909, this company was controlled by the Amer- 
ican Express Company through ownership of 97 per cent of the 
shares.

NORTHERN EXPRESS COMPANY 

The Northern Express Company is a corporation formed 
under and pursuant to the provisions of the act of the legis- 
lature of the State of New Jersey entitled '*An act concerning 
corporations (Revision of 1896)" and the acts amendatory 
thereof and supplemental thereto. It was organized June 4, 
1906. 

This company has an authorized capital stock of 50,000 shares 
of a par value of $100 per share, all of which is issued and 
outstanding. No cash was realized from the issuance of shares, 
the entire issue being given in consideration of a contract be- 
tween the Northern Pacific Railway and the Northern Pacific 
Express Company, giving exclusive rights for fifty years, as- 
signed to this company. The principal operations were over 
the lines of the Northern Pacific Railway, and its principal 
ofScc is at St. Paul, Minn. As the stock is practically hdd by 
one intVBSt there is Jio closing of stock books. 
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SOUTHERN EXPRESS COMPANY 

The Sonthem Express Company is a corporation organized 
July 5, 1861, tinder the laws of the State of Georgia. The fol- 
lowing history of the organization is furnished by the company. 

On April 8» 1861, by order of the Superior Oonrt, Richmond Oonnty, 
State of Georgia, Messrs. B<me6^ Jackson, Thew, Plant, Whitehead, 
Qralg, Morris^ Dortlc, and Prltchard, were created a body politic and 
corporate by the name of the Adama-Soothem Express Cofmpany; the 
firoperty of the association to be divided Into 6,000 shaires^ of which 
668 shares were then issued, the purpose being as set forth In the 
charter. 

None of tlie original 24 shareholders of record are living, and there 
Is no existing record to show bow much was realised from the distri- 
bution. 

On July 5, 1861, the same court created, on their petition, Messrs. 
Bones, Jadcson, Thew, Plant, Whlteftiead, Oralg, Morris, and Dortlc, a 
body politic; beginning July 1, 1861, under the name of the Southern 
Express Oompany, for a term of fourteen years, and by consent and at 
the request of said petitioners the previous order of said court creating 
said petitioners a body politic and corporate by the name of The Adams- 
Southern Express Company was rescinded and annulled. 

By an amendment to the articles of association on June 23, 1866, 
the number of shares was increased to 80,000 and distributed pro rata 
among the shar^olders. 

On May 14, 1876, the obarter was renewed by the Superior Oburt 
of Richmond County for a term of fourteen years from July 1, 1876, 
but there were no additional shares Issued or authorized. 

By an amendmoit to the constitution adopted on the 17th of Novem- 
ber, 1886, the number of shares was increased from 30,000 to 60,000, 
shareSiolders of record on June 30, 1887, receiving In the proportion of 
6 shares of the new for 3 of the old, 60,000 shares being issued. Ten 
thousand of the authooized ^ares were never issued. 

In the exchange ttke new certificates were dated and Issued October 
6,1887. 

Meanwhile, on December 21, 1886, the Southern Express Company 
was reincorporated by the general assembly of t^e State of Georgia for 
a term of thirty years from that date. 

The shares of this company entitle the holder to a share in 
the entire property and profits, but have no par value either on 
the face of the certificate or on the books of the company. 
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UNITED STATES EXPSESS COMPANY 

The United States Express Company is a joint-stock associa- 
tion or partnership composed of persons associated together to 
do express business, each with full partnership liability for 
the company's obligations. It was organized April 22, 1854, 
in the State of New York, for a term of ten years from the 1st 
day of May, 1854, which term was extended on November 28, 
1859, for the further term of twenty years from the 1st day of 
May, 1864, again extended January 23, 1884, for twenty years, 
and again, September 24, 1903, for twenty years from the 1st 
day of May, 1901 

This company states as follows : 

At tiie time of the organization of the United States Express Com- 
pany the ownership was diTided into 5,000 interests. From time to 
time and down to March, 1876, the number of interests was increased, 
until at the last mentioned date the ownership was divided into 70,000 
Interests. There are no records in existence from which it can be ascer- 
tained how mucii cash was paid into tihe treasury at the time the cer- 
tificates representing said interests were issued. 

Daring the month of August, 1887, the number of Interests was 
increased, so that the ownership at that time was, and since has been, 
represoited by 100,000 interests. Of the 30,000 interests issued in 
August, 1887, 15,000 were given as partial consideration for the assets 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Express, purchased at that time by the express 
company. During the month of September, 1887, the remaining 15,000 
interests were sold for $1,000,000, which sum was at that time paid 
into the treasury of the company. 

The shares have no par value as the term is used in connec- 
tion with corporations. 

The directors of this company are a self-perpetuating body, 
although it is provided in the articles of association and agree- 
ment that when shareholders owning two-thirds in amount of 
the shares of the company shall request it in writing, a meet- 
ing of shareholders for the election of directors shall be held. 
No such meeting has been held since 1862. 

WESTERN EXPRESS OOliPAKT 

The Western Express Company is a corporation, organized 
October 30, 1894, under the laws of the State of Wisconsin 
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(diapter 86, Revised Statutes). This company has an au- 
thorized capital stock of 1,000 shares of the par value of $100 
each, of which 500 shares are issued and outstanding. The total 
cash realized from the issue of shares was $50,000. 

The principal operations were conducted over the lines of 
the Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic, and Minneapolis, St. Paul 
& Sault Ste. Marie Railways. The principal office is in Toronto, 
Canada. 

WELLS FARGO AND COUPANY 

Wells Fargo and Company is a corporation organized in the 
then Territory, now State, of Colorado, on February 5, 1866, as 
the Holladay Overland Mail and Express Company, by an act 
entitled ''An act to incorporate the Holladay Overland Mail and 
Express Company," and an act supplemental thereto approved 
January 26, 1872. This is a consolidated company, the Pioneer 
Stage Company, the Overland Mail and Express Company, and 
Wells Fargo and Company having been merged into a corpora- 
tion known as the Holladay Overland Mail and Express Com- 
pany, with a capitalization of $3,000,000, afterwards increased 
to $15,000,000. The name of the concern was changed to Wells 
Fargo and Company in November, 1866. The capitalization was 
afterwards reduced to $5,000,000, and the company reports that 
this amount ''is reported by the directors under oath as fully 
paid up. Existing records do not show whether paid up in cash, 
real estate, securities, or equipment, and no person now living is 
able to give these details.'' At various times later 30,000 shares, 
of a par value of $3,000,000, were issued as advance payments 
on contracts, so that on June 30, 1909, the capital stock of the 
company was 80,000 shares, of a par value of $8,000,000. 

On December 22, 1909, the stockholders of the company voted 
to increase the company's stock from $8,000,000, par value, to 
$24,000,000. On December 23, 1909, the day following, the board 
of directors declared an extra dividend of $300 per share out 
of the accumulated surplus earnings of the company. This extra 
dividend on the 80,000 shares of stock outstanding amounted to 
$24,000,000. The following is a copy of the resolutions adopted 
by the board of directors of the company at their meeting on 
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December 23, 1909, in coimection with the declaration of ihia 
extra dividend : 

Resolved, That the regular Bemiannual diyidend of 5 per oent be de- 
clared, payable on January 15, 1910, to the stockholders of record at 3 
o'clock p. m. on Monday, January 3, 1910 ; and 

Hiat an extra dividend of ttiree hundred dollars ($300) per sbare 
be declared, payable on Thursday, February 10, 1910, out of the accumu- 
lated surplus earnings of the company to the stockholders as registered 
on its books at 3 o'clock p. m. on Monday, January 3, 1910. 

That for the purpose of such dividends the books of the comiNUiy be 
closed at 3 o'clock pc m. January 3 and reopened at 10 o'clock a. m. 
January 16, 1910. 

And further resolved. That the stockholders of the company diall be 
entitled to subscribe to the sixteen million dollars (|16,000,000) of new 
stock, the issue of "wiildi was authorized at the stockholders' meeting 
of December 22, 1909, at the rate of one hundred dollars (flOO) per 
share, according to their respectiye holdings as registered upon the stock 
books of the company at 3 o'clock p. m. on Monday, Januaoy 3, 1910, 
viz. : In tbe proportion of two (2) shares of new stock for eadi share of 
old, and that the right to such subscription shall terminate at 3 o'clock 
p. m. on Monday, February 7, 1910, on or before which last-mentioned 
date and hour payment for all amounts subscribed must be made. 

That certificates of stock for tiie amount so paid shall be issued, 
dated February 7, 1910, and such stock shall be entitled to all dividends 
thereafter declared. 

That, for purposes of convenience, stockholders may, if they so desire, 
assign to the company a portion of their cash dividend in payment of 
their subscription to the new issue of stock. 

This company operates over more than 150 steam roads, besides 
electric lines, steamboat and stage lines, among the more im- 
portant being the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway; the 
Erie Kailroad; the St. Lonis & San Francisco Railroad; and 
the Southern Pacific CJompany. The principal oflSce is in New 
York, N. Y. 

3. Local Expbess Compakies 

There are a large number of minor and local companies 
styling themselves express companies. The common 
practice of these local companies is to assemble packages 
destined for a certain office, p^ck them in a box which is 
shipped by freight, and at the point of destination deliver 
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the packages to consignees in the usual way. Express 
companies of this class are merely shippers of freight; 
they hold, or at least it is assumed that they hold, no 
spedal contracts with the railways ; their work is exclu- 
sively that of collection and delivery, and they are in 
fact only forwarders. 

4. Becapttulatiok 

The significant feature in the comparison of the gross 
income with the capital employed in the express business 
is that the gross income is hugely out of proportion to the 
capital employed. This is due to the fact that the ex- 
press companies are in truth a part of the railways, which 
furnish the express companies with a large portion of 
their operating facilities, including the actual transporta- 
tion of their traffic For the services thus furnished, the 
railroads demand of the express companies heavy toll, 
with the result that the net income of the express com- 
panies is proportionately small, while the gross earnings 
are large. Of the $160,121,932 of gross receipts for the 
year 1912, $78,576,274 were paid to the railroads. This 
means that almost half of the gross receipts was received 
by the railways.'^ 

However, * * The real profits of most of the leading com- 
panies have been large throughout the course of years, 
and are not fully indicated by the dividetlds and yields 
on their capital stock. Some of them have investments 
exceeding their entire capitalization, and these probably 
represent the profits of the past. ^ * •

CHAPTER m 
iktebhal organization of expbe88 coicpanibs 

1. Genebai. Obqanization 

The organization of the express company, as far as the 
executive officers at the head are concerned, is like that 
of any other large corporation. There is a board of 
directors and president, vice-president, secretary, treas- 
urer, and other officers. Under the direction of the ex- 
ecutive officers of the companies, a general manager 
ordinarily exercises authority over the entire services, 
although in the largest companies, whose operations ex- 
tend over a wide territory, a vice-president often has gen- 
eral supervision over each division into which the country 
is divided. Under the general manager are various su- 
perintendents who have direct supervision over various 
departments. The accompanying chart gives a bird's-eye 
view of the organization of the personnel in one of the 
large express companies. By this chart the relation of 
agents and other employes to the board of directors, 
through the superintendent, general manager, vice-presi- 
dent, and president, may be seen. The details of organ- 
ization in express companies vary somewhat, but the 
chart given shows essential relationships. 

2. Obqanization bt Depabtments 

Practically all large companies have a traffic depart- 
ment devoted to the publication and distribution of rates 
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as fixed by the Interstate Commerce Commission, to the 
issuing of tariffs, and to the building up of traffic. There 
is usually a money order and foreign business depart- 
ment, which is kept separate from the merchandise traffic. 
Some of the express companies maintain a separate 
department for their order and commission business. 
The object of this department is to encourage the distri- 
bution of food products and merchandise. It will locate 
a purchaser for a producer, and vice versa, and will 
attend to all other commissions not specifically provided 
for in the classification. 

Each express company maintains a large auditing force, 
which is charged with the duty of verifying charges on 
waybills and distributing revenue between the different 
express companies party to the through rate. It is also 
charged with the duty of assigning to each railroad over 
which it operates the revenue due on each shipment car- 
ried under its contract. This work entails great expense 
and the cost is one of the heaviest items of general 
expense. 

In addition to the foregoing departments, there are 
others charged with the upkeep of rolling stock, motor 
cars, and wagons, the purchase of horses, the maintenance 
of terminal equipment, and the purchase of supplies, as 
well as other duties. In general it might be said that the 
internal organization of the express company is very 
much like that of the railroad. 

.3. Classes of Employes 

(a) General Grouping 

The employes of express companies may be classified 
into four general groups: those employed exclusively; 
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those employed in joint service with other companies; 
those employed in joint service with the railroads; and 
those employed on a commission basis and who may be 
engaged in some other line of business. 

(b) Agents 

The employe of the express company with whom the 
public comes most frequently in contact is the agent, 
where the station is small, but at points where ship- 
ments are large and wagon service is given, the driver 
is the one that usually transacts the business with the 
shipper. At such places the agent is frequently unknown 
to many shippers, and it is seldom that the public comes 
in contact with anyone higher in authority than the driver 
or clerks unless some question arises involving loss, dam- 
age, or serious delay, in which event a special agent or 
adjuster will call. From this can be seen the importance 
of careful selection of drivers, for upon their conduct, 
to a large extent, depends the attitude of the general pub- 
lic toward express companies. 

Other representatives who occasionally come in con- 
tact with the public are route agents, special agents, and 
solicitors, but in general these employes are charged with 
the duty of inspecting agencies, of investigating certain 
classes of claims, and of working up traffic for the com- 
panies. 
j The agent at the important stations receives a salary, 

I but at the small towns, notably in the West, he works on 

! a commission basis. This commission is usually 10 per 

I cent of the receipts of both incoming and outgoing busi- 

ness. In these cases his whole time is not usually devoted 
to the express service; he may be postmaster, general 
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storekeeper, or engaged in some other line of business, or 
he may be joint agent for the railroad and express com- 
panies. 

DtUies of Agents. — ^The duties of the express agent are 
many and of a responsible nature. He must receive and 
deliver all express matter, collect on C. 0. D. shipments, 
attend to the issuance of financial paper such as money 
orders and travelers checks, attend to the order and com- 
mission business, solicit traflSc for his company, and keep 
complete records of his office work. The extent of his 
force of assistants depends on the importance of his office 
from a traffic standpoint. The agent is under the constant 
eye of the auditing department, whose representatives 
examine his records with a view to conserving the inter- 
ests of the business and stimulating traffic when possi- 
ble. 

(c) Messengers 

Since one of the distinctive features of the express com- 
panies is the ** personal care and security'' factor, there 
is an important group of employes known as messengers, 
who are placed in charge of express shipments in transit. 
These messengers have stationary car safes which are 
bolted to the cars and in them are placed valuables and 
papers. The messengers are armed to protect shipments 
in their care. 

4. Book op General Instructions 

For the guidance of employes each express company 
through its executive officer issues a book of general in- 
structions regulating the conduct, outlining the duties^ 
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and defining the authority vested in each dass of em- 
ployes. This book is usually issued by the president, vice- 
presidenty or general manager. The president also issues 
special circulars from time to time. 

The scope of these instructions is broad and covers in 
the minutest detail the duties of employes, from their per- 
sonal conduct, for example, to the care of horses. As 
these instructions make a fair-sized volume they can be 
but briefly referred to here. 

Among other things they provide that each employe 
must be bonded before assuming active duties. Employes 
are forbidden to drink intoxicating liquors during office 
hours and its use at all other times is discouraged. Gam- 
bling is absolutely prohibited, under penalty of dismissal. 
The authority and duties of agents are outlined. Agents 
are instructed to solicit business actively and to treat all 
matters referriag to the shipments entrusted to them as 
confidential. Full instructions are given relating to fire 
losses, suits, payment of taxes, and handliag of claims. 
The order and commission business, the handling of 
money and valuables, the collection of C. 0. D. *s, the issu- 
ance of travelers checks, money orders, and other finan- 
cial paper, the transmission of money by telegraph or 
cable, and general rules relating to accounting are all 
treated under their respective heads in the manual of 
instructions. Each express employe is required to fa- 
miliarize himself with the rules given and, of course, to 
govern himself accordingly. 



CHAPTER IV 

characteb of 8srvice bendersb bt 
express companies 

1. Intboduction 

Generally speaking, the express business is conducted 
under five heads or departments, each of which, while de- 
pendent on the others to some extent, is of such character 
as to necessitate a clearly defined line of demarcation 
between it and the others. 

It might be stated broadly that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has assumed to decide points raised 
as to rates under only one of these divisions, L e., that 
which relates to the transportation of property. It per- 
mits the express companies to establish their own rules 
and charges for services which do not, strictly speaking, 
involve transportation problems. Under this head would 
fall the financial, order and commission, and foreign 
departments. 

2. Divisions of Sebvigb 

The five divisions are (1) Domestic Merchandise Traf- 
fic, (2) Money Department, (3) Order and Commission 
Department, (4) Foreign Department, and (5) Financial 
Department. 

Each of these divisions will be treated under its appro- 
priate head, but a clear understanding of the difference in 
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the character of service given by each is necessary to 
avoid confusion. 

(a) Domestic Merchandise 

Under this head is embraced all service not rendered by 
the other departments. It includes practically all express 
shipments and is the source of nearly all express revenue ; 
figuratively speaking, it is the heart and soul of the ex- 
press business. 

The chief function of an express company is to trans- 
port property from place to place in the quickest possible 
time, and this function of the common carrier is what 
gives the Interstate Commerce Commission jurisdiction 
over these carriers. The Domestic Merchandise traflSo 
necessitates the issuance of tariffs in conformity with 
rules laid down by the Commission.* It embraces the 
transportation of all commodities, except money, precious 
metals, and jewels, or articles which carriers are not re- 
quired by common law to transport. 

(b) Money Department 

Through this department express companies handle 
currency, bullion, gold and silver coin, precious stones, 
bonds, negotiable paper, or articles of great value. 

The C. 0. D. business is also handled by this depart- 
ment, so far as it relates to the collection and payment of 
money. 

Transactions involving other commissions, such as pay- 
ment of bills, redemption of pledges, etc., are also handled! 
through this channeL

(c) Order and Commission Department 

Under this head all orders for the purchase or sale of 
merchandise are executed. 

This department has been an active and effective 
agency in the creation of remote markets for merchandise^ 
and it has been the pioneer, so to speak, that opened the 
way for great volumes of freight for the railroads. 

A great deal of credit is due the express companies for 
the development of markets. This practice, however, 
has met with some opposition, but the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has given its approval * in the follow- 
ing language: 

We believe, all the circumstances considered, that in the inter- 
est of growers and producers, as well as local dealers in com 
munities served only by express companies, and in the interest 
of increased production in undeveloped regions and the conse 
quent increased consumption of perishable products, the opera 
tion of the order and commission departments of the express 
companies should be allowed to continue. 

(d) Foreign Department 

Some of the large express companies (Adams, Ameri- 
can, United States, and Wells Fargo) maintain a Foreign 
Department, in which capacity they act as forwarders. 
They also act as agents for importers and exporters at 
ports of entry, and in foreign countries, attending to the 
forwarding or entry of freight to or from abroad. In this 
capacity they render an important service to the business 
man located in the interior of the country, as well as to 
those at the seaport.

The express company is able to make lower parcel 
rates for the transportation of small packages to nearly 
all foreign countries than may be obtained from the steam- 
ship companies direct. The reason for this is the mini- 
mnm charge which the steamers demand on single ship- 
ments, this being as high as $10 in some cases, and seldom 
less than $5. By contracting for space or combining 
many shipments, the express companies can buy trans- 
portation at wholesale and sell it at retail at a price that 
is cheaper than the individual can secure it under the 
** minimum bill of lading/* 

(e) Financial Department 

The Financial Department is charged principally with 
the issuance of money orders, foreign remittances, let- 
ters of credit, the transmission of money by telegraph, 
and the issuance of travelers checks. 

3. Conclusion 
• 
Each of these divisions will be treated in due course, 
but before undertaking this it is necessary, for a proper 
comprehension of the subject, to study the basis of pay- 
ment by the express companies to the common carriers 
over which they operate for the transportation service 
which is rendered by such carriers, and to obtain a more 
comprehensive understanding of the costs which are fac- 
tors in fixing express rates. 



CHAPTER V 



raiAHCIAIi BEIATIONS BETWEEIT EXPBE8S 

companies and railroads 

1, Intboduction 

There is a relationsliip between certain express com- 
panies, through the direct ownership of stock, which re- 
sults either in domination, as in the case of the Adams 
Express Company over the Southern, and the American 
over the National, or in the holding of influentially large 
blocks of stock in other companies. For instance, the 
Adams and American hold stock in the United States 
Express Company, and the Southern Express Company 
in turn holds stock in both the American and the Adams 
express companies. Private holdings^ also further this 
relationship between the companies, which is shown by 
the uniformity of business methods and practices. 

Express companies have been frequently criticized as 
being but a subterfuge of the railroads to charge an ex- 
orbitant rate for a slightly elaborated transportation 
service, for the reason that so much of their stock is 
owned by railroad companies. The New York Central 
lines own stock in the American Express Company, whicli 
carries on the express business over its lines ; the South- 
em Pacific Bailway Company holds large amounts of 
stock in Wells Fargo & Company, and the same is true 
of other railroads, as shown hereafter. 
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rhe close relationship between the express companies 
and the railroads over which tjiey operate is again empha- 
sized by the fact that over $20,000,000 of railroad stocks 
are reported in the holdings of the express companies. In 
addition to these stock holdings, they own many millions 
of dollars of railroad bonds. One express company oper- 
ating over the largest railroad system in the conntry, not 
only has large holdings in that company's stock, but owns 
stock in seventeen other railroads.

CHAPTER VI 

001ITBA0T8 WITH GABBXEB8 

1. CONTBACTB WITH BaILBOADS 

The express business is eminently one of detail, and it 
is through strict attention to detail and completeness of 
organization, rather than through expensive plants and 
the investment of large sums of money, that the express 
business has grovm to such enormous proportions. In- 
deed, in no other large business is it possible to earn the 
same gross receipts with so small an investment. The 
contracts with the carriers are the most valuable asset in 
the express business. 

As heretofore explained, the express companies con- 
duct their service in a manner different from that of 
other carriers. The express service is divided into two 
distinct features: (a) the terminal service and (b) the 
conveyance, or transportation, service between terminals. 
The express companies provide and own the equipment 
necessary for rendering the terminal service, but instead 
of operating their own instrumentalities of conveyance, 
they employ, as a rule, the equipment of other carriers. 
In employing the railroad as their agency of conveyance, 
they use the passenger service or its equivalent, and this 
rapid mode of dispatch they offer as an inducement to 
the shipper to pay the increased rate for their service. 
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(a) Provisions 

Inasmnch as the express company depends upon other 
carriers for its conveyance service, it maintains, there- 
fore, a certain contractual relationship with the carrier, 
and the salient features of the contracts in force between 
the railroads and the leading express companies are here 
presented. 

The usual contract made by an express company with 
the railway company provides that the railway shall fur- 
nish the necessary cars, heat and light the same, and haul 
them over its lines, and shall furnish transportation for 
the employes of the express company necessary to care 
for the traffic in transit. At stations the railway com- 
pany permits its employes to act as employes of the ex- 
press company also, with certain restrictions, and permits 
the use of its station facilities by the express company. 

The express company, on its part, assumes all risk for 
damage to express matter and all liability for injury to 
its employes, and agrees to pay the railway company a 
compensation for its equipment, facilities, and service, 
usually a fixed percentage of its gross earnings. 

After the deduction of the amounts paid to the carriers 
for the express privileges, the remainder is available for 
the payment of the operating expenses, interest, taxes, 
and dividends of the express company. 

(a) The Railroad Contract 

The contract into which an express company enters 
before securing the exclusive privilege of operating over 
a line of a rail carrier varies in its terms according to the 
relative strengtii of each party to the contract. The terms 
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may be, in some cases and to some extent, influenced by 
the existing intercorporate relationship. The variation 
in the percentages paid by the same express company to 
different railroads in the same section of the country 
seems to support this conclusion, though denial of such 
influence is made by the parties to the contract. Be 
this as it may, there are wide variations in the contracts, 
from which the conclusion must be drawn that the rail- 
roads are receiving too much on the one hand or too 
little on the other. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission, in its Opinion 
1967,^ outlined the subject clearly and concisely, as 
follows : 

ANALYSIS OF CONTRACTS BETWEEN EXPRESS COM- 
PANIES AND RAILWAY COMPANIES. 

BASIS OP PAYMENT FOB EXPRESS PBIVILEQES. 

Contracts between the express companies and the railway com- 
panies covering express privileges provide various bases of pay- 
ment to the railways for their part of the transportation service, 
e. g., on a fixed daily, monthly, or yearly payment basis; on a 
tonnage basis at a fixed rate per hundredweight or at a fixed mul- 
tiple of the freight rate; and on a percentage basis. The pre- 
vailing basis, however, is the percentage basis, whereby specified 
percentages varying from 15 per cent to 70 per cent of the gross 
receipts of the express companies are paid to the railway com- 
panies. 

For many years, however, the contracts were made on a ton- 
nage basis. It finally become apparent to the railway companies 
that through the operation of the graduate scale of charges on 
packages of small weight, their revenues would be materi^Jly in- 
creased if the basis of contract were so changed that they might 
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share in the high rates per pound charged hy express companies 
on packages, which under the rule of those companies took gradu- 
ate charges. The change was accordingly introduced when new 
contracts were entered into, or when existing contracts were 
renewed. 

On June 30, 1911, the combined operations of the Adams, 
American, Globe, Great Northern, Northern, Southern, United 
States, and Western Express companies and Wells Fargo & Com- 
panj' covered approximately 218,000 miles of steam railway. 
Tlie following statement shows the mileage covered under the 
several bases and at varying percentages, as of June 30, 1911 :

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The percentage basis on which most contracts for express 
privileges are based is especially favorable to the interests of 
the railway companies, since they thereby obtain the benefits of 
increasing traffic, protecting themselves, on the other hand, in 
many cases against decreases in traffic by requiring a minimum 
payment from the express company when the percentage of the 
gross receipts does not reach the guaranteed minimum. In an- 
other respect the percentage basis is even more favorable to the 
railway companies. An examination of the contracts shows that 
the express companies are, as a rule, not permitted to file tariffs 
of rates for noncompetitive traffic at less than a certain multiple 
of the railway companies' freight rates on similar commodities. 
This multiple is usually one and one-half times the freight rate, 
but in a number of instances is as high as two times and in one 
instance two and one-quarter times the freight rate. Inasmuch 
as the railway company receives its percentage on any charges 
which the express company may make, it should be noted that 
it is especially of interest to the railway company that the express 
company maintain its rates as high as possible. As a general 
statement, it is also true that no tariff of rates may be made 
effective by the express company before it has received the ap- 
proval of the railway companies interested. Through their 
power to approve rates the railway companies are enabled, in 
80 far as competitive conditions permit, to require the express 
companies to make such rates that the amount received as their 
percentage will not at any time be less than is acceptable to 
the railway companies. 

Certain contracts, for instance those between Wells, Fargo & 
Company and the Southern Pacific lines, provide that in the 
division of through noncompetitive express business the propor- 
tion of the through rate allotted to the lines of the Southern 
Pacific shall not, except with the consent of the Southern Pacific 
Company, be less than the proportion of the current through 
railroad freight rates of the Southern Pacific Company between 
points on the lines of that company over which said express 
business is carried. Further, many of the contracts of the South- 
era Express Company contain provisions with redpect to per- 
ishlable traffiic to the effect that on all such traffic the railway 
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company's retam shall not be less than its fall open and pub- 
lished tariff rates (freight) or its proportion of the same; or, 
again, the amount the railway company would have received 
had it transported such perishable trafBc by freight. Such 
provisions suggest that it is more profitable to the. railway com- 
panies to have certain traffic handled by express than through 
their own freight service, since the gross receipts to the railway 
company are the same in either case, whereas the expense of 
the railway company, if the traffic is handled by the express 
company, is considerably less^ inasmuch as the express company 
assumes all responsibility in connection with the loading and 
unloading of such traffic and its protection en route, assumes all 
liability for loss or damage thereto, provides refrigeration if 
necessary, and relieves the railway company of the necessity of 
accounting for such traffic. This, however, is based on the as- 
sumption (which assumption is also believed to be a fact) that 
the saving in expense mentioned above more than o&ets any 
extra expense to the railroad on account of the better class of 
equipment required and the increased speed with which such 
traffic is handled. 

On noncompetitive matter, the express rate is, in many in- 
stances, limited by the railway to such an amount that the rail- 
way company's proportion is greater than it would receive for 
the same service if rendered by freight In the case of com- 
petitive traffic the railway company insures itself against re- 
ceiving less than it would receive for hauling the same traffic 
by freight, at the same time relieving itself of much work and 
responsibility in connection therewith. There are, farther, many 
instances in connection with competitive traffic where the con- 
tracts provide that the express company, with the approval of 
the railway company, may quote a rate lower than the minimum 
specified in the contract. This suggests that the railway com- 
pany recognizes that even the traffic so handled at a lower rate 
by the express company is a profitable traffic. 

T>e service performed by the railway company incident to 
the t transportation of express matter corresponds in a measure to 
that performed in ooonection with its carload freight traffic, 
with t^ exception, that for its carload business the railway 
mast Bi^ the cbcp^^isie of accounting and the liability for loss 
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and damage, which is not true with respect to express traffic. 
While in general it is true that express traffic is transported 
more expeditiously than freight traffic, the fact must not be lost 
sight of that many fast freight trains between large market 
centers make practically the same time as express trains, if not 
with respect to point of speed, at least with respect to the utility 
of the service to the consignee. 

TENDENCY OF PERCENTAGE PAYMENTS. 

It is apparently true that when the percentage basis of con- 
tract first became effective, 40 per cent of the receipts from 
operation over the lines was the amount which express com- 
panies agreed to pay the railroad companies. This percentage 
was gradually increased to 45 per cent, 50 per cent, and 55 per 
cent, and to-day we find the Adams Express Company paying 
the Pennsylvania system 56 per cent as compared with 40 per 
cent in 1888, and the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 57.5 per 
cent as compared with 47.5 per cent in 1900; and the Great 
Northern Express Company paying the Great Northern Rail- 
road Company 60 per cent, while on business between Chicago 
and St. Paul, it pays the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 70 per 
cent, as does also the Northern Express Company for privileges 
between the same two points. With possibly a few exceptions 
every contract between an important railway line and express 
companies which became effective, or was renewed within the past 
five years has called for at least 55 per cent of gross receipts. 

An illustration of the effect of the increased percentage paid 
to railway lines may be found on the following chart. This 
chart shows in diagrammatic form the results obtained by a com- 
parison of the revenues to the railroads from freight, passenger, 
mail and express service for the year 1910, with similar figure 
for 1893, and further comparisons of the increases in revenues 
for the respective services named with the increase in population 
during the same period.

LIMITATION OF EXPRESS BATES. 

In addition to the reference made above to the limitations 
placed on express rates to be charged the public, the following 
excerpts bearing on this question from the contracts on file with 
the Commission may be of interest : 

(a.) Contract between Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company 
and United States Express Company : 

The express company shall not fix its rates for transportation and 
otSier services connected with express traffic between local noncompeti- 
tive points on the railroads of the railroad company at less than twice 
the rates charged by the railroad company for the same or similar 
matter upon ftreight trains, except, however, that the express company 
may make said local rate (express rates) at the same excess over freight 
rates whi<& have heretofore existed between the same points on like 
articles. 

The express company shall not fix its rates for transportation and 
other services connected with the express business via the railroads of 
the railroad company between points reached by other railroads at any 
less than the rates fixed by other express carriers between same points, 
except for reasons to the prejudice of the routes via the railroads of the 
railroad company. 

The contract further provides, in the case of the provision 
first quoted, that in the event that the agreement should operate 
to keep the express company from obtaining its quota of busi- 
ness, then the railroad company will permit such modification as 
is acceptable to it. 
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(b.) Contract between the Philadelphia & Reading Railway 
Company and the United States Express Company : 

It is further agreed that the rates on express traffic, and the rules 
and regulations applied thereto, establi^ed by the express company 
from time to time, shall be subject to the approval of the railway com- 
pany, and that the express company shall furnish to the railway com- 
pany, when requested, copies of tariffs in force on the lines of the rail- 
way company during the terms of this agreement; it being understood 
that no express rate shall be made which shall be less than two and 
one^iuarter times the freight tariff rates on such traffic, and that, unless 
compelled by law, no less rate shall be chairged on any article carried 
by the express company without the approval of the freight traffic de- 
partment of the railway company first having been obtained. It is 
further understood and agreed, however, that in the event that an 
express company in competition with the United States Express Com- 
pany for business between given points shall make a lower rate than is 
charged by the United States Express Company, and in the further event 
that the express company, with the cooperation and assistance of the 
raUway company, shall fail, within a reasonable time, to induce such 
competing express company to establish and maintain the reasonable 
rate desired by the railway comx)any, that then, and in such event, the 
express company shall have the right hereunder to make the same rate 
or rates as shall have been made and charged by such competing express 
company. 

(e.) Contract between the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
Railway Company and subsidiary lines and the United States 
Express Company: 

This contract provides that between competitive points the railroad 
conqwny p^mits express conxpany to charge the same rates as com- 
peting express companies, but between noncompetitive points the rates 
shall not be less than one and one-half times freight rate upon the same 
articles, except by consent of the railroad company. 

(d.) Contract between New York Central & Hudson River 
Railroad Company and American Express Company : 

The express company agrees, as far as it has the legal right to do 
80, that its rates between noncompetitive points on the lines covered 
by this agreement shall not be less than twice the tariff of freight rates 
of the railroad company on the class of freight carried, without the 
consent in writing of the railroad company ; on business carried between 
points competitive with other express companies the express company 
iftiaH have the right to fix such rates as it may find necessary to make 
to secure its proper share of business (section 10). 
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(e.) Contract between Southern Pacific Company and Wells 
Fai^o & Company : 

The express company agrees tiiat it will not, except with the con- 
sent ot the Southern Pacific Company, carry any noncompetitire express 
matter over any of the lines covered by this contract at rates less 
than one and one-half times the railroad freight rates of the Sontfaem 
Pacific Company, and that in the diyisicHis on through express business 
the proportion of the through rate allotted to the lines of the Southern 
Pacific shall not, except with the consent of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, be less than the |»x>portion of the current through railroad freight 
rates of the Southern Pacific Company between the points over wliidi 
said express business is carried (section 12). 

(f.) Contract between the Norfolk & Western Railway Com- 
pany and Southern Express Company : 

If at any time the rates charged the public by the express company 
pea? 100 pounds for noncompetitive business shaU be deemed unsatisfac- 
tory to the raUroad con^)any, then the same shall be modified to meet its 
views, it l>eing understood, however, that on all business which is com- 
petitive to eiOier express company or railway company, and matter that 
can be transported by United States mall, the express company may 
regulate and fix its own rates, but such rates AM be made known to 
the railway campany on request, and if disapproved by it, shaU be so 
changed as to accord with its views (section 5). 

• * * and the express company is authorized to make such rates 
as will tend to promote sudi traflSc (perishable), provided that sucb 
rates on all such perishable freights shall not be less (unless a lower 
tarlfiP is legally enforced) than 150 per cent of llhe open and published 
public tariff freight rates on such business as promulgated by the railway 
company, and that the raUway company shall not have less than 47.5 per 
cent of tbe gross earnings accruing from such business to the express 
company on the lines of the railway company, with a guarantee to the 
railway company that its portion as a minimum shall not be less than 
its full, open, and published public tariff rates or its proportion of same 
(section 12). 

(g.) Contracts between Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
pany and Seaboard Air Line Railway and Sonthem Express 
Company: 

Of the gross revenue earned and collected frmn the transportation of 
perisdiable freight, the express company shall pay the railroad 50 per 
centum ; * * * it being understood that the charges for transporta- 
tion of perishable freight shall be so regulated by tibe express company 
that the 60 per centum paid to tbe railroad shall not be less upon any 
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article transported than the railroad would recelTe on same If shipped 
as ordinary freight 

The provisions of the contracts given above indicate that 
express rates are to a great extent under the control of the 
railnvay companies. Practically every existing contract in one 
form or another provides that the rates of the express com- 
panies are subject to the approval of the railway company. 
These provisions further show that the express companies have 
two standards for determining rates — one based on competitive 
conditions, the other, where competition is absent, on what the 
trafSe will bear. 

Assuming that competition still influences express rates, it is 
fair to assume that under normal conditions rates established 
under competitive conditions would not reach a point where 
the business must be conducted without a fair profit. To the 
extent, then, that express rates for noncompetitive business are 
higher than for competitive business, the public is required to 
pay an additional profit to the express company on account of 
absence of competition measured by the difference in the two 
standards of rates. It is doubtful, however, whether the public 
derives any benefit worth consideration by competitive condi- 
tions existing between express companies. The provision in the 
Baltimore & Ohio contract which prohibits the express com- 
pany charging less between competitive points than rates fixed 
by other express companies between the same points takes away 
practically every incentive for competition as between the express 
<K)xnpanies. The contract between the Philadelphia & Beading 
Railway and the United States Express Company in effect goes 
even further ; it fixes the rate to be charged by the express com- 
pany at two and one-quarter times the freight rate on similar 
traffic^ and to maintain this standard of rates provides that 
when a competing express company quotes a lower rate than 
the rate applied by the United States Express Company between 
competitive points, both the railroad company and the express 
company sb^ use their influence to induce such competing ex- 
press company to maintain the rates acceptable to the railroad 
oompaoy. 

. Under such conditions it is difficult to realjjse b^ the public 
wouI4 derivie any benefit fronr competitive conditions; It is^also 
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doubtful whether the railroad and express company would have 
any considerable difficulty in inducing the competing express 
company, in the absence of other competitive conditions, to es* 
tablish the standard desired by the railroad company since the 
increased rate would practically offset any decrease in traffic 
resulting from the higher rate. 

PROVISIONS IN BE OONSIDERATION OF THE INTEREST OF RAILWAY 

COMPANIES. 

Many of the contracts contain a provision whereby the express 
company pledges itself, in so far as it legally may, to conduct 
its business in such a manner that both parties to the contract 
shall derive as great benefit from the business as possible. In a 
few cases, however, the duty imposed upon the express company 
by the contract relative to the protection and fostering of the 
railway's interest is more clearly defined. Typical of such pro- 
visions are the following: 

(a.) Prom contract between Norfolk & Western Railway and 
Southern Express Company: 

The express company agrees to route its freight to and from exclusive 
points on the lines of ttke railway company so as to give said railroad 
company its longest haul, except and only where such delay ensues by 
this action as will Jeopardize the business. The express company also 
further agrees that at such terminal or other points where its business 
may be handled by another company, the latter wiU be required to 
carry out the meaning and intent of this provisioQ (section 17). 

(b.) From contract between Plant system of Railroads and 
Southern Express Company: 

The express company will endearor to route its freight to and from 
exclusive ];K>ints on the line of Hie railway so as to give said railway 
its longest haul (section 18). 

(c.) From contract between Southern Pacific Company and 
Wells Fargo & Company: 

* * * it being for the interest of both parties to this conbraot to 
cooperate in securing and fostering business, the express company agrees 
to exert itself, so far as it lawfully may, to aid and further the interests 
of thf ;Spt^Qrn Facile Company and to increase and.dev'elop the express 
buislnese al<^g the lixiW coVered by this oobtract (section 11). 
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(d.) A somewhat different phase of this matter is presented 
in the following provision contained in the contracts between 
the lines of the Pennsylvania system and the Adams Express 
Company : 

* * * on all traffic carried over any of the lines of the railroad 
company, destined to or shipped from points beyond any of the termini 
thereon, the railroad company shall receive flfty-stz per centum of its 
proportion, determined by applying to the express company's gross re- 
ceipts from suoih traffic the percentage whicfti the express rate over the 
line of the railroad company bears to the sum of the express rates of 
all lines traversed, from originating to tenninating agency in the express 
compan^'*s territory, the understanding being that foreign lines, over 
which the express company operates under one agreement between such 
foreign lines and t3ie express company, are to be treated in same manner 
as the lines of the iraUroad company. And tor the purposes of this 
agreement the "gross receipts*' shaU be the receipts without deductions 
for or on account of gattierlng or delivering dharges, terminal expenses, 
lighterage, loss or damage, or any other expense whatsoever : Prtyvided, 
that on aU traffic interchanged with the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
RaUway and foreign lines in Chicago, Burlington & Quincy territory, 
and also with the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad and for- 
eign lines in New York, New Haven & Hartford territory, the proportion 
of the gross receipts shall be determined by the application of the through 
express rate over that portion traversed of the entire Pennsylvania sys- 
tem, including the affiliated lines: Provided further, that on all traffic 
interchanged witSi the Louisville & NashviUe Railroad the proportion of 
the gross receipts shaU be determined on a mileage basis (section 10). 

For a further analysis of express contracts, the reader 
is referred to the full report of the Commission, but the 
foregoing will show that the railroads have gradually 
increased their demands upon the express carriers until 
the margin left the express companies after paying oper- 
ating expenses is progressing toward the vanishing 
point. 

As will be pointed out hereafter, it is quite probable 
that these contracts between the railroads and the express 
companies will have to be revised along the lines indi- 
cated by the Interstate Commerce Commission, in order 
that each of these carriers may be fully recompensed for 
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the service performed; many of the contracts now pro- 
vide that, in the event of legislation whereby the gross 
revenue may be seriously affected, the terms of the con- 
tract are subject to the necessary revision. 

Specimen Contract. — ^The contract in some cases is a 
complex legal instrument requiring much study for a 
proper comprehension of it, and in other cases it is more 
simple. As illustrating the tonnage and percentage 
forms, the contracts between the Boston & Albany Bail- 
road on the one hand and the Adams and American ex- 
press companies on the other are given. 

BOSTON & ALBANY— AMERICAN EXPRESS COMPANY 

This agreement, made this first day of April, 1885, by and 
between the Boston & Albany Railroad Company and the Ameri- 
can Express Company, hereinafter respectively designated as the 
Railroad Company and the Express Company witaesseth: 

That the Railroad Company agrees to famish facilities for 
transporting the Express Company's freight to the extent and 
at the rates named below, to wit : 

SECTION I 

The Railroad Company will furnish five hundred (500) 
cubic feet per day, in each direction, but not over two hundred 
and fifty (250) cubic feet on any one train, in baggage cars, 
between Boston and Albany, to be apportioned as follows: Bos- 
ton to Albany, on train 1 two hundred and fifty (250) cubic 
feet ; Boston to Springfield, on train 109, two hundred and fifty 
(250) cubic feet; Springfield to Albany, on train 19, two hun- 
dred and fifty (250) cubic feet; Albany to Boston, on train 32, 
one hundred and twenty-five (125) cubic feet; Albany to Bos- 
ton, on train 42, one hundred and twenty-five (125) cubic feet; 
Albany to Springfield, on train 56, two hundred and fifty (250) 
cubic feet; Springfield to Boston, on train 56, one hundred and 
twenty-five cubic feet; Springfield to Boston, on train 24, one 
hundred and twenty-five (125) cubic feet; the Express Com- 
pany paying therefore at the rate of five thousand dollars 
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($5,000.00) per month, and for all of its freight carried in any 
of these baggage cars, and not loaded within the space allowed 
in each, at the rate of fifty (50) cents per 100 lbs. for any dis- 
tance. The Railroad Company reserves the right to change the 
apportionment of the space famished, but will give proper con- 
sideration to the wishes of the Express Company on this subject. 

SECTION n 

The Railroad Company will furnish space in the baggage 
cars run on its branch roads as follows: On the Pittsfield & 
North Adams Branch, one hundred and fifty (150) cubic feet, 
on three trains, each way, daily between Pittsfield and North 
Adams, the Express Company paying therefor at the rate of two 
hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00) per month; on the Athol 
Branch, one hundred and fifty (150) cubic feet, on all passenger 
trains, the Express Company paying therefor at the rate of one 
hundred dollars ($100) per month ; on the Ware River Railroad 
one hundred and fifty (150) cubic feet, on one train, each way, 
daily, between Gilbertville and Winchendon, and one hundred 
and fifty (150) cubic feet, on two trains, each way, daily, between 
Gilbertville and Palmer, the Express Company paying therefor 
at the rate of one hundred and seventy-five dollars ($175.00) 
per month ; on the North Brookfield Branch one hundred and fifty 
(150) cubic feet, on all passenger trains, the Express Company 
paying therefor at the rate of thirty-three dollars and thirty-four 
cents ($33.34) i>er month; on the Spencer Branch one hundred 
and fifty (150) cubic feet, on all passenger trains, the express com- 
pany paying therefor at the rate of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) 
per month. 

SECTION m 

The Railroad C!ompany will furnish, daily, an express car of 
45 feet in length, each way, between Boston and Albany, to 
be run on trains 49 and 14, the Express Company to pay therefor 
at the rate of one hundred and twenty-two dollars and forty 
cents ($122.40) per day; but, whenever the quantity of freight 
carried in this car, in either direction, exceeds eighteen thousand 
(18,000) pounds per day, the Express Company is to pay at the 
rate of thirty-four cents per 100 lbs. ; it is understood that, in 
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accounting for the tonnage carried in this car, the Express Com- 
pany will include the weight of all freight loaded at stations 
between Boston and Albany in addition to the freight loaded at 
Boston or at Albany. 

SECTION IV 

The Railroad Company will furnish, on the request of the 
Express Company, an express car of 30 feet in length, from 
Boston to Albany, to be run on train 31, or from Albany to 
Boston, to be run on train 2, the Express Company to pay there- 
for at the rate of forty-seren dollars and sixty cents ($47.(0) 
from Boston to Albany, or from Albany to Boston, but whenever 
the quantity of freight carried in this car, in either direction, 
exceeds fourteen thousand (14,000) lbs. per day, the Express 
Company is to pay at the rate of thirty-four cents (34) per 
100 lbs., and is to use the same method of accounting for the 
tonnage as is specified in Section III. If the Express Company 
desires to use this car in one direction only, it is to pay for its 
return the rate of twelve (12) cents per mile. When no express 
car is run on train 31, the Express Company may use the bag- 
gage car in common with the Railroad Company, provided that 
this can be done without any inconvenience to the Railroad 
Company, and is to pay therefor at the rate of fifty (50) cents 
per 100 lbs., for any distance. 

SECTION V 

The Express Company is to pay, for extra cars run, in either 
direction, between Boston and Albany, or Springfield and Albany 
the rate of thirty-four (34) cents per 100 lbs. for freight carried 
in such cars, but the minimum charge for this service is to be 
sixty-one dollars and twenty cents ($61.20) per car of 45 feet 
in length, and forty-seven dollars and sixty cents ($47.60) per 
car of thirty feet in length, in each direction, and if the cars 
are returned empty, the Express Company is to pay the rate of 
twelve (12) cents per mile. 

SECTION VI 

The Express Company is to pay, for aU freight not herein- 
before provided for, carried on passenger trains, in the baggage 



/ 
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cars used by it in common with the Railroad Company, fifty 
(50) cents per 100 lbs., for any distance. 

SECTION vn 

It is understood that the rates paid by the Express Company 
under this contract include the transportation of one of the 
messengers of the Express Company with each express car car- 
rying its freight or Ynth each baggage car in which the space 
prescribed in Sections I and II is furnished to the Express 
Company. 

SECTION vm 

If the baggage or express cars of the Railroad Company are 
run through to Buffalo, or other points west of Albany, the 
Express Company is to pay an additional charge of two (2) 
cents per mile; but from this shall be deducted any allowance 
for mileage on these cars made by the roads west of Albany 
over which they run. If the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company shall furnish enough of these cars for 
the joint business with the B. and A. Railroad Company to bal- 
ance the mileage upon the cars which are hauled by it, no charge 
for car-service shall be made by the Railroad Company to the 
Express Company for this service. 

SECTION tx 

The Express Company is to convey without charge to the 
Railroad Company all remittances of money addressed to any 
of the ofScers or agents of the Railroad Company, when relating 
to the business of the Railroad Company. 

SECTION X 

The Express Company is to load and unload its freight, to 
assume all liability for loss or damage of the same, or for injury 
to the employes of the Express Company while in the cars, or 
on the road or premises of the Railroad Company. 
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SECTION XI 

It is understood that the local business between Boston and 
Worcester and stations on the line of the Railroad Company 
east of Worcester, or between those stations, in either direction, 
shall not be done by the Express Company. 

8E0TI0N xn 

The Express Company is to settle monthly the bills which 
are rendered it by the Railroad Company under this contract 

SECTION xm 

The Railroad Company is to give no lower rates than those 
herein specified for susular facilities furnished to anyone doing 
an express business on its trains within the territory covered by 
the Express Company. 

SECTION XIV 

This contract is to remain in force until April 1st, 1886, and 
may be terminated thereafter by either party hereto giving 
thirty days' notice in writing. 

In witness whereof, the said parties have hereto interchange- 
ably set their hands, said Railroad Company by Arthur Mills, 
its General Traffic Manager, hereto duly authorized, and said 
Express Company by James Eggleston, its General Superin- 
tendent, North Eastern Division, hereto duly authorized.

BOSTON & ALBANY— ADAMS EXRESS CONTRACT 

THIS AGREEMENT made this first day of January, 1896, by 
and between the Boston dk Albany RMroad Company, herein- 
after designated as the Railroad Company, and the Adams Ex- 
press Company, a joint stock association organized under the 
laws of the State of New York, hereinafter designated as the 
Express Company, 
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WITNESSETH: 

First: The Railroad Company, for and in consideration of 
the stipulations, conditions and agreements hereinafter con- 
tained, hereby covenants and agrees to let and demise and by 
these presents does let and demise, to the Express Company, the 
exclusive right and privilege, so far as the Railroad Company 
has the legal right to let such exclusive right and privilege to 
any one person, to control, conduct and transact all the express 
transportation business that may be offered to or controlled by 
either of the parties hereto, upon the passenger trains of the 
Railroad Company, on its main line and branches east of 
Worcester and on the Webster Branch west of Worcester. 

And for the prosecution of said express transportation busi- 
ness as aforesaid, the Railroad Company hereby agrees to pro- 
vide for the use of the Express Company upon the passenger 
trains of the Railroad Company running on the Webster Branch 
and upon such of the passenger trains of the Railroad Company 
as do not run on the main line and branches of the Railroad 
Company west of Worcester a sufficient space either in the bag- 
gage cars, or other cars especially set apart for the exclusive use 
of the Express Company, for the proper and immediate trans- 
portation of all the freight which the Express Company may 
desire to forward and to allow reasonable time at its stations for 
the loading and unloading of the same, having regard also to 
other kinds of traffic on said Railroad. And it is understood 
and agreed if the Express Company desires space upon the 
passenger trains of the Railroad Company which run on the 
main line west of Worcester that the Railroad Company will 
designate from time to time the trains, if any, upon which such 
space will be provided. 

The Railroad Company further agrees, so far as it can legally 
do so, to protect and maintain the Express Company in the full 
possession of its rights and privileges under this contract. Noth- 
ing, however, herein contained, shall prevent the Railroad Com- 
pany from transporting on its passenger trains for hire, or other- 
wise, personal effects when accompanied by a passenger, or milk, 
or newspapers, or corpses. 
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Second: The Railroad Company agrees to transport one of 
the messengers of the Express Company in each baggage ear in 
which space is furnished for the use of the Express Company, 
provided such messenger holds the special ' ' Express Messenger 's 
Season Ticket" sold by the Railroad Company, and has first 
delivered to the Railroad Company a release of all right, to 
whomsoever aecruing, to damage or compensation for death or 
for any personal injury received by him while traveling on 
such ticket. And the Railroad Company further agrees to sell 
such tickets to the messengers of the Express Company at the 
present rate for such tickets, upon condition that the tickets 
are used only while in the actual performance of their duties 
to the Express Company. 

Third: For and in consideration of the faithful perform- 
ance of the covenants and agreements hereinbefore made by the 
Railroad Company, the Express Company hereby covenants 
and agrees to pay to the Railroad Company during the continu- 
ance of this agreement thirty-five (35) per cent, of its entire 
gross receipts which are earned upon the main line and branches 
of the Railroad Company, in computing which the Express 
Company shall be held to have received its mileage proportion 
of all through rates madQ on express matter to and from all 
points not on the main line and branches of the Railroad Com- 
pany which are included in this agreement. It being under- 
stood that for the purpose of computing the balance accruing 
to the Railroad Company as its proportion of aU such through 
rates, each railroad company carrying shall be allowed a pro 
rata proportion of the same based on a minimum distance of 
twenty-five miles. And the Express Company guarantees that 
the amount to be paid the Railroad Company, as provided above, 
shall not be less in any year, during the continuance of this 
agreement, than forty-five thousand dollars ($45,000). The 
Express Company agrees to pay to the Railroad Company one- 
twelfth of the said guaranteed minimum on the first day of 
each month and to furnish monthly to the Railroad Company 
a certified statement showing the gross earnings of the Express 
Company upon the main line and branches of the Railroad 
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Company, not later than the first day of the third month after 
the month in which the traffic is carried; and if thirty-five 
(35) per cent, of such ^oss receipts in any one year, ending 
with December 31st, exceed the sum of forty-five thousand dol- 
' *' lars ($45,000), the Express Company agrees to pay such ex- 

cess to the Railroad Company not later than the first day of 
March directly following; and for the verification of the state- 
ments furnished, the Express Company will grant access to 
such of its books and accounts by the properly authorised rep- 
resentatives of the Railroad Company as may be necessary, 
provided the examination is made within six months after the 
date of each statement. 

Fourth: The Express Company agrees to load and unload 
its freight into and from the cars, to handle and care for it at 
the stations of the Railroad Company, and to assume all liability 
for loss or damage of the same from any cause whatsoever. 
The Express Company further agrees to indemnify and save 
harmless the Railroad Company from all claims for damage or 
compensation for personal injuries or death which may happen 
to the officers, agents and employees of the Express Company 
when engaged in the business of the Express Company, while in 
the cars, or on the road or premises of the Railroad Company. 
The Express Company further agrees to assume all liability 
to any person while in the cars or on the road or premises of the 
Railroad Company, for damages for personal injuries caused by 
acts or omissions of the employees of the Express Company. 

Fifth: As a further consideration, the Express Company 
agrees to transport free of charge and at the risk of the Rail- 
road Company, all packages of money which the Railroad Com- 
pany may desire to have transported over its main line and 
branches. 

Sixth: The Express Company agrees that its rates between 
points on the Railroad Company's main line and branches, or 
between such points and those on the line of other railroads, 
shall not be less, without the consent of the Railroad Company, 
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than twice the first-class local freight rates of the Railroad Com- 
pany of twice the freight rates made jointly by the Railroad 
Company with other railroads. 

Seventh: The Express Company agrees that it will do no 
local business on the line of the Railroad Company west of 
Worcester except on the Webster Branchy and during the con- 
tinuance of this agreement that it will respect all the rights of 
the American Express Company, or those of any other express 
company, now acquired, or which may be acquired within the 
aforesaid territory, by contract with the Railroad Company. 

Eighth: In consideration of the covenants and agreements 
herein contained, to be performed by the Railroad Company, 
the Express Company hereby further covenants and agrees that 
it will at all times during the continuance of this contract per- 
form and furnish such reasonable adequate express service as 
may be necessary for the accommodation of the public upon 
and over every part of the line of the Railroad Company which 
is embraced within the provisions of this contract. 

Ninth: This agreement is to supersede and take the place of 
the contract between the parties hereto of date April 1st, 1899, 
and of all amendments thereto. 

Tenth: This agreement shall be in force for the term of 
five years from the first day of January, 1896, and may be ter- 
minated thereafter by either party thereto giving thirty days' 
notice in writing. 

In Wetness Whereof, the said parties have hereto inter- 
changeably set their hands, said Railroad Company by Arthur 
Mills, its General Traffic Manager, hereto duly authorized, and 
said Express Company by L. C. Weir, its President, hereto 
duly authorized.

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2. Contracts WITH Watbb Cabribbs 

Where the express business is conducted over water 
routes the water carrier usually agrees to furnish the 
necessary facilities on board its boats^ and the express 
company pays for the transportation of the merchandise 
at agreed rates. The compensation which the water car- 
rier receives varies with the kind of express matter 
handled, but is largely on a tonnage basis. 

3. Conclusion 

The contracts quoted are not necessarily typical, as each 
includes provisions of a nature peculiar to traffic condi- 
tions of the territory which it covers or peculiar to the 
conditions under which it was secured, but they will be 
sufficient for the purpose of this work. 

Under the tonnage basis the express company bought 
transportation at wholesale and sold it at retail, just as 
it does today on foreign traffic. The percentage contract 
has imquestionably resulted in the past in a higher charge 
for the transportation of small parcels than would nat- 
urally obtain if the transportation charge of the railroad 
were fixed on a tonnage or on a monthly payment basis. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has expressed 
itself with respect to the amount a railroad should re- 
ceive for the strictly transportation service which it per- 
forms, as hereafter shown.^ 

It would seem that the railroads are demanding too 
high a charge for this service, and that all statements of 
costs which they have presented as representing the ex- 
pense of doing the express business are based on debat-

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able distributions. Some roads apportion the cost in the 
proportion that the revenue from express bears to other 
passenger revenue; according to this theory, if the pas- 
senger earnings should decline and express revenue re- 
main stationary, the cost of doing the express business 
would be shown to increase, though the service rendered 
would be the same. 

No railroad can, by any system of accounting yet de- 
vised, ascertain what it costs to do this business ; at the 
best they can only crudely estimate it ; as a matter of fact, 
it is to a great extent surplus transportation, or a by- 
product of the business, and unless extra equipment is 
employed the extra cost is negligible. 

In the opinion of the express companies, neither the 
percentage, tonnage, nor space basis is the ideal one upon 
which to base charges. At the present time they are 
making efforts to devise a basis which will equitably 
compensate the railroad company for its service and at 
the same time will not produce to the express company 
excessive profit on the one hand or deficit on the other 
hand. 

The reader should remember that under the present 
federal and state regulations of common carriers, rates 
cannot be raised at will by the express company or by the 
railroad. Such increases can be made only by the order 
or with the sanction of the Interstate Conmaerce Commis- 
sion or the state commission having jurisdiction. 



CHAPTER Vn 
begitlatioh of express oompahies 

1. Intboduction 

The express bnsiness^ from its inception to its present 
stage of phenomenal development^ has been distingaished 
by the special features which it has added to the ordinary 
transportation service of a common carrier. No other 
justification could be made for the remuneration which 
the express companies demand for their services. In- 
stead of providing their own conveyances, except for the 
purposes of local collections and deliveries, they employ 
the instrumentalities of conveyance of other carriers, 
such as railroads and steamboats, for the carriage of 
their traffic; and when they employ the agency of rail- 
ways in their traffic movements, they forward their par- 
cels, not by the ordinary freight trains of such roads, 
but by those used for the more expeditious transit. 
This fast transit constitutes one of the principal special- 
ties or advantages in their service. Expedition, prompt- 
ness, local collections and deliveries, and the greater 
security they are expected to afford (because the express 
matter is in the charge of and under the direct supervi- 
sion of their agents from the moment of its receipt until 
its ultimate delivery) are the advantages which are 
offered as inducements to the public to patronize this 
higher-priced transportation service. 

61 
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2. At Law^ a Common Cabbieb 

Many statutory regulations have been passed by the 
different states because of the quasi-public character of 
the express business. At common law it has been held 
with unanimity that the express company is a common 
carrier of such goods and parcels as it undertakes to 
transport The courts are prone to hold the express com- 
mon carrier to a stricter accountability to its customer 
than the railroad, because it induces the customer to em- 
ploy its service at increased cost by proclaiming greater 
security, dispatch, and individuality of service. 

In the application of the common law principle to the 
express company, the decision of the Court, in the case of 
Stadhecker v. Combs,* is of vital interest to all desiring 
an adequate understanding of the responsibility of the 
express common carrier under the common law. The 
Court said : 

There are considerations justifying a strict application of 
the law of common carriers to express companies. They pro- 
fess to employ trusty agents, who are charged with the safe 
custody and speedy transit and delivery of all packages put 
in their charge. The effect of these inducements is in some 
measure to supersede the forwarding merchant, and to limit 
the liability of railroad and steamboat companies, who may be 
as faithful, and certainly are as responsible, agents. If they 
shall, by the promise of decided advantages over the usual 
modes of transportation, secure most of the business generally 
intrasted to common carriers, the public is concerned that they 
should be held to a rigid fulfillment of the promise. • • • 
They cannot attain a greater speed than the railroad or steam- 
boat which conveys them, and there is no proof that they are 
in other respects, more trustworthy. The only advantage which 
in truth they can offer is the safer custody and more certain

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ddiveiy of goods to the consignee without storage. These 
temptations may induce the public to employ them at an in- 
creased rate, and they (the express companies) have no rea- 
son to complain of an exact application of the rule of law which 
enforces the responsibility which they voluntarily assume. "We 
should be regardless of the great interests daily committed by 
the public to the express companies, with a confidence induced 
by their tempting offers, if their liability for the safe carriage 
and delivery is not rigorously enforced. 

Therefore, it is fundamental that express companies 
performing the business of common carriers are subject 
to all the duties and liabilities imposed by the common 
law, and even to a stricter accountability for their trans- 
gressions than the railroad or steamboat companies. 

3. State Begulation 

Prior to the 1906 amendment of the Act to Regulate 
Commerce, as has already been stated, there had been 
growing in the public mind a feeling that some regulation 
of express carriers w:as needed, and some of the states 
had prior to that date already taken the matter in hand. 

In 1891, Georgia, by statute, placed express companies 
doing business in that state under the jurisdiction of the 
* * Railroad Commission of Georgia, ' * and in 1892 that com- 
mission promulgated its first express tariff, which, with 
a few modifications, has been observed on state business 
since that time. The rates were adopted by the express 
companies without resort to the courts. 

In 1904, Texas, through its state railroad commission, 
established tariffs of maximum charges on all classes of 
express traffic, and also prescribed the classification that 
should govern. These tariffs appear to have been re* 
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issues of orders that were issued in the year 1903| or prior 
thereto. 

In 1905^ Mississippi, under authority given the railroad 
commission in 1884, issued an express tariff. 

In 1905, Arkansas issued Express Tariff No. 2, whicli 
appears to have been a modification of a previous issue 
promulgated by the railroad commission of that state. 

In 1905, Missouri established maxima rates for state 
business, and in 1907, through its railroad commission, 
reduced them about 20 per cent. The express companies 
secured an injunction, and the matter is still in the courts 
(1913). 

In 1906, Minnesota established express rates. The ex- 
press companies filed a general protest, but finally 
adopted the rates without appeal to the courts. 

In 1907, Virginia adopted an express tariff and classi- 
fication which modified the rates and graduated charges 
on business in that state. The express companies adopted 
these rates without protest. 

In 1907, Nebraska rates were reduced 25 per cent by an 
act of the legislature, but through court proceedings the 
rates did not become effective until April, 1908. 

In 1907, Alabama, through its railroad commission, 
prescribed local state rates. 

In 1908, Iowa prescribed a state tariff whicli was ac- 
cepted by the express companies, but when a further 
reduction was ordered in 1911, it was opposed by the 
express carriers, who endeavored to obtain an injunction, 
but this was denied, and the rates were put into effect in 
November of that year. 

In 1909, Oklahoma endeavored through its railroad 
commission to estabUsh local express rates, but the order 
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was held up by injunction. Becently, however, the court 
has sustained the commission, and the rates have been 
adopted with slight modifications. 

In 1909, South Dakota, through its legislature, ordered! 
a reduction of 20 per cent in express rates. Through 
technicalities the rates did not become effective, and in 
1911 the legislature of that state passed a law reducing 
fhem 30 per cent The express companies again at- 
tempted to secure a restraining order, but failed, and the 
rates were put into effect in September, 1911. 

In 1910, Florida prescribed state rates, and the express 
companies were unsuccessful in getting them set aside. 

In 1910, Illinois, through its railroad commission, pre- 
scribed rates which were challenged ; in 1911 the legisla- 
ture of that state enacted a specific statute dealing with 
the subject, and in October of that year the rates became 
effective. 

In 1911, the Michigan rates were fixed by legislative 
enactment and were not contested. 

The jurisdiction of the states over express companies 
is entirely statutory and cannot be extended by implica- 
tion over subjects not named in any act seeking to define 
the state's control. 

(a) States Whose Railway Commissions Control 

Express Rates

4. Conditions Which Led to Regulation 
(a) Accounting Methods 

In its first report on express companies, the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Interstate Commerce Commission, in 
describing the accounting practices of those companies, 
called attention to the many differences in the rules fol- 
lowed and said that these differences were so great bJb 
seriously to impair the usefulness of comparisons of their 
traffic, their revenues and expenses, as well as their finan- 
cial statements. Expenses of one month were charged 
against the revenues of another month, while payments to 
railways were frequently not taken into the accounts 
until several months after the month in which the trans- 
portation services were actually performed. The effect 
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of this practice was that expenses incurred in a month 
when expenses were heavy might be set against revenues 
in a month when revenues were light. It was not possible, 
under such practice, to arrive at a correct statement of 
the net revenue for any specific period. 

This investigation of accounting methods resulted in 
the prescription of rules under which all express com- 
panies subject to the Act to Regulate Conmierce were 
required to adopt a uniform method of accounting, which 
would enable the Commission to determine accurately the 
results of their operations. 

Effect of Former Accounting Practices on State Regu- 
laiion. — ^It is needless to point out that the states were re- 
stricted in all of their investigations to the business of 
these carriers conducted entirely within their geograph- 
ical boundaries, and, therefore, could not demand the pro- 
duction of all data really necessary for the determination 
of reasonable rates. The dissimilarity of bookkeeping 
systems referred to was such as to confuse rather than to 
enlighten the investigators. No separation of state and 
interstate operating costs and revenues was possible, and 
the companies could usually show a loss on any partic- 
ular traffic xmder investigation by assigning to it certain 
overhead charges, and it was the common but mistaken 
policy to claim that any reduction from the charges in 
effect would convert a profit into a loss. 

This system of accounting was not peculiar to the 
express business ; the railroads for many years used prac- 
tically the same methods and it was not until the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission prescribed the method of 
accounting to be followed that either class of these car- 
riers so systematized their accounting as properly to 
show the actual results of their operations. Hence, we 
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must not be surprised at the great variation in the rates 
prescribed by different states. 

(b) Comparison of First-Class Freight Rates with 

Express Rates 

For many years it was the practice of carriers to 
handle emergency shipments by passenger train at one 
and one-half times the first-class freight rate; no tariff 
authority has been located for this, but it is a matter of 
common knowledge among old railroad traJOSic ofKcials, 
and in the state of South Carolina there is now in effect 
a rule of the railroad commission requiring the railroads 
to charge not more than one and one-half times the first- 
class freight rate for such movements; in the state of 
Mississippi some of the express rates are now made on 
substantiaUy the same basis. 

Table 1 shows the express rates and the first-class 
freight rates in several states where both rates have 
been fixed by state authority, and is given for the purpose 
of illustrating more fully the wide variation in the rates 
themselves as well as in the general level of rates adopted 
by the different states. This table shows only the mer- 
chandise rates per 100 pounds and does not take into con- 
sideration the graduated charges for shipments weigh- 
ing less than 100 pounds, which are fully explained in 
another section. 

Some state railroad commissions having jurisdiction 
over express rates have not established maxima tariff 
rates, but have approved the tariffs filed by the carriers 
in the first instance. These rates are subject to review 
only on complaint in some states, while in others they 
may be challenged by the state commission on its own 
initiative or by shippers on formal complaint 
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It is impracticable, for want of space, to give in detail 
the modification of roles, rates, and classification made 
by the several states. For a more comprehensive study 
of such regulation the reader is referred to the tariffs, 
which may be obtained by application to the state authori- 
ties, or to the annual reports of the regulating body. 

As seen from the foregoing, legislation relating to the 
express companies commenced in the early nineties, and 
since that time there has been a general tendency through- 
out the country more effectively to regulate these 
carriers. 

Since the Interstate Commerce Gonmiission issued a 
final order in the matter of express rates, the express 
companies have taken steps to have the same general 
basis of rates established in all of the states, in order 
that there may be a uniform system of tariffs throughout 
the country. 

X 

(c) Conference of December, 1913 

In the early part of December, 1913, the express com- 
panies, through their attorneys, met with a special com- 
mittee of the National Association of Railway Commis- 
sioners, composed of representatives from each state 
railroad conmiission, for the purpose of discussing the 
state-rate situation with the view of determining whether 
or not a uniform system of stating rates was practicable 
and desirable. 

As a result of this conference a number of states includ- 
ing Illinois, Massachusetts, New York, and Wisconsin 
have adopted the block system of stating express rates 
with certain modifications of the sub-block rates which 
were suggested by the author. These modifications. 
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which will become effective on state business: as soon as 
' the tariffs can be prepared, have the effect of making 
lower rates for short distances than ordered by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to be adopted by the express 
companies. 

As an illustration of this modification: In Zone I, 
where the minimum rate is now 60 cents for the first four 
sub-blocks or squares, the new tariffs will provide that 
shipments moving not over two squares or sub-blocks will 
take a minimum rate of 50 cents per hundred with scale 
charges figured on the same basis as other scale charges. 
For a shipment moving into the third sub-block the rate 
will be 55 oents per hundred. When the shipment reaches 
the fourth sub-block the charge will then be the same as 
that ordered by the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
namely, 60 cents. Similar modifications will be made in 
the other states, but what these changes are has not yet 
been definitely decided. 

It has been unofficially stated by the express companies 
that as soon as the block rates are made applicable to 
state business generally, the modifications above referred 
to will be put into effect on interstate traffic in order that 
the method of stating rates may be made uniform on both 
state and interstate traffic. 

5. National BEotrLATioN 

While the commerce clause of the Constitution lodges 
the necessary power in the government to regulate the 
conmierce of the states, nevertheless the jurisdiction of 
the Interstate Conmierce Commission is strictly statu- 
tory, and the original Act to Regulate Commerce, ap- 
proved February 4, 1887, made no mention of express 
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companies. Independent express companies were there- 
fore declared not subject to the Act, and their control 
remained entirely within the scope of the common law 
at large and such state statutes as had been constitu- 
tionally spread upon the statute books until the Hep- 
bum Law was enacted. 

(a) Express Companies Ptit Under L C. C. Jurisdiction 

Public agitation for greater control of transportation 
rates and facilities reached a climax a few years ago 
and resulted in the passage and approval of the Hep- 
bum Act of 1906, which act declared express companies 
to be common carriers within the purview of the act. 
Under this law the Interstate Commerce Commission 
has the same power of regulation over express companies 
as over other carriers; and can, upon complaint, fix a 
maximum express rate, subject to review by the higher 
federal courts in the same manner and to the same extent 
as in the case of railroads. So, too, the Commission can 
and does make ruUngs concerning unlawful or unfair dis- 
criminations and is clothed with the power to enforce such 
rulings by application to the courts. 

Some of the important changes made by the revision 
of 1910 are (1) the appointment of an agent in Wash- 
ington upon whom notices may be served in proceedings 
before the Commission or the Commerce Court ; ^ (2) the 
revision of the long-and-short-haul clause, so that excep- 
tions thereto could be made only upon the authority of 
the Commission; (3) the provision that through rates 
should not be greater than the sum of local rates ; (4) the 
extension to the Commission of power to reject tariffs 

<The Oommeroe Court was aboUAed m Jan. 1» 1914 
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which do not state and give lawful notice of their effective 
date or in any way fail to conform to the Commission's 
rules ; (5) the requirement that the carrier give a written 
statement of rates upon written request; (6) the exten- 
sion to the Commission of power to fix, upon its own 
initiative, maximum rates, subject to review by the 
Commerce Court. 

(b) Powers of Commission 

The Commission is empowered to prescribe a uniform 
system of accounts for express companies, and also has 
power to examine the books of an express company for 
the purpose of obtaining evidence in rate or other cases, 
and to see that the express companies are conforming to 
the law in this respect. It is unlawful for an express 
company to issue any **frank'' or render any service 
without charge, except under the conditions and in the 
cases provided for in the Act. 

Express companies as well as other common carriers 
are required to ** provide and furnish • • • trans- 
portation upon reasonable request therefor, to estab- 
lish through routes and just and reasonable rates 
applicable thereto, to provide reasonable facilities for 
operating such through routes, and to make reasonable 
rules and regulations • • * for the operation of 
such through routes.'* 

Section 6 of the Act requires express companies 
**to print and keep open to public inspection schedules 
showing all the rates • • • and charges for trans- 
portation between different points on its own route and 
between points on its own route and points on the route 
of any other carrier • • • when a through route 
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and joint rate have been established. If no joint rate 
over the through route has been established, the several 
carriers in such route shall file, print, and keep open to 
public inspection, as aforesaid, the separately established 
rates • • • and charges applied to the through 
transportation. ' ' 

It is further provided that such schedules ^^ shall 
plainly state the places between which property • • • 
will be carried, and shall contain the classification of 
freight in force, and shall also state separately all ter- 
minal charges, storage charges, icing charges, and all 
other charges which the Commission may require, all 
privileges or facilities granted or allowed and any rules 
or regulations which in anywise change, affect, or deter- 
mine any part or the aggregate of such aforesaid rates 
• • * and charges.*' 

(c) Posting Schedules 

Copies of these schedules for the use of the public 
must be posted in two public and conspicuous places in 
every depot, station, or office of the express company 
where freight is received for transportation, and changes 
in rates or schedules may be made only on a notice of 
30 days to the Commission and the public or by permis- 
sion from the Commission for shorter periods. 

Each of the express companies whose lines reach any 
of the cities in the following list, either over its own 
line or by rights over another line, must provide and 
maintain at each of such cities, complete files of the 
tariff publications which it issues or is a party to, to- 
gether with indexes thereof. Each of such files is in 
chargie of an employe who affords information a!nd as- 
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sistance to the public in inspecting such file, and must 
be open and accessible to the public during ordinary 
business hours and on business days. At each office of 
the express company must be posted a notice stating the 
place that such a file is maintained. 
These designated cities are : 

California, New York, 
San Francisco New York 

Illinois, Oregon, Portland 

Chicago Texas, 

Louiaiana, New Orleans Dallas 

The Interstate Commerce Commission, however, re- 
quires that complete copies of the express ^'Directory of 
Collection and Delivery Limits at Express Stations, '^ 
issued by F. Q. Airy, agent, his L C. C. A-4, be filed at the 
capital of each state and 101 other principal business 
cities. The express companies are required to file the 
section for each state in the same manner as all other 
tariffs, i. e., at each station in the state. 

At each point where a complete file for public inspec- 
tion is not kept the express company must require its 
ageot, or other employe in charge thereof, to post from 
time to time in a conspicuous place in tiie public waiting 
room or office a brief bulletin notice to the effect that 
rates from that station on certain commodities have been 
changed. 

(d) Effect of Provisions 

The effect of these provisions of the Act and the rules 
and regulations of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is to afford the shipper a time and place where he 
may avail himself of such Imowledge as will enable him 
to have his freight transported at the lowest legal rate of 
charge. 
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In order that the reader may have the official regula- 
tions of the Commission for study and for referenoe. 
Tariff Circular 19-A is included as an appendix. It is 
believed that the Circular itself is the best material that 
can be placed in the hands of the reader who desires to 
make a thorough study of the regulation of express com- 
panies by the Interstate Conoimerce Commission. The 
subjects are divided into sections and a subject index is 
given in the Circular.* The reader should use the Circu- 
lar in his study and may refer to it as the official document 
in his practical work. 

(e) Interstate Regulation 

As previously stated, interstate regulation of express 
companies dates from the passage of the ^ * Hepburn Act 
of 1906.*' As soon as these carriers were made subject 
to the Act to Regulate Commerce, complaints involving 
both the rates and rules of express companies began to 
reach the Interstate Commerce Conmiission. 

**The criticisms and petitions • • ♦ made it ob- 
vious that conditions in one section and by one line were 
like to those obtaining in other sections and over other 
lines,*' said the Interstate Commerce Commission in its 
report on the general investigation of these carriers,* 
and in the same report it declared that the express com- 
panies live by the grace of the railroads and that their 
existence may be justified only to the extent that their 
service is more efficient and more reasonable than that 
which is given by the railroads. 

s In studying the regulation of express companies, the reader should 
use the Act to R^ulate Commerce, and the Oonference Rulings of the 
CommisBion, fumisbed in a treatise in this s^es. 

«24 I. 0. a BepL, 388. 
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Prior to the Hepburn amendment in 1906, the express 
companies based their rates to a large extent upon the 
exclusive contracts which they held with the carriers over 
whose lines they operated ; that is to say, they frequently 
charged higher rates to their exclusive offices than to 
what were known as common points, or competitive of- 
fices. The long-and-short-haul basis for making rates 
was ignored to a great extent, and different rates were 
made under substantially the same conditions. 

Originally established to take care of small parcel or 
personal business, where the element of care in transit, 
or the errand-man service, was the chief factor to be con- 
sidered, the express business has grown to be the invalu- 
able agency by which expedited service is furnished for 
handling both small packages or large shipments of per- 
ishable or highly valuable products, so that today the 
character of express traffic is entirely different from that 
in the early days. 

It is not infrequently the case that carload shipments 
of low-class merchandise are sent by express where time 
is an important factor, though the charge for this serv- 
ice may greatly exceed the freight rate; on the other 
hand perishable products are frequently handled in train- 
loads at rates that are sufficiently low to enable them to 
be marketed with profit to the shipper and at prices 
which are reasonable to the consumer. 

Notwithstanding the great help given to commerce in 
some directions by the express companies and the great 
convenience to the occasional shipper of small packages, 
the general situation at the time of the passage of the 
1906 amendment referred to was such as to warrant an 
early investigation by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
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mission not only into the rates, but also into the roles 
and practices of these carriers. 

The method of showing rates under the ^'common 
point*' and ** exclusive office'* system was extremely diffi- 
cult and at times it was practically impossible for the 
agent of average ability to quote correctly the rates 
appUcable between given points on a given commodity. 
For the purpose of this work it will not be necessary to 
consider, except in a casual way, the bases which have 
heretofore been used. It will be necessary, however, from 
time to time, to point out the changes that have been 
made in tariffs or in rules, in order that the reader may 
have his attention directed to important factors that 
enter into the construction of the new tariffs, classifica- 
tion, or billing methods. Before doing this it will be 
helpful to study the character of the complaints which 
were developed in the general investigation above 
referred to. 

The Commission found that the complaints might be 
grouped into the following classes : 

(1) Double collection of lawfal charges. 

(2) Overcharges and undercharges effecting discrimination 
between shippers arising out of an obscure rate system and in-^ 
effective revision and supervision of accounts. 

(3) Indirect routing of shipments by the express carrier, te- 
salting in unreasonable delays and defeating the reason for the 
existence of an express service as distinguished from ordinary 
frei^t service. 

(4) Failure or refusal to deliver parcels to consignees lo- 
cated outside of arbitrarily established free-delivery limits with- 
out notice being given either to the consignor or consignee as to 
the extent of free-delivery territory. 

(5) Unreasonableness of the terms of shipm^t imposed by 
the receipt given by the carrier. 
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(6) Delays in the settlement of claims for loss and damage. 

(7) Excessive insurance charges when shipments arc valued 
at more than $50. 

(8) A confusing set of rules governing the classification of 
erpress matter which led to discrimination in rates between 
classes of shippers by providing obscure and insignificant con- 
ditions as the basis for classifications of which the initiated may 
take advantage to procure transportation at lower rates than 
are generally applied to the more uninformed portion of the 
public. 

(9) Delays in the return of c. o. d. collections to consignors. 

(10) The obscure statement of rates making the public de- 
pendent almost entirely upon the information furnished them 
by express agents. 

(11) The unreasonableness of the rates charged by the car- 
riers. 

In order that the practices complained of might be re- 
duced to a minimum, the Commission found that ^ 

1. Express rates should be made primarily to meet the need of 

the great body of our people and should therefore be stated 
in terms that represent the small packages which the ex- 
press company is intended to carry rather than by the 100 
pounds, as freight rates are stated. 

2. In the fixing of its rates an express company should not be 

allowed to charge more than a railroad company if the 
latter undertook to, and did, give the same service. 

3. It is proper for the government to treat the express company 

as a freight forwarder by passenger train, giving supple- 
mental service at each terminus and intermediate care. 

4. An express rate may not be based upon the monopoly right of 

the express company to be the exclusive freight forwarder 
over one or more lines of railroad. 

5. The rate should not include more than a reasonable compen- 

sation for the service given, even though such compensation 
falls below that which the railroad exacts as a wiiniwi^ni 
for the carriage of 100 pounds of freight 
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6. It is unreasonable to fix as rapid a decline in express rates 

for long distances as is made by the railroads in their 
freight rates, express service in this respect being more 
analogous to passenger than to freight service. 

7. In compounding the express rate the railroads should be 

allowed a compensation for bulked freight moved upon a 
passenger train as to which it is relieved by contract for 
all liability for loss or damage and is without expense for 
the furnishing of a receipt, the billing, the bookkeeping, 
and a great number of other general expenses. 

8. The rate should include a return to the express company which 

will compensate it with profit for the expense of the serv- 
ice which it gives, there being added thereto in the forma- 
tion of the total rate the proper charge which it may rea- 
sonably make for the service which the railroad gives, as 
stated in the preceding paragraph. 

9. This Commission will require the following things of the ex- 

press companies: (a) A new and simple method of stat- 
ing rates by which one who is not an expert in the reading 
of tariffs may know what rate he should be charged. 
(b) The tariffs must present but one rate upon the same 
class of traffic between any two points in the United States 
served by the same carrier. The rebates by indirection con- 
cealed in the tariffs must be removed, (c) There must 
be a new classification of traffic in which the standard or 
first-class rate shall be that on merchandise, and to which 
there shall be one great class of exceptions — ^a second class 
as it were— consisting of articles of food and 'drink now 
carried under the meaningless term of ^'general specials." 
The rate for this latter class should bear a relation in per- 
centage to the former. Our conclusion is that 75 per cent 
of merchandise would yield a fair and reasonable rate. 
Other rates may be made to meet traffic needs and develop 
industry, but all such rates shall be based on conditions of 
service and should, for convenience, likewise be stated in 
percentage of the merchandise scale, (d) The rules of the 
express companies are too many and too involved. They 
nefe'd evt^n m<(Are dra^lSc revisloln than is bsrein su^ei^ted. 
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{e) The express carriers must unite in direct through 
routes, reaching all cities and towns accessible to each 
other by the shortest route measured in time. The Com- 
mission will leave this matter in the hands of the carriers 
for the present, but will undertake to see that this prin- 
ciple is recognized in the routing of express trafiSc. (/) There 
should be a precise statement published and filed showing 
the terminal service that is given at local stations, {g) To 
avoid prosecutions for illegal overcharges it is essential 
that double collections shall cease, and to this end a sys- 
tem of labels is herein prescribed — a yellow label, which 
shows that the charges have been paid ; a white label, when 
the charges have not been paid; and if no label is car- 
ried on the package, it must be delivered without charges 
and the error later corrected, (h) The standard merchan- 
dise rates have been found to be discriminatory as between 
localities and unreasonable in themselves with respect to 
the points dealt with in our order. They have been the 
product of an unregulated growth, in which certain of the 
larger cities have gained an undue advantage and pref* 
erence. A burden that is excessive and unjustifiable has 
rested upon the packages of smaller weight which the ex- 
press carrier was especially created to transport. The rail- 
road company in ''farming out" this branch of its serv- 
ice upon a percentage contract basis has created an inevi- 
table tendency to increase parcel rates. There has been 
no uniformity in the application of any system or basis 
or scale of rates with reference to points similarly situ- 
ated even within the same territory, and no reasonable 
relation is suggested in the rates fixed between the serv- 
ice given by the railroad in the carriage of a parcel and 
that given by the express company in its terminal service. 

In confonnity with these findings, there has been pre- 
scribed a tariff and classification from which can be 
quickly determined the interstate rate on any shipment 
not specifically covered by special commodity tariffs be- 
tween any two points in the United States. The rates 
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named in this tariff are the maxima which express com- 
panies may charge. The companies are permitted to 
continue special commodily tariffs which make lower 
rates, as these were not subject to investigation; the 
Interstate Commerce Commission undoubtedly recog- 
nized the fact that the rates named for first-class or sec- 
ond-class traffic would not move many commodities upon 
which special rates have heretofore been named. These 
commodity rates are made with the view of enabling the 
express company to secure traffic that otherwise would 
not be shipped, and they also enable the shipper to mar- 
ket his products, whereas, without these low rates and 
express service, he would be unable to do so. 

6. Commodity Tabiffs 

There is a mutuality of interest between the express 
company on the one hand and the shipping public on the 
other, which is the chief factor in all of these commod- 
ity rates. It may be competition between localities serv- 
ing a common distributing center through competing 
express companies, or it may be the fact that the product 
cannot readily be sold unless some reduction in the trans- 
portation charge is made. The conditions which cause 
the establishment of express commodity tariffs are, gen- 
erally speaking, the same as those which cause the rail- 
roads to make commodity rates. Each special tariff has 
its own history and no fixed rule may be stated for the 
construction of commodity rates. 

It may be stated as a general proposition that com- 
modity rates are usually made on perishable products, 
whose value is not great but where quick transportation 
is essential to make them marketable at destination. 
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It must be remembered that, notwithstanding all of the 
criticism that has been directed against these carriers, 
no other country, except Canada and possibly Mexico, 
can boast of such transportation service as the express 
companies give. There are many lines of industry that 
could not exist without it or its equivalent. For instance, 
fish and oyster shippers, florists, bakeries, yeast man- 
ufacturers, and the like all need express service in order 
to exist. Now that the whole question of interstate ex- 
press rates has been thoroughly threshed out and settled 
for the time being, the public should begin with the ex- 
press carriers to build their relations on a more substan- 
tial foundation and to recognize that each party to an 
express transaction has rights which must be respected, 
that duties devolve on each, and that the companies are 
entitled to a reasonable profit to the same extent as the 
public is entitled to reasonable rates, and no rate is rea- 
sonable that fails to pay a profit to the carrier. 

The conditions that led to the revision of express rates 
for interstate transportation having been discussed, it 
is now time to proceed to a study of the new tariffs and 
conditions. 

Tariffs, generally speaMng, are composed of two ele- 
ments — B. classification and a rate sheet. Even commodity 
tariffs are subject to a greater or less degree to the classi- 
fication ; therefore, it is proper to study the classification, 
its rules and requirements, before undertaking to exam- 
ine and analyze the rate schedules. 

For the sake of proper division, the classification cov- 
ering the money and other non-transportation service is 
kept separate from the merchandise classification pro- 
mulgated by the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
though the Offibial Expfress Classifikialion inbiudes both 
in o^'e issue. 



CHAPTER Vm 
expbes8 giiassification of merchandise 

1. Intboduction 

The Official Express Classification is not, in the strict- 
est sense, a classification such as is published by the rail 
carriers to cover freight shipments. 

All commodities, except food products and beverages, 
and some articles taking third-class rates, not specifically 
provided for in the express classification are charged the 
first-class rate, and, therefore, the classification, as such, 
contains only a list of commodities that are exceptions to 
this rule and is in fact a ** classification exception sheet ^' 
rather than a classification. 

The classification also includes some commodities to 
which the first-class rate is applied. When such is the 
case it is on account of some packing, or other condition 
made necessary by reason of the character of the com- 
modity. 

2. Classes of M£bchaot>ise Shtpmekts 

Merchandise shipments are covered by three classes : 
first, second, and third, formerly known as Merchandise, 
General Specials, and Section D. 

Some articles are rated higher than first class when the 
risk of transportation is great or if they are light and 
bulky ; as an illustration^ Gims, N.O.S., are rated at two 
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times the first-class rate, because of the care required in 
handling a gun not packed; under the head of Boats — 
Shells and Bacing Bowboats, with out-riggers, are 
charged eight times the first-class rate, because of their 
light weight and great bulk. 

The first-class rate, generally speaking, applies on all 
traffic not specifically classified and not provided for in 
commodity tariffs. 

The second-class rate is applied to articles of food and 
drink, unless specifically rated higher. 

The third-class rate is applied on certain commodities 
heretofore carried in competition with the U. S. mail, 
such as catalogs, books, calendars, etc, taking the third- 
class postage rate. Shipments are taken at third-class 
rate only when the value is limited to $10, and is so stated 
at the time of shipment, in accordance with the provisions 
ofBulel (j). 

The classification contains rules which both shippers 
and express companies must observe. Some charges are 
dependent on these rules, and, therefore, the reader 
should thoroughly familiarize himself with them in order 
that he may obtain the lowest legal charge. 

At the end of this chapter will be found a summary 
of the rules in which are brought out the salient points 
and some of the changes from the rules formerly in 
effect. 

Practically every rule has been changed in some par- 
ticular; the reader should not rely upon his knowledge 
of previous classifications, as the changes are such as to 
make that knowledge of little value in connection with 
the new basis of rates.

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3. SUMMABY OF BuLES 

Ride 1. This role states in a general way the applica- 
tion of rates. The reader should observe carefully the 
fact that it provides that shipments which take higher or 
lower than first-class rate are taken at that factor of the 
scale charge if they weigh less than 100 pounds. A care- 
ful study of this rule is necessary as it is the fundamen- 
tal basis for all rates. 

Particular attention is called to the application of the 
fhird-class rate. The limitation of value is absolutely 
necessary in order to secure the benefit of its application. 

Rule 2. (a) • The object of this requirement is to pre- 
vent loss in case the consignee refuses the shipment, or to 
insure delivery in case the package should be deprived of 
consignee's address. It is also necessary to insure proper 
billing, as it must be remembered that all express ship- 
ments are hilled from the marks on the package; the 
express company has no duplicate receipt, as in the case 
of freight shipments. The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has held that the marks on the package govern, 
irrespective of the receipt held by the shipper; there- 
fore, the greatest care should be exercised when address- 
ing express packages, as no redress can be secured for 
damages growing out of such an error. 

(h) The TJ. S. Supreme Court has upheld the liability 
clause in the express receipt (see Bule 13), and unless 
the shipper declares the full value he cannot recover 
more than the liability assumed by the receipt given. 
The shipper is not required by law to insure with the 
express company, but when he fails to do so he limits his 
right to hold the company for a greater amount than the 
receipt nameSi or as provided in Bule 13. 
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(c) & (d) These sections are self-explanatory. When 
a shipment (not C. O. D.) is made by express, the title 
is immediately invested in the consignee. 

(e) This section is somewhat ambiguous, and it will 
nndoubtedly be corrected. In making this rule it was 
the intention to require shippers to prepare their goods 
so that they would transport safely, and express com- 
panies were permitted to refuse shipments not so packed* 
The second sentence was afterwards inserted, and is 
wholly out of place, as it is manifestly impossible for 
an express company to determine the contents of a pack- 
age if it is not marked so as to indicate their nature. 
The second sentence of this rule is modified by section 6 
of conditions of the receipt (see page 95). If an express 
company should receive a shipment in obviously bad con- 
dition and give a clean receipt, it could not afterwards 
set up the contention that it was not liable for damage 
caused by improper packing. 

Rule 2 is a complete revision of the former Rule 1, 
with additions to define the duties of both the shipper 
and the express company. 

Rule 3. Formerly shippers were not permitted to 
route shipments, and this led to grave abuses which are 
now corrected. 

Ride 4. No explanation of this rule is needed, as it is 
self-explanatory, and the reader will readily understand 
the reasons for and reasonableness of its provisions. 

Rrde 5. The transportation of explosives and inflam- 
mable articles on passenger trains is particularly danger- 
ous, and the Interstate Commerce Commission has issued 
regulations with the view of limiting as far as possible 
loss of life and property. 
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Rule 6. It has been previously stated that the chief 
function of an express company is the coUection, care in 
transit, and delivery of express matter. The transporta- 
tion proper is performed by the common carrier over 
whose route the business travels. The pick-up and 
deUvery is performed by the equipment of the express 
companies, which is maintained at their expense and un- 
doubtedly constitutes a large percentage of the operating 
expenses at certain terminals; at other places it is an 
insignificant part of the cost of doing business. At many 
agencies the shipper must deliver his packages to the 
agent at the depot and receive his incoming packages at 
the same place. The companies in such cases make no 
allowance for the non-performance of such terminal serv- 
ice, and this feature of the express business has been 
severely criticized. 

The railroad commission of Indiana at one time issued 
an order establishing express rates in that state in which, 
among other changes, provision was made that an ex- 
press company should make an allowance of 5 cents per 
package, or 5 cents per 100 pounds if the shipment 
weighed more than 100 pounds, for failure to establish 
wagon service at either terminal ; where it failed to do so 
at both terminals, the allowance was doubled. This order 
was enjoined by the court, and it never became efiFective. 

It is manifestly unfair in principle for a carrier to 
charge the same rate where it fails to give wagon service 
as it charges when the service is rendered, but up to the 
present time no regulating body has seen fit to reject 
this method of making rates. 

As illustrating this point, it frequently happens that 
the rates between two points, say A and D, are the some 
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as betw:eeii two intermediate points, B and C, one of 
which, B, is located near A, and the other, C, is near D. 

Bate, $1.00 per 100 lbs. 
B C D 



At A and D wagon service is maintained, while at B and 
C the express patron is required to make shipments or 
accept delivery at the station. It stands to reason that 
if the rate from A to D is reasonable for the service per- 
formed, it is unreasonable for the service beween B and 
C, for at the latter points the company is at no expense 
for wagon service, and the character of service rendered 
is much inferior to that performed at A and D. 

It is reasonable to infer that if the rate between A and 
D is not compensatory, but that on the whole the business 
pays, then B and C are being taxed for the improvements 
at A and D. As before stated, it is manifestly unfair to 
base a rate upon wagon service and then refuse or fail to 
render that service. 

The express companies by their tariffs restrict the 
delivery Umits in many places; that is to say, they do 
not deliver or pick up at all points within the corporate 
limits of such places, but fix certain boundaries beyond 
which their wagon service does not extend. However, 
they generally provide for such service through some local 
delivery company or local express company, for which 
an additional charge is made, and this charge varies with 
the locality. ( See ^^ Joint Directory of Collection and 
Delivery Limits. * ' ) 

For many years it has been customary for express 
carriers to accept shipments for such places addressed 
to points beyond the free-delivery zone without notifying 
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the shipper that the amoimt collected from him did not 
include delivery to the address given on the package, with 
the result that the consignee was compelled to pay addi- 
tional charges. This practice caused many complaints, 
and the Interstate Commerce Commission found it neces* 
sary to order the express companies to publish the follow- 
ing information for the guidance of shippers : (1) Agen- 
cies at which wagon service is given ; (2) agencies at which 
no wagon service is maintained; (3) agencies at which 
the delivery limits are restricted, specifying the free-de- 
livery zone ; and (4) the charges for delivery beyond the 
free-delivery zone at each point where practicable. 

With this information the shipper may determine 
whether or not the tariff rate includes the cost of delivery 
at a given address. 

Particular attention is called to section (c) of the rule, 
as it gives the consignee the option of refusing to pay 
the local charges and of accepting the shipment at the 
destination office of the express company, without any 
additional payment over the legal rate between shipping 
point and destination. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission will, upon com- 
plaint, determine the reasonable free-delivery limit of 
express shipments at a given point, when for any reason 
the complainant has reason to believe that the limits fixed 
by the express company are unfair or discriminatory. A 
complaint of this character should be based upon a care- 
ful study of conditions, and, if possible, expert advice 
should be secured before assuming the expense of a formal 
proceeding. In a case of this kind it is recommended 
that the subject first be referred to the express officials, 
with a full statement of facts, and that recourse to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission be undertaken only 
as a last resort

Ride 7. The first section of this rule requires no ex- 
planation^ for it is patent that no carrier can guarantee 
that trains will not be delayed or that accidents will not 
happen. 

The seoond paragraph requires that the consignor be 
at once notified of damage. In view of the fact that title 
passes at time of shipmenti the wisdom of this rule is 
doubtfuL The consignor in some cases might be inter- 
ested, particularly in the case of perishable shipments, 
or when goods are sent on consignment, but as the con- 
signee would notify him in either case, there appears no 
good reason why the express companies should be required 
to give this notice, when other common carriers are not. 
Under no circumstances should the delivery be delayed 
on this account. 

RvXe 8. This rule is a step in the right direction and 
should apply to all conmion carriers. The reader will 
at once appreciate the wisdom of it and will no doubt 
understand the economio necessity which led to its adop- 
tion. The necessity for compliance with Bule 2 (a) is 
further illustrated by this provision. 

Bide 9. The adoption of this rule grew out of the 
many complaints that express companies were unneces- 
sarily delaying the settlement of claims. The same rule 
should apply to railroads. 

Ride 10. This rule needs no explanation. 

Ride 11. This rule should be carefuly studied and 
thoroughly understood. It is a radical departure from 
the old method of aggregating weights under which any 
package weighing less than 20 pounds was charged for 
20 pounds unless a lower charge was made by treating 
it as a separate shipment. 
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The unfairness of the old rule was recognized by 
nearly every state that published express rates for the 
guidance of these carriers. In most states the companies 
are permitted to estimate the weight at 10 pounds, but 
this is manifestly unfair when one or more packages are 
heavy and a single light package is included in the ship- 
ment. Under the rule that has heretofore obtained, the 
express company receiving a shipment consisting of 
five packages of 100 pounds each and five weighing 5 
pounds each would estimate the five light packages at 100 
pounds instead of 25 pounds. Section (a) should be given 
particular attention. 

RtUe 12. This is another rule that requires careful 
study. As in the foregoing rule it is a radical departure 
from previous practice, inasmuch as it gives to the ship- 
per the right to deal direct with the agent at destination 
in case of an emergency, or when the destination office is 
served by an express company other than the one reoeipt- 
ing for it 

Previously it was customary for the agent at the ship- 
ping point to handle the order through the regular way- 
billing channel, with the result that the return was fre- 
quently delayed, particularly when the shipment was re- 
turned by freight. The new rule disposes of all red tape 
and permits the shipper to act quickly when necessity 
requires it. The charge for reshipping has also been 
materially modified. 

Rule 13. A careful study of this rule is necessary for 
the shipper's protection, and in this connection should 
be read the dedsions of the Supreme Court of the United

States in which the validity of the limitation of carriers ' 
risk has been snstainecL^ 

The decision of the Supreme Court covers interstate 
shipments only. Some state courts have held that a com- 
mon carrier cannot limit its liability and that a shipper 
may recover the full value of a shipment, notwithstanding 
this provision of the classification, which also api>ears in 
the receipt given for shipments by express. Such state 
decisions will now apply on business between strictly 
local points in those states. Other states have ruled to 
the contrary. 

It must appear unreasonable to any fair-minded per- 
son for a shipper who obtains a rate based on a low valua- 
tion to be permitted to recover a greater amount than the 
value declared or the risk assumed by the express com- 
pany under the rate paid. 

A serious legal question might also arise between the 
shipper and the consignee in a case of failure to declare 
the full value; for illustration: Suppose A purchases 
goods of B to the value of $500, and orders B to ship by 
express. The goods weigh 100 pounds, or less, and in 
making the shipment B accepts the ordinary receipt, 
which limits the amount of recovery to $50. The goods 
are lost in transit, and A makes his claim against the 
express company, which can legally pay only $50. B, 
by failing to declare the actual value, has made it impos- 
sible for A to recover the full value of the merchandise, 
and he would undoubtedly be held liable for the differ- 
ence, unless he could prove that he was instructed not

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to declare the full valne.^ A shipper has not fulfilled his 
obligation to a purchaser of goods sold f . o. b. shipping 
point unless and until he is in possession of a receipt 
from the carrier that represents the shipment, and a re- 
ceipt for a shipment valued at $50 is not a proper docu* 
ment for one valued at a greater amount 

It must be understood, however, that a shipper is not 
required to insure with the express company; he may 
do so, or he may carry a blanket policy in some insurance 
company and insure all excess value under sudi policgr ; 
he may also carry the risk for his own account, in which 
case he must suffer any loss over that for which the ex- 
press company would be liable as provided in the express 
receipt, in which is incorporated sections (a) and (b) of 
this rule. 

The charge for additional value, over that assumed by 
the company under the receipt has been materially re- 
duced by the new classification, and unless the volume of 
express business is large, insurance with the express 
companies is the more economical, but if a shipper is sell- 
ing ^^ delivered" and is shipping largely by express, the 
blanket policy is more economical ; in that case, the pay- 
ment of the minimum charge (10c for each $100 or frac* 
turn thereof) is avoided. 

To illustrate this point further : 25 different shipments 
valued at $75 each, weighing less than 100 pounds, if 
insured with the express company, would cost 10c each 
additional for extra value, or $2.50; if insured under a 
blanket policy, the extra value would be aggregated and 
would amount to $625 ($25 on each shipment), on which

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the premium would ordinarily be one-tenth of one per 
cent, or 62V^c, a saving of $1.87%. 

Too much stress ctrnnot be laid upon the importance 
of becoming thoroughly familiar with the provisions of 
this rule. 

Bule 14. In this rule are embodied all of the condi- 
tions relating to the transportation of shipments for 
which the express company is to collect the value before 
delivery to consignee. This feature of the express busi- 
ness is of great importance to merchants throughout the 
country and corresponds closely with the '^ order notify'' 
shipments of the railroads with this important excep- 
tion: The express company agrees to collect and remit 
to the shipper the value of the property, whereas the 
railroad merely agrees to hold ^^ order" shipments until 
the bill of lading is surrendered. The shipper must em- 
ploy some outside agency to collect his draft for ^^ order'' 
shipments, but on C 0. D. shipments his transaction is 
completed with the carrier. A careful study of the rule 
will enable the reader fully to understand this feature of 
express service, the charge for which will be found under 
the section on '^ Money Classification" in this treatise. 
The only important addition made to this rule by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is in section (d), which 
provides for the prompt remittance of collections. 

Rule 15. It a shipper desires to secure the personal 
receipt of the consignee for an express shipment, he may 
do so upon paying the fee provided for in this rule. In 
some court cases the shipper may be required to present 
proof of delivery, and this rule enables him to do so. 

Rule 16. Corrugated paper and pulp boxes have come 
into general use, but there is a tendency on the part of 
shippers to use packages unsuited to the character of 
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the contents, and this mie is designed to limit this prac* 
tice. 

Rule 17. This mle was adopted some time prior to 
the general express investigation, after a hearing before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission,* and it was ac- 
cepted as a compromise reached by the shippers and 
express companies. The only change is in the last para* 
graph of section (i), nnder which containers exceeding 
two gallons will be accepted when properly packed. 

Rule 18. Particular attention is called to section (b) 
of this mle, a proper nnderstanding of which! is vital in 
the construction of carload rates. 

Rules 19 to 26. These rules are self-explanatory. A 
careful reading is necessary, however, particularly of 
Bules 25 and 26.

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CHAPTER IX 



1. Intboduction 

For years the express receipt was a carefully drawn 
legal instrument which relieved, to a greater or less 
degree, the express companies from many of the liabili- 
ties imposed upon a common carrier. The receipts of 
the different companies seldom agreed in the wording of 
the conditions under which they transported shipments. 
In many cases conditions were imposed that were con- 
trary to court decisions. 

2. Conditions of the Bbceift 

After being declared common carriers they continued 
in force a receipt which stated these companies were 
merely forwarders or agents of the shipper, and which, 
in some respects, was in direct conflict with the Act to 
Regulate Commerce. 

The receipt of the Adams Express Company of 1871 
specifically stated that they were forwarders only. A 
reproduction of this receipt is given hereafter in order 
that the reader may observe the conditions of carriage 
in the earlier days. (Page 129.) 

127 
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The express receipt of 1912, 41 years later, is also 
shown (Page 131). 

In prescribing the receipt which it found to be reasona- 
ble, the Interstate Commerce Commission, in speaking of 
the 1912 form, said ^ that it was so worded as improperly 
to limit the rights of shippers thereunder, and to discour- 
age the presentation of clauns. 

The form of receipt prescribed by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is shown on page 95. 

There has been much criticism of the $50 limitation 
condition in the express receipt. It has been the source 
of probably as much litigation as any other condition im- 
posed by the receipts of these carriers. As before stated, 
some states — Pennsylvania and Kentucky, among others 
— ^have held it to be invalid, while on the other hand some 
states have declared it valid, asi in the case of New 
York and Massachusetts. The United States Supreme 
Court has settled the question on all interstate shipments 
in the Croninger Case,^ before referred to, in which the 
court said : 

Neither is it conformable to plain principles of justice that 
a shipper may understate the plain value of his property for 
the purpose of reducing the rate, and then recover a larger 
value in case of loss. Nor does a limitation based upon an 
agreed value for the purpose of adjusting the rate conflict with 
any sound principle of public policy. 

The shipper should, therefore, exercise the utmost care 
when forwarding by express, to protect himself by declar- 
ing the true value, unless he is protected in other ways

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or desires to assume the risk over and above that assumed 
by the express company. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has this to say 
on the subject : • 

In the case of shipments of extraordinary value, not only 
is the carrier entitled to notice of such value in order that its 
care may be increased, but it is also entitled to extra compensa- 
tion for the increased liability and care. Under the law it is 
the duty of shippers of property of more than ordinary value 
to bill the same at its true value in order that the legal rate 
may be applied. In the case of a shipper declaring a false value 
to secure a reduced rate, one of the penalties under this form 
of receipt is an estoppel by which he is precluded, in case of 
loss or damage, from denying the correctness of such value so 
given. 

The rates prescribed by the Commission are based 
upon a maximum value of $50 for all shipments weighing 
100 pounds or less, and 50 cents per pound for any ship- 
ment weighing more than 100 pounds. This fact should 
be constantly borne in mind by the shipper, for failure 
to do so may, in a single case, result in a loss that will 
exceed the total cost of insurance on one or more years' 
business. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has given its 
approval to the proposition of the express companies 
that the amount of any C. 0. D. may be considered as a 
declaration of value unless a greater amount is declared 
at the time of shipment. 

This is only reasonable, as the express company is 
put on notice of the value of a C. 0. D. shipment by the

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amount it is required to collect. It might properly re- 
quire a release limiting its liability from shippers who 
are unwilling to pay on the increased value, as the receipt 
might not offer proper protection to the carriers in case 
of loss or damage by reason of their being put on such 
notice. 

3. Live Stock Contract 

The live stock contract is also a form of receipt to 
which the reader should give particular attention. This 
contract is required where the classification so provides ; 
its conditions must be carefully observed, for the United 
States Supreme Court has held that a carrier may base 
its charges on the value of the shipment Unless the 
shipper states the full value of live stock at the time it is 
offered for transportation, his recovery in case of loss 
or damage is limited by the provisions of the live stock 
contract.* A careful reading of the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in this case will be of great benefit. 

The Great Northern Express Company live stock con- 
tract is typical and contains all of the salient features of 
the other companies' forms. 

Particular attention should be paid to section 11 of the 
contract which provides that the company shall be noti- 
fied of all claims for loss or damage within thirty days 
after loss or damage accrues and that such notice must 
be in writing, and also that any* suit for the recovery of 
loss or damage shall be commenced within six months 
after the damage occurred. 

This provision of the contract has been specifically

NOTICE TO MESSENGERS 

If the contract attached to waybill covers a carload of live stock and is duly signed by one or two 
attendants it must be presented to conductors of Great Northern Railway who will pass such attend* 
ants over the lines of the Great Northern Railway under instructions tliey have received from the Rail- 
way Company. Contract will not pass attendants over the lines of other than Great Northern Railway 
unless conductors of such other railways are so authorized by their company. The duplicate contract 
in possession of shipper is not good for transportation. 
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upheld by the courts and is strictly enforced by the ex- 
press companies. 

4. Valuable Packages 

Whenever the value of a shipment by express is de- 
clared by the shipper to exceed in value the amount of 
risk provided for by the classification (that is to say, 
$50 if weighing 100 pounds or less, and 50 cents per pound 
on shipments weighing more than 100 pounds), the ex- 
press companies handle such shipments on a hand-to- 
hand receipt. Each employe takes a receipt from the 
next employe to whom it is delivered, and in that way 
such shipments do receive more careful attention than 
the ordinary merchandise shipment It is, therefore, of 
the greatest unportance to the shipper to take some pre- 
caution to protect himself when forwarding valuable 
packages by express, either by declaring the value at the 
time of shipment, or by insuring, as previously ex- 
plained. 

When shipments of more than ordinary value are small 
enough to permit, they are usually handled in the mes- 
sengers* safes through the money department. 

The express receipt, as will have been noted, cautions 
against packing articles of v/nusual value m packages of 
ordinary merchandise. It is a common practice, however, 
for shippers to do this, particularly those who are only 
occasional shippers by express. If the packages are 
marked so as to indicate the nature of the contents, the 
shipper will insure iigainst loss, but the failure to do so 
will prove expensive in case the package i« ^ost or pil- 
fered in transit

CHAPTER X 



1. Introduction 

It is undoubtedly true that express tariffs of the past 
have been intricate and difficult for even express agents 
to understand fully. Prior to the time when express 
companies were required to file their tariffs with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, each express agent 
was furnished with the rates from his particular station. 
These tariffs were usually in manuscript form, and the 
quotation of a rate was an operation simple in itself. As 
soon as the Act to Regulate Commerce was amended to 
include express companies, it was at once realized that 
the method formerly pursued, while more simple for the 
agent, was impracticable from a filing standpoint as 
required by the Commission. 

2. Need of Simplifting Rates 

There are in the United States, roughly speaking, 30,- 
000 express offices or stations at which express matter is 
received or delivered. To have continued the old 
method would have necessitated the issuance of not less 
than 30,000 individual merchandise tariffs besides in- 
numerable commodity tariffs. It was, therefore, neces- 
sary to inaugurate a new system of showing these rates, 

134 
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and this gave rise to the publication of '^common poinf 
and ^^ exclusive point" tariff s, as well as what were known 
as ^^ basing'' tariffs. 

As before stated, this method of publishing rates 
resulted in complicated issues which were frequently 
unintelligible to the agents. The many supplements 
necessary to keep the tariffs up-to-date confused the 
agents, many of whom had never been accustomed to 
keeping general tariff files. Generally speaking, to an 
exclusive point not on the line of the originating carrier, 
it was often necessary for the agent to try a dozen or 
more combinations on different basing points to deter- 
mine the lowest through rate, and a failure to try all 
possible combinations often resulted in the application 
of the improper rate. 

The express companies realized that something had 
to be done to simplify the rate system. Several solu- 
tions had been suggested, by first one company and then 
another, but for various reasons they were all rejected. 
As large bodies move slowly, it seemed that the compa- 
nies were likely to continue indefinitely the complicated 
system, when the general express investigation was 
announced. 

As is usually the case, some opposition was encoun- 
tered when it was proposed to simplify these tariffs, not 
that the necessity for simpUfication was not realized by 
the express officials, but because the system had become 
so complicated that no solution suggested would preserve 
the rate structure which the companies felt was neces- 
sary to their welfare. It therefore soon became appar- 
ent that a complete revolution in and revision of the 
rates themselves were necessary before they could be 
expressed in a manner sufficiently simple to insure ao-

curate application. After a careful survey of the situBr 
Hon, the Interstate Commerce Commission decided that 
the block system was the only one that would accomplish 
the desired results. A comprehensive study of that sys- 
tem is necessary to a complete understanding of the new 
tariff. 

It would confuse the reader to attempt to explain the 
old tariffs and how rates under them were constructed, 
and as the information would be of historical interest 
only, it may well be omitted. 

3. New I. C. C. System 

Under the new system the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission first divided the map of the United States into 
950 blocks, formed by the intersection of the parallels of 
latitude and the meridians of longitude. These blocks 
have an unvarying length of 69 miles and a width which 
varies from 45 miles on the northern boundary of the 
country to 62 miles when the southern boundary is 
reached. 

In 120 of these blocks there are no express stations 
reached by railroad, so that it is only necessary to estab- 
lish rates between 830 of them. 

Each of these blocks is subdivided into 16 squares, 
designated by letters of the alphabet from **A** to **Q,'' 
omitting the letter '* J** for the sake of convenience, and 
to prevent mistaken. This subdivision is required, as 
will be explained later, in making the relatively short dis- 
tance rates between adjacent blocks. 

The country having been divided into 950 blocks, 
another division of the map is made into five great zones 
representing in a general way the density of traffic in 
each* 



k 
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Zone I includes the territory east of the Mississippi 
Eiver and north of the Ohio Biver and corresponds closely 
with Official Classification Territory. Zone II includes 
generally what is known as Southern Classification Ter- 
ritory, though in some cases it crosses the west bank of 
the Mississippi Biver. Zone III includes the country 
generally known as Trans-Mississippi Territory, and ex- 
tends west to what is generally known as Inter-Mountain 
Territory, all of which is embraced in Zone IV. Zone V 
includes the states bordering on the Pacific Ocean. (See 
map.) 

The division of the country into zones is for the pur- 
pose of establishing in each the general rate basis found 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission to be reasonable 
for that particular section of the country. 

In Zone I, which is the most densely populated and in 
which there is the greatest volume of express traffic, the 
lowest rates are applied, and the minimum charge per 
100 pounds in this territory is 60 cents. 

In Zone II the minimum is 65 cents. Zones III and V, 
which the Conmiission found to be similar in point of 
density of traffic, the minimum is 70 cents, while in the 
sparsely settled Inter-Mountain Territory of Zone IV 
the minimnm rate is $1.05 per 100 pounds. 

(a) Method of Numbering Blocks 

The blocks are numbered in series, the first line of which 
is on the north and begins with 101, the numbers running 
consecutively from west to east; the second tier is di- 
rectly under the first and begins with 201. Each block in 
each tier is numbered consecutively and falls directly 
under the same numbered block as the first tier. Under 
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this system the tier in which each block is located is indi- 
cated by the number of hundreds with which it is initialed, 
and the row in which it is located is indicated by the 
number of tens and units with which it terminates. 

A glance at the express map will enable the reader to 
understand the system of numbering without further ex- 
planation. 

(b) Method of Stating Rates 

Two tables of rates are necessary to show the rates 
from each block: one gives the scale applicable between 
squares in blocks adjacent, and the other gives the rates 
between the block and all blocks not adjacent. 

Main Block Tariff. — On pages 165 to 173 will be found 
tables which show the manner in which the rates are 
stated. The block of origin is given in the heading. The 
use of the tables is explained on page 156. The rate sheet 
designated as *'main block tariff'* is used only on ship- 
ments between blocks that are not adjacent. It will be 
seen that the rates are not shown to points in the same 
state as point of shipment, as this system applies only 
on interstate shipments, and that opposite the numbers 
of adjacent blocks the letter **A'' is shown. Whenever 
this is the case, it is necessary to refer to the sub-block 
tariff. 

Sub-Block Tariff.— The sub-block tariffs will be found 
following the main block tariffs and these are the tables 
by which rates are named between points in adjacent 
blocks. The method of making these rates will be 
minutely described. A careful examination of these 
tables will enable the reader quickly to determine the rate 
between any points situated in adjacent blocks. 
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In order that the reader may understand fully this 
sub-block system, the following charts are shown to illus- 
trate the manner in which the rates are constructed. The 
first chart shows the method of making rates from the 
center of a block, while the second shows the construction 
of the boundaries when the point of shipment is in a 
square in the extreme comer of a block. Bear in mind 
always that the block in which the point of shipment is 
located must be considered the center block, that all other 
blocks that touch the boundaries of this center block are 
called adjacent blocks, and that all rates between the 
center block and adjacent blocks are found in the sub- 
block tariff. 

In the first sub-block there are always 25 squares 
which contain approximately 215 square miles each, or a 
total of 5,390 square miles. In the second sub-block the 
squares vary from 70 to 78 in number, which cover the ter- 
ritory to which the second sub-block rate applies, of 
from 15,050 to 16,770 square miles. From this it will 
be seen that for short distances the sub-block rates apply 
to a very much larger district than the block rates which 
cover approximately 3,450 miles. 

Rates Between Adjacent Blocks. — ^The basis used in 
making rates from a square in a given block to a square 
in the same or an adjacent block is as follows: The 
square in which the office of shipment is located is made 
the center of a section embraced in the territory covered 
by counting four squares each way and in every direction, 
moving always at right angles ; the first square is always 
the one in which the point of origin is located. This terri- 
tory, as will be seen by reference to the small charts 
on pages 140 and 141, is in shape what might be termed a 
diamond, with each of its four sides made up of ''steps" 
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or lines at right angles, representing the boundaries of 
the squares embraced The rate from any office in the 
center square to any office embraced within the diamond- 
shaped territory takes the minimum rate for one block 
in the zone in which the shipment originates ; that is to 
say, if in Zone I, the rate would be 60 cents ; if in Zone 11, 
65 cents, eta To points beyond this first boundary, but 
within a similar boundary, not more than eight squares 
distant, the rate is the same as for two blocks, or 90 cents 
in Zone I, etc. 

For a rate between a square in one block and a square 
in an adjacent block, more than eight squares distant, the 
rate would be the same as for three blocks in the zone in 
which located ; this is the maximum charge between adja- 
cent blocks. 

In Chart 1 the shipping point is located in square **G" 
of block 838. The rate from any point in square **G" to 
any point within the limits of the first sub-block is the 
scale for one block in the zone in which located. Block 
838 is in Zone I, and the rate would therefore be 60 cents 
per 100 pounds. From any point in square **G'* to any 
point in the second sub-block the rate would be the rate 
from two blocks, or 75 cents. To any point beyond the 
boundary of sub-block two and still within a block adja- 
cent to block 838, the rate would be the rate for three 
blocks, or 90 cents, and this is the maximum rate charged 
under the sub-block system in Zone I. If the point of 
origin should be in Zone 11, HI, IV, or V, the same 
method would apply, but the rates would vary according 
to the rate basis applicable. 

A careful study of these tables will enable the reader 
to determine readily the method of ascertaining the rate 
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tu apply between any two points in the same or in 
adjacent blocks. 

The foregoing is the basis on which express sub-block 
rates are made^ and it is necessary that the reader should 
fix well in his mind the method employ ed, as it will greatly 
assist him when he is at a loss to explain why some rates 
between points which are in adjacent blocks separated 
by bodies of water and which must be reached via cir- 
cuitous routes are lower than rates to intermediate 
points through which the shipment must pass. 

As an illustration of this the rate from Ludington, 
Mich., in block 639 C, on the east bank of Lake Michigan, 
to Sheboygan, Wis., on the west bank, located in block 
638 B, is 90 cents per 100 pounds. To Milwaukee, Wis., 
in block 638 N, the rate is $1.15 per 100 pounds, while to 
Chicago, 111., in block 838, it is $1.25 per 100 pounds. 
Traffic from Ludington to Sheboygan moves through 
Chicago and Milwaukee. A glance at the map will show 
the geographical location of these places and will explain 
the apparent inconsistency in the rates. The reason for 
this is that blocks 638 and 639 are adjacent under this 
system of rate-making, and the charges are based on the 
number of squares traveled, while to Chicago the rate 
would be made on the block system, which is figured on 
the distance traveled. 

These conditions will be found to exist in some cases 
where the points in adjacent blocks are reached by cir- 
cuitous routes, particularly where a large body of water 
intervenes, or where it is necessary to travel by rail be- 
tween inland blocks, which are adjacent but are actually 
reached via a route that traverses through a more distant 
rate zone. In such cases it may be found that the rates 
between widely separated places in point of distance are 
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lower than to intermediate points which may be figured 
on the distance basis, but there is a general tendency to 
correct such conditions by exceptions to rule, particularly 
between points where there is likely to be any appreciable 
amount of traffic. 

In the establishment of such an extensive scale of rates, 
no uniform basis, except a strictly ndleage basis, can be 
found that will overcome such situations, and the adop- 
tion of a mileage scale would throw the express rates of 
the country into as chaotic a state as they were in 
the past, and would unquestionably make it just as im- 
practicable to publish rates from each point as the ex- 
press companies found it to be when required to file their 
issues by the Act to Regulate Commerce. It is also true 
that the saving of expense resulting from the publication 
of tariffs under the proposed scheme of rate-making will 
offset many times the loss of revenue on shipments be- 
tween such geographically situated points. 

In determining large questions, details must not be 
allowed to interfere when they do not constitute a vital 
factor, and as the express companies have given their 
general approval to this system it should be given a fair 
trial in order that its weaknesses, if any, may be' devel- 
oped in actual practice, when a proper remedy may be 
applied, as it undoubtedly will be, if found necessary. 

Basis for Making and Method of Showing Rates Be^ 
tween Blocks Not Adjacent. — The basis for making rates 
between blocks that do not touch each other, or, in other 
words, that are not adjacent, is different from what 
might be expected under a system of this kind, inasmuch 
as it is the mileage between selected points that deter- 
mines the number of blocks to be used in making the rate 
rather than the actual number of blocks traveled; when 
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fhis mileage has been determined and the rate estab- 
lished between the two points selected, the rate from 
every point in the block of origin to every point in the 
block of destination is made the same. 

The points selected for calculating the mileage are 
detennined by conditions that may vary. For instance, 
if the density of traffic is fairly equally distributed 
throughout a block, a point near the center of the block 
would be taken as representative; but if a block were 
traversed by no railroads in one section and by a number 
in another section, the point taken might not represent 
the average of distance to the entire block. 

The magnitude of the work involved in the constrac- 
tion of a tariff to cover more than 800 blocks will be seen 
to be enormous, and this work, unless performed by a 
body familiar with mercantile conditions, density of traf- 
fic, general geographic location, and all other factors 
entering into the construction of a reasonable rate, would 
undoubtedly present such a conglomeration of incongru- 
ities as to be open to constant attack. 

The Interstate: Commerce Commission, no doubt fully 
appreciating these difficulties and realizing the impor- 
tance of uniformity in the preparation of a tariff of such 
stupendous proportions, undertook the work of construct- 
ing it for the express companies, instead of giving them 
the basis and leaving the preparation to other hands. 
Therefore, when the final order was made it included not 
only jEt complete classification with the usual rules but 
also a complete set of rate sheets from which one might 
obtain the first-class and second-class interstate express 
rates between every point in the United States. 

It would be impracticable to name in this treatise the 
points used to determine the rates and it would serve no 
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good purpose nnless accompanied by an explanation as to 
why such points were selected. With this explanation the 
reader will readily comprehend the details which follow. 

When the typical points in two blocks have been deter- 
mined and the distance between such points has been 
calculated, the distance is divided by 50 to determine the 
number of block rates to apply. All distances of less 
than 50 miles that may remain after dividing are con- 
sidered one block additional ; that is to say, if the distance 
between two points should be 925 mileSi this would be 
represented by 19 blocks— 925-r-50=18+l blodcs. 

Every rate, regardless of its character, is made up of 
two factors : L e., the terminal cost and the transportation 
cost These terms are self-explanatory. The express 
rate, however, may be said to involve three factors be- 
cause of the additional service that is given when pick- 
ing up the shipment and delivering it The Interstate 
Commerce Commission has taken these three factors into 
consideration in making express rates; so it may be 
broadly stated that an express rate is made in any in- 
stance by fixing the proper charge for (1) express termi- 
nal service, (2) railroad terminal service, and (3) trans- 
portation company haul 

In determining these factors the Commission foimd 
that an '^express termi/nal charge^* of 20 cents for 100 
pounds or less was a proper compensation for the service 
rendered by the express company after the service of 
transportation proper had been completed. It also found 
that 25 cents per 100 pounds was a reasonable terrmnal 
charge for the rail carrier for merchandise transported 
on passenger trains, or trains operated on passenger 
schedule, except that in Zone IV. which is the sparsely 
settled Inter-Mountain Territoiy^ in which it is contended 
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that operating costs are unusually high, a 55-cent terminal 
charge was found to be proper. 

From the foregoing it will be seen that two of the 
three factors remain constant except in Zone IV, where 
the rail terminal is more than doubled. These factors 
combined are the constants in fixing the rates for 100 
pounds to which must be added the cost of the transporta- 
tion haul, which varies with the distance and the territory 
traversed. 

In order that these may be well fixed in the reader's 
mind, they are shown separately and combined in the 
following table. 

Zones Zone 
I, II, III, and V IV 

Express Terminal 20c 20c 

Ban Terminal 25c 66c 

Total Terminal 46c 75c 

The next step in the construction of the rate is to add 
the cost of hauling the shipment from one point to the 
other. The unit for express transportation is the 'charge 
for 100 pounds for 50 miles, and when the charge for 100 
pounds is known the calculation of the charge on a greater 
or lesser weight is a mathematical operation, as will be 
explained elsewhere. 

The division of the United States into five zones 
was necessary primarily because of the difference in 
the density of traffic and operating costs in the different 
sections of the country embraced in these zones. The 
Commission found that conditions in Zones III and V 
were so nearly similar that the same rates would be fair 
to each; therefore, in these zones it will be found that 
the same rate basis has been applied. 
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It is conceded by transportation experts that the cost 
per unit of distance for hauling traffic decreases as the 
distance increases; that is to say, it costs less per mile 
to haul traffic 1^000 miles than it does to haul the same 
traffic 100 milesy and that the cost for hauling it 2,000 
miles is somewhat less than for 1,000 miles. The actual 
cost depends upon so many contingencies that it is not 
possible definitely to determine it on any one commodity 
for any railroad, but it may be approximated with some 
degree of satisfaction, although all such approximations 
are more or less arbitrary. 

After a comprehensive investigation which took into 
consideration all factors that might properly be consid- 
ered pertinent, in arriving at a conclusion the Commis- 
sion determined that the average double first-class freight 
rate in each of the zones would be a reasonable charge 
for the transportation of merchandise on a passenger 
train. 

It must be remembered, however, that there are many 
rates necessarily used in arriving at the average rate, 
and this should not be confused with the actual double 
first-class freight rate between any two given points 
when endeavoring to analyze a particular express rate. 

The Commission also found that rates based upon 
units of 50-mile hauls should be made, and this will ex- 
plain why the average mileage between blocks is divided 
by 50. 

With this determined the Commission then adopted 
the rule that as the distance increased each unit of trans- 
portation cost (rate per 100 pounds for 50 miles) should 
be reduced one-fourth of one cent until 21 units was 
reached; then it would remain stationary until a total 
of 35 blocks entered into the rate; after this the total 
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transportation charge (exclusive of terminal charges) 
should be reduced by the following percentages, 

36 or 37 blocks 1% 48 or 49 blocks 7% 
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IntrOr-Zone Rates. — The transportation charge for 
each zone was fixed at the following figures for the first 
50 miles. 

Zone I — ^15 cents for 100 pounds 
Zone II — ^20 cents for 100 pounds 
Zone III — 24 cents for 100 pounds 
Zone IV— 28 cents for 100 pounds 
Zone V — 2i cents for 100 pounds 

These figures were reduced one-fourth of one cent for 
each 50 miles, the minimum rate per block in each zone 
being reached at 21 blocks, as will be seen by the tables 
which follow. These clearly indicate the transportation 
cost for any given number of blocks in a given zone. The 
figures in each table apply locally only in the zone named. 

Inter-Zone Rates. — The method of making rates from 
a point in one zone to a point in another zone is as fol- 
lows : As the rate per block varies in each zone depend- 
ing on the number of blocks (up to 2l), the total distance 
in each zone traversed is first determined; these dis- 
tances are then reduced to blocks in each zone, bearing 
in mind that any distance remaining after dividing by 50 
is to be considered one block. When the total number of 
blocks is determined, then refer to the tables and add the 
transportation haul for each zone, shown under the head- 
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ing for the total number of blocks ; to this must be added 
the terminal charge. 

To illustrate in order that no misunderstanding may 
arise : It is desired to make a rate between two points, 
one of which is in Zone I and the other in Zone IL The 
distance traversed in Zone I is 10 blocks (500 miles) and 
the distance in Zone 11, 9 blocks (450 miles). In the 
table for Zone I, under the heading 19 blocks, 10 blocks 
will be found to represent a transportation charge of 
$1.05 ; likewise, in the table for Zone 11, under the head- 
ing 19 blocks, the transportation charge for 9 blocks is 
found to be $1.39^; the two combined equal $2.44^4, 
or, under the rule for disposition of fractions and odd 
cents (2^c or less dropped, over 2V^c counted as 5), 
the transportation charge would be $2.45 to which must 
be added the total terminal charge, 45c, making an ex- 
press rate of $2.90 per 100 pounds for that distance. 

Minimum Rates in Each Zone. — ^As before stated the 
reduction of one-fourth of one cent is continued in each 
zone until a maximum distance of 21 blocks is reached 
and after that it remains constant until 35 blocks are 
used; after 35 blocks have been passed the percentage 
deductions shown in the accompanying table are made. 

The minimum rate in Zone I is 10 cents 
The minimum rate in Zone II is 15 cents 
The minimum rate in Zone III is 19 cents 
The minimum rate in Zone Y is 19 cents 
The minimum rate in Zone lY is 23 cents 

These %ures are not applied, however, until the dis- 
tance of 21 blocks is reached, as will be seen from the 
accompanying table. 

Simplicity of Use of Scale Numbers. — ^As it is necessary 
to refer to a table of charges for all packages weighing 
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less than 100 pounds, the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion adopted the plan of showing the ** scale'' to apply 
instead of the rate per 100 pounds, as has heretofore been 
the custom. No doubt this method was pursued on ac- 
count of there being two classes under each scale — ^first 
and second. 

The '^ Local and Joint Schedule of First and Second- 
class Express Bates," shown in part on pages 174 to 186, 
will explain the method of determining the charge on any 
package weighing 100 poxmds or less or the rate per 100 
pounds to apply on shipments weighing more than 100 
pounds. The formulas given on page 154 will enable the 
reader to construct either the rate per 100 pounds or the 
charge for a less weight when he knows the scale number. 

The simplicity and the advantages growing out of the 
use of scale numbers instead of the per-lOO-pound rates, 
will be appreciated when once understood. 

(c) Graduated Charges 

For many years past the express companies applied 
graduated charges to all shipments of merchandise 
weighing less than 100 pounds where the rate was less 
than $2 per hundred, and to shipments of 50 pounds or 
less where the rate equalled or exceeded $2 but was less 
than $15. These graduated charges were arbitrary in 
all respects ; that is to say, they resulted in charges that 
bore no fixed relation between a given weight and the base 
rate and that were admittedly unscientific and indefensi- 
ble. By changes in the graduated tables, the charges on 
small packages had been increased from time to time, so 
that in some cases the cost of carrying a package of a 
given weight had been increased as much as 60 per cent 
without changing the rate per 100 pounds. 
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As the gradua.ted charges are still applicable on some 
state shipments, before taking up the new * * scale rates, ' ' 
as they are now called, it will be^ of interest to glance 
hastily at the basis heretofore employed and in some states 
now in effect, so that a better understanding may be had 
of the changes wrought by the Interstate Commerce de- 
cision. 

The accompanying table shows (1) the graduated 
charges of the express companies for the year 1887 and 
the principal changes up to the time the ** scale rates *^ 
were adopted; (2) the graduated charges adopted by 
state railroad commissions, which will, in almost every 
case, be noticed to be somewhat lower than the express 
company **graduates*'; *and (3) the English scale of 
parcel rates used on the English railways. 

As the scale rates apply a different charge for each 
pound less than 100 pounds, it is not practicable to include 
those figures in this table, but the reader should make 
careful comparisons and determine to what extent the 
charges for small packages have been affected by this 
system of rates. Space does not permit of a very extended 
comparison, and the graduated charges are shown for 
only a few base rates. The reader will understand that 
each base rate carried its special graduate. For a more 
comprehensive history of the graduated table, the reader 
should consult the state tariffs and the report of the Com- 
mission on express rates.^ 

(d) Scale Rates 

In order that the charges for small packages might 
be reasonable, the express companies were directed to 

124 I. a C. Rep., 381. 
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Bubstitnte for their table of graduated charges the scale 
rates (shown on pages 174 to 186), and these are the 
rates to be used in connection with rate tables on pages 
165 to 173. 

A careful analysis of these tables will disclose that the 
scale charges for packages weighing less than 100 pounds 
are arrived at by first deducting 20 cents from the rate 
for 100 pounds and multiplying the remainder by the 
number of pounds ; to the product is then added the 20 
cents. For example, where the rate per 100 pounds is 
$1.20, the charge on a 25-pound package would be ar- 
rived at as follows : 

$1.20 — 20c = $1.00 

25 lbs. @ $1.00 per cwt. = 25o 

25c + 20c = 45c 

Forty-five cents is the charge to apply. The scale 
rates are calculated for all weights less than 100 pounds, 
so that the foregoing calculation is not necessary in 
order to find the charge ; however, should the reader not 
have the scale charges convenient^ the knowledge of the 
basis used will enable him quickly to calculate the proper 
charge, if he is informed as to the base rate. 

A closer scrutiny of this table will also disclose the 
fact that the rate per 100 pounds between any points may 
be readily determined when the scale that applies is 
known, by multiplying the scale number by 5 and adding 
50 to the product; the result will be the rate per 100 
pounds expressed in cents. 

Bearing in mind these two formulas, the rate for 100 
pounds, or for a less weight, may be quickly figured 
without the assistance of the table when the scale number 
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is knowB. For illnstrationi it is known that the rate 
scale between New York and Atlanta, Oa., is No. 51, and 
the charge is desired for a lO-poond package: Firsts 
find the rate per 100 pounds by the formula, B = S X 5 + 
50 ; 51 X 5 + 50 = $3.05. B represents the rate, and S 
the scale number. 
To find the charge for 10 pounds, the formula is : 

^ 100 ^ 

$3.05 — 20 = $2.85 
$2.85 X 10 ^^ ^ 
—100 =28 cents 

28 + 20 = 48 cents 

Fractions of one-half or less are dropped, and over 
one-half are considered the next whole number. 

When shipments exceed 100 pounds in weight, the 
charge is arrived at by multiplying the weight in pounds 
by the rate per 100 pounds and dividing the result by 100, 
which will give the charge in cents ; in other words, the 
process is the same as that by which freight rates are 
figured. 

4. EXPBESS DntECTOBY 

The directory of stations has already been referred to. 
It is a publication which shows all express stations, 
alphabetically arranged under tiie name of the state in 
which located. Against the name of each station is the 
number of the block in which it is located, a letter 
indicating in what square of the block it is f ound| and 
the express companies serving the station. 

When the blocks between which rates are desired are 
not contiguous, the squares in which the points are lo- 
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eated are not factors in arriving at the charges. For 
instance, in ascertaining a rate from Richmond, Va., in 
block 1248, square '*G,'^ to Chicago, 111., in block 838, 
square **B,'* the squares are not considered, for the rea- 
son that the blocks are not contiguous, and, therefore, the 
rate from all points in block 1248 to all points in block 
838 are the same; but from Richmond, Va., to Granite, 
N. C, in block 1347, square **H,'' the squares would be 
factors to be considered, because these blocks are adja- 
cent. In the rate tables shown hereafter, adjacent blocks 
are indicated by the letter **A.*' The station directory 
also shows whether or not the delivery limits are in any 
way restricted, and if so, a reference is made to the pub- 
lication in which the free-delivery zone is outlined and 
in which will be found the cost of delivery beyond that 
zone. 

5, Method of Ascebtaininq an Express Bate Betwibek 

Given Points. 

The following tariffs explain the system of stating all 
interstate rates on classified merchandise or merchandise 
not classified when not specifically covered by commodity 
tariffs.

4.' The local and joint schedule of first-class and second-class 
express rates to be used in connection with the above tables, 
pages 174 to 186. 

In the foregoing sections, the principal express issues 
have been described and the basis on which the rates are 
made has been outlined. The next step is the practical 
application of these tariffs to find a rate between given 
points. An illustration will be sufficient. Assume that 
it is desired to find the rate on a fifty-pound shipment of 
first-class matter from Chicago to New York.* 

1. In the station directory beginning on the next page, 
imder the state of Illinois, Chicago is found to be in block 
838 B ; under the state of New York, New York City is 
found to be in block 952 A. As these blocks are not 
adjacent, the sub-block is not a factor in the rate. 

2. On page 165 is the tariff showing rates from block 
838, and opposite block 952 is found scale 38, which is 
the scale to apply. 

3. On page 174 is found the schedule of first-class and 
second-class rates and under scale 38 the charge on fifty 
pounds is found to be $1.30 ; the charge on a second-class 
shipment is found under the column of second-class rates 
and is 98 cents. 

s Rates are given for scales up to No. 65. The reader can easily 
calculate other charges from the formulas given.

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CHAPTER XI 

COMKODITT BATES 

L Inteoduction 

As has already been explained, commodity rates are 
made to meet mercantile requirements. A commodity 
rate is not necessarily lower than the first-class rate; 
when the character of the commodity is such as to re- 
quire unusual care, in handling or particular equipment, 
a special rate may be made which will recompense the 
carriers for transporting such unusual shipments. 

On the other hand, the class rate might be so high as 
to prevent the movement of the trafiSc, in which case the 
commodity rate would be lower than the class rate. 

The number of commodity tariffs is so great that it is 
impossible to attempt to give typical illustrations of each 
kind. Some of these issues name a rate on a specific com- 
modity between two or a few points, and others, known 
as general commodity tariffs, cover one or a number of 
commodities applying over a large territory. 

The tariff files of the express companies are similar in 
this respect to those of the railroads, and a general 
knowledge of the railroad rates will enable the reader to 
comprehend fully the nature of these issues. 

2. Illustrations 

A few illustrations will show in a general way the man- 
ner in which commodity rates are issued. The reader 
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should always bear in mind that the issuance of a com- 
modity rate removes the application of the class rate 
between the points named in the tariff. Commodity tar- 
iffs, however, are usually subject to all the rules and con- 
ditions of the classification, unless specifically provided 
to the contrary. 

Where supplements have been issued, they should 
always be consulted for changes before referring to the 
original tariff. 

The first illustration is part of a joint tariff of 12 
express companies applying on commodities between 
points in California and points in 45 other states. * * Com- 
mon Points ^^ are points served by two or more express 
companies. *' Exclusive OflSces'* are points served by 
only one company. 

Many commodity tariffs now in effect (Jan. 1, 1914) 
refer to ** General special*' or ** Merchandise'* rates; 
these terms are no longer used, and as the tariffs are 
reissued they will be made to conform to the designations 
prescribed by the Interstate Commerce Commission, viz., 
first-class and second-class rates. 

3. Revision of Tariffs 

At an early date the express companies will undertake 
to revise all of their commodity tariffs to conform to the 
recommendation of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
that the rates be expressed in terms of the order covering 
class rates. This, however, involves an enormous amount 
of work and the revision will not be completed for many 
months. In the meantime the present tariffs will con- 
tinue in effect.

CHAPTER XII 

SWITCHIKO AND TEBiaNAI. TABUT 

1. Intboduction 

The Act to Begnlate Commerce requires that all 
charges that affect interstate rates be published and filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Conmiission. There are 
certain kinds of charges which accrue only under certain 
conditions, and to include the charges for such service 
in every tariff affecting the points where such conditions 
govern, would make them cumbersome on the one hand 
and unnecessarily expensive to print on the other. 

Whenever an express rate is published, it, generally 
speaking, covers express service between the points to 
and from which it applies. But at certain places an addi- 
tional service — such as shipping the consignment by 
freight after arrival at destination or switching the ship- 
ment to fair grounds or race tracks — ^may be desired by 
the owner of the goods, and this additional service the 
express company is willing to perform under certain 
conditions; the charge for such extra service is not 
included in the rate, as a rule, but is published in a tariff 
described as a terminal and switching tariff. 

Tariffs of both class and commodity rates show that 
they are subject to the conditions and additional charges 
contained in terminal tariffs, in the same manner as 
freight tariffs. 

The tariff is compiled by Mr, F. G. Airy, Agent, New 
York, and filed by him for all of the express companies 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission and with such 
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state railroad and public service commissions as require 
the filing of tariffs. As required by law, the title page 
describes the tariff, and contains the usual index 

Each express company has on the copies distributed 
by it, its name shown in the heading with such further 
numbers as may be necessary, together with the names of 
the officials having jurisdiction over its traffic. 

Section 3 states the application of the tariff, and seo- 
tion 4 covers the rules governing the passage of attend- 
ants with live stock.

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In a work of this character it is manifestly impossible 
to illustrate all of the forms in use by express companies, 
and therefore only the most important will be shown* In 
a general way the forms of all companies are the same. 
They may differ in minor details, such as the arrange- 
ment of the printed matter or the number of copies to be 
made by the billing agent, but, generally speaking, the 
practice is uniform. In order that the reader may become 
familiar with them various instructions and forms are 
given herewith. The instructions of the companies vary 
somewhat, but in general principles they all agree. 

In addition to the waybilling instructions given herein, 
the companies issue general instructions covering in 
detail all of the emergencies that are likely to arise when 
irregularities occur. These instructions are replete with 
information, particularly with reference to irregular- 
ities and the physical handling of express matter. 

A careful study of this chapter will enable the reader 
to understand not only how to waybill shipments, but 
also what to do when unusual situations arise. 

The waybills of the Adams, American, and Wells 
Fargo companies do not carry a delivery receipt, which 
is made out by the billing agent, while those of the 
United States Express Company do. Tne former fur- 
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nish their drivers with a delivery book in which the con- 
signee signs for the shipment at the time of delivery. 

The Adams Express Company tracer form is also 
shown. This form greatly simplifies the tracing of a 
shipment^ as it provides for all of the data necessary to 
enable the company to facilitate its work of locating a 
shipment that has gone astray. 

The receipt and live stock contract have already been 
referred to in another chapter, and some of the most 
common forms used in the foreign and money depart- 
ments will be given in chapters relating to those subjects.

TO OFFICERS, AGENTS AND OTHER EMPLOYES : 

The labels adopted, which are described in this Circular, form the foundation for correct receiving, 
waybililng, handling and delivering of shipments, and the information given must correspond to the actual 
transaction and understanding with the shipper. 

The labels and waybills adopted are of distinctive colors, to-wit: 

(a) Yellow, signifying that charges have been prepaid by shipper and no charges whaiever are to be 
collected from consignee. 

G>) White, signifying that charges ere to he ooUededfrom consignee. 

(c) Green, signifying that shipments are C. O. D. 

(d) Red, signifying that shipments are "In Bond."'

ko at least one of the packages included in the consignment, a Waybill Label and Prepaid or Collect Label, 
land in the absence of any of these, the destination agent will be governed by the foregoing paragraphs.

Shipment Labels to shipments at time 

of receipt thereof for forwarding. 

Every shipment (except money) shall be Labeled either by the shipper, when he is su(fplied 
with the proper Form of Shipment Label, or in the presence of the shipper, by the Agent, Receiving 
Clerk, Driver or other Employe by whom the shipment is received, as Indicated in- Articles 1, 2, 3, 4, S. 

The Shipment Label to be affixed to a shipment shall be pasted thereon as near the address of 
the consignee as possible, except that in the case of a valise or other article of hand baggage, or a 
trunk, the Label shall be pasted on the bottom thereof, never on the top, side or end. 

It is of the utmost importance that before a receipt for a shipment is signed, all old labels 
and marks appearing thereon which might be construed by any employe at the billing office, in transit, 
or at destination, or the consignee, to be evidence that the express charges have been prepaid by the 
shipper, be removed or entirely obliterated or effaced. More trouble and inconvenience to the ship* 
ping public and to employes of express companies has been caused by the failure of shippers and 
of employes of express companies to remove or efface old Paid Marks and Address Marks on ship- 
ments than almost any other one thing. This particularly is true in the case of shipments of trunks 
and other baggage. 

EMPHASIZING THE IMPORTANCE OF AFFIXING PROPER LABELS TO SHIPMENTS. 

Forwarding Agents must impress upon all employes at their offices the importance of affixing 
ta every piece of every shipment the proper form of Shipment Label. 

In view of the fact that Express Charges on shipments that do not bear any Collect Shipment 
Labels, and Advances on Shipments that do not bear Expense Labels or other evidence that there are 
Advances to be collected at destination, cannot be collected from Consignees at time of delivery, and of 
die further fact that Express Charges and Advances on Shipments from which proper Shipment Labels 
md Expense Labels or other evidence are omitted cannot be collected from shippers, or relief there* 
for obtained f ronti Billing Agents without material delays, considerable inconvenience, and expenditure 
pf time and labor by both Destination Agents and Billing Agents, it obviously is to the interest of both 
d/ such Agents, as well as to the Company, that every employe by whom a shipment is handled and 

t^ay billed be forcibly impressed with the importance of seeing to it that every piece of every Ship- 
ent has the proper Form of Shipment Label affixed to it before it is placed in a car for forwarding. 
It also* should be impressed upon all employes handling and waybilling shipments at forward* 
o§r points that omissions of proper Forms of Shipment Labels from Shipments can but result in greater 
Lconvenience and expenditure of more time and labor on the part of the employes at the Billing Office, 
man possibly could have been incurred and expended in affixing the proper Forms of Shipment Labels, 
Ir seeing to it that they were affixed before the shipments were forwarded (Read Articles 94 and 95.)

SHIPMENTS TRANSFERRED AT POINTS OTHER THAN THOSE INDICATED ON THE

68. When a shipment is transferred at a point other than the Transfer Point indicated on the 
Waybill or Waybill Label, the name of the point at which tra,nsferred shall be stamped or written on 
hoth. in place of the Transfer Point appearing thereon. 

STAMPING WAYBILLS: 

69 An imprint of the rubber hand stamp, known as the "Star Stamp,'* indicating: 

I . Name of Express Company to which shipment is transferred. 
2 Name of Transfer Office and State in which situated, 
shall be appHed in proper space on the face of every Waybill delivered to another Express Company. 

SUBSTITUTE WAYBILLS NOT TO BE ABSTRACTED: 

70. Substitute Waybills must not be Abstracted, but the Billing Office Record Copies thereof 
ahall be retained at Transfer Points for the purpose of checking Regular Waybills which subsequently 
be received.

INFORMATION REQUIRED TO BE ENTERED BY AGENTS AND ME8SBNQBR8 OI 
OTHER EXPRESS COMPANIES ON WAYBILLS RECEIVED THEREFROM: 

71. It is understood that Af^ents and Messenf^ers of other Express Companies transferring 
Waybills and Shipments to this Company will enter on their Waybills information similar to tha 
required of Agents and Messengers of this Company. Agents and Messengers of this Company mus 
see that the point of transfer invariably is shown on the Waybill, and when this information is omitter 
or is incorrectly shown, the omission shall be supplied, or the error corrected by the employe of this 
Company detecting it. 

TRANSFER SHEETS AND RECEIPTS FOR SHIPMENTS AND WAYBILLS THEREFOR RE 
CEIVED FROM OTHER EXPRESS COMPANIES: 

72. (a) Agent.*; of other Express Companies at tran.^fer points are under instructions to cnte 
on transfer sheets (similar to this Company's Form 217) all shipments and waybills to be transferred h) 
them to this Company. The originals of such transfer sheets shall be verified with the waybills ani 
shipments, and if the entries are correct and proper notations as to Overs, Shorts, Bad Orders ant 
Missing Shipment Labels appear thereon, they shall be signed and returned to. the agent of th< 
transferring Company. Carbon copies of transfer sheets shall be required and filed as a transfe 
record by Agents of this Company. 

(b) When a shipment (except money> on which there does not appear any form of Ship 
ment Label is offered in transfer with a Waybill (Regular, Substitute, or Over) and there does no 
appear on such Waybill and on the Transfer Sheet a notation indicating that the Shipment Labc 
is missing, the Waybill, the Shipment and the Transfer Sheet shall be returned to the Agent of th 
other Company for the insertion of such notation. The importance of requiring this notation to ap 
pear on Waybills and Transfer Sheets is emphasized by the fact that Express Charges cannot h 
collected from the consignees at time of delivery on shipments on which Collect Shipment Labels d 
not appear.

74. When an Agent of another Express Company does not enter "In Bond" Shipments and Wa> 
bills therefor on a transfer sheet set>arate from the sheets on which other shipmenu and waybills ar 
entered, a report of his failure so to do shall be rendered to the )>roper General Superintendent of thi 
Company. 

SHIPMENTS OVER WITHOUT WAYBILLS OFFERED IN TRANSFER FROM OTHEl

75. When a shipment without a Waybill is offered in transfer by another Express Company wit 
which interline billing is authorized, it shall not be accepted until it is offered with a waybill of propc 
forhi, and with Shipment Label or a notation on the Waybill indicating the omission thereof.

DISCREPANCIES BETWEEN SHIPMENT LABELS AND WAYBILL LABELS APPEARING

94. (a) When the Shipment Label appearing on a shipment reads "PREPAID" and the Way- 
bill Label appearing thereon reads "COLLECT," or vice versa, the Shipment Label invariably shall

waybill label, or any other information indicating whether the Express Charges were Prepaid or 
Collect, there shall be enclosed with the Expense Letter, in addition to the paid mark, etc, a letter or 
memorandum setting forth all of the information that the Destination Agent possibly can procure from 
the shipment and the consignee, such as name of shipper, a description of the contents of the ship- 
jnent and the date of the invoice held by consignee. In other words, the Billing. Agent should be

(h) The instructions in this Article and elsewhere in this circular with regard to 
lion Agents obtaining relief through the medium of Expense Letters for errors in billing and for 
amounts charged to their accounts on Prepaid Shipments delivered on Over Waybills, are not intended 
in any respect to abrogate or conflict wi^ the existing instructions in Vice-President and General 
Manager's Circular No. 189, November 1st, 1911, Article 3, under the caption ''Prepaid Over Ship-

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CHAPTER XIV 



1. iNTBODlTOTIOIfr 

Express companies conduct a large part of their non- 
transportation business through their Money Depart- 
ment. The money classification, which f oUows, gives all 
the details of such transactions, which, generally speak- 
ing, cover : 

1. The transmission of money, bonds, or other securitieB. 

2. Precious metals, bullion, gold and silver in its various 

forms as received from the mines. 

3. C. O. D. remittances. 

4. Collection of notes, drafts, or other forms of indebtedness. 

5. Obtaining from consignees receipts for shipments handled 

by express. 

6. Return of bills of lading for shipments by freight. 

7. Legal or valuable papers. 

8. Pawn ticket for the redemption of pledges. 

9. Payment of taxes and other forms of indebtedness of the 

shipper. 
10. Shipments of jewelry, precious stones, and similar arti- 
cles of extraordinary value. 

2. FoBM OF Beoeipt 

The following special form of receipt is issued for ship- 
ments handled through the Money Department. These 
receipts are usually printed with red ink on white paper. 
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3. Money Classification 

The Money Classification explains in detail how the 
transactions of the Money Department are handled, the 
rules with which the shipper must comply, and the charges 
for the service rendered. All transactions under this 
department are on hand-to-hand receipts, and every pos- 
sible precaution is taken by the companies to give that 
personal service which the transactions require. Drivers 
are not allowed to accept money shipments in the same 
manner that merchandise shipments are received. Ship- 
pers are generally required to deliver such shipments at 
the office of the express company. 

A careful study of the Money Classification will enable 
the reader fully to comprehend this section without fur- 
ther explanation. 
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INDEX TO MONEY CLASSIFICATION RULES AND ARTICLES. 
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CHAPTER XV 
nnahoial depabtmeht 

1. Intboduction 

As has already been stated, the Financial Department 
is charged with the issuance of various forms of money 
orders, travelers checks, and the transmission of money 
by telegraph. The following forms show the character 
of the documents, the use of which is fully explained. 

2. Money Obdebs 

In the early days of the express service, the smaller 
amounts of currency, coin, or gold dust were carried by 
express and a money receipt was issued to the shipper. 
Later, many of these receipts were made negotiable and 
were cashed by the express agent at point of destination. 
From this negotiable receipt the express money order 
originated. 

Money orders are limited to $50 each and are sold at 
over 30,000 express offices throughout the United States. 
In addition to this, thousands of branch money order 
offices are established in drug stores, hotels, and other 
places where money orders may be purchased by the pub- 
lic before or after usual business hours or on holidays. 
Many of these branch agencies are established with busi- 
ness concerns who issue money orders for the convenience 
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of their employes as well as for remitting to their out-of- 
town customers. To purchase a money order, no written 
application is necessary. A receipt is given to the pur- 
chaser for each money order issued. The amount of the 
money order will be refunded upon the execution of a 
satisfactory indemnity bond if the money order is lost or 
paid to the wrong person. Money orders may bear any 
number of endorsements, the same as any other bank- 
able paper. The different express companies cash each 
other ^s money orders upon proper identification. 

Money orders are also used by the express companies 
for the payment of C. 0. D. shipments and collections. 
One of the companies, however, uses a special C. 0. D. 
check for this purpose. The check carries information 
as to the date of shipment and to whom shipped. 

The rates for express money orders, payable in the 
United States, Canada, Mexico, Central and South Amer- 
ica, Alaska, Hawaii, Cuba, Panama, or the West Indies, 
are as follows :

3. Tbavelebs Checks 

The travelers check is the most convenient form in 
which a traveler can carry money ; particularly is this so 
when traveling in foreign countries, as he is not only 
safeguarded in case of loss of his checks, but he is en- 
abled thereby to avoid many inconveniences which would 
otherwise arise. It is not necessary that he cash more 
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orders than he actually needs in the country in which he 
travels, and there is no ** exchange*' to pay. 

These travelers checks are issued in denominations of 
$10, $20, $50, $100, and $200 each, and are payable in all 
countries of the world by the agents and correspondents 
of the express companies at their face value in gold or its 
equivalent Each check shows on its face the amount 
and kind of money the holder will receive, according to 
the country in which it is cashed. 

They are sold at the principal offices of the express 
companies and by many banks and railroad and steamship 
agents at a premium of one-half of one per cent (50c per 
$100). 

Travelers checks are accepted by railroads and steam- 
ship companies in payment for transportation and by 
hotels and merchants in settlement of accounts. Holders 
thus avoid making special trips to banks and the incon- 
venience and delay incident to securing funds on other 
forms of paper before or after business hours, on Sun- 
days or on holidays. 

At the time of sale the purchaser must sign each check. 
The duplication of that signature is then accepted as 
identification for payment. If checks are lost or stolen 
(before being countersigned by the purchaser), the 
amount will be refunded upon execution of a satisfactory 
indemnity bond. The checks should never be counter- 
signed until they are presented for payment. 

4. FoBBiGK Money Obdebs 

Money orders are issued payable in foreign countries 
at the usual rates of exchange. These orders are drawn 
in sterling, francs, lire, marks, kronen, rubles, yen, 
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etc, and have the same advantages as those drawn in 
dollars for domestic use. 

These orders are sent by the purchaser to tiie payee 
through the mails and are paid by the banker upon whom 
they are drawn. 

The rates for foreign money orders are as follows :

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5. FoBEiOK Bemiitakobs 

In addition to the Foreign Money Order Service, the 
express companies have a service known as the ^'Foreign 
Postal Bemittance" for the purpose of making remit- 
tances to those who reside at places remote from banks 
or where it would not be convenient for them to go to a 
bank to obtain the money on a money order. 

Those wishing to use this method of sending money 
to foreign countries deliver the amount to the express 
agent who gives a receipt theref or, to be retained by the 
sender until advised the money has reached its proper 
destination. The sender is also given an advice slip, 
printed in several languages, instructing those at destina- 
tion what to do in case the money does not reach them 
promptly. This advice slip is forwarded, by mail, by the 
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sender of the money to the person to whom the money 
is to be paid. 

The express company to whom the money is delivered 
immediately advises its nearest paying agency abroad to 
pay the amount at the address of and to the person for 
whom it is intended, in the money of the country where 
it is payable.

6. Money Tbansfebbed by Telegraph 



Express companies also transfer money by wire to 
almost any part of the world at the very lowest rate pos- 
sible for prompt and efficient service. 

The agents make immediate delivery of all money sent 
by telegraph to any given address, by special messenger, 
and also deliver with the money any special message or 
instructions from the sender. The sender of a telegraphic 
transfer may waive the identification of the payee, in 
which case only ordinary precaution is taken by the pay- 
ing agent 

Money may be telegraphed ^^to be called for" at the 
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company's office or ^^in care of any person, hotel, or 
company. 

Bailroad or steamship tickets are purchased and de- 
livered to any person whom the sender may indicate, with- 
out extra charge over the rates shown for the service.

For amounts over $3,000.00, charge 20 cents per $100.00 (or 

fraction thereof) in addition to the charge for $3,000.00. 

To foreign countries the cost varies according to the 
service performed. 

7. Lettebs of GBEDrr 

Some of the express companies issue letters of credit, 
payable at their agencies and banking correspondents 
throughout the world. The rate charged for a letter of 
credit depends upon the market rate of exchange for 
sterling, francs, or marks on the day the letter is issued. 

The travelers check is a much more convenient form 
to handle and requires less detail on the part of the 
holder. When very large sums are being handled, how- 
ever, the letter of credit is convenient to carry and obvi- 
ates the necessity of signing many checks. 

8. Indbmnitt Bond 

Whenever a money order, travelers check, or C. 0. D. 
check is lost, the owner is required to execute an indem- 
nity bond of the following form before the company 
will indemnify him. This form is self-explanatory. 
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CHAPTER XVI 
fobeioh defabtiobiit 

1. Intboduotiok 

It is frequently perplexing and very diflScnlt for ex- 
porters or importers to obtain accurate information con- 
cerning the various requirements that must be complied 
with to obviate fines or excessive charges on shipments 
to and from foreign countries ; and this difficulty is em- 
phasized when the individual is located inland and is 
purchasing or selling at an interior point in the foreign 
country. 

2. Steamship Bates 

The rates of steamship companies are made on an 
entirely different basis from that adopted by the rail- 
roads. Sometimes they quote on measurement and at 
other times on weight, and not infrequently on packages^ 
when of standard dimensions, such as barrels or casks. 
The usual method, however, is to quote a rate per ton 
**ship^s option,'* which means measurement or weight, 
whichever produces the greater revenue to the ship. 

Measurements are taken outside all cleats or bands, 
40 cubic feet, or 2,240 pounds, being considered a ton. If 
a shipment measures 40 feet and weighs 3,000 i)ounds, 
the charge is made on weight. If it measures 40 feet and 
weighs 2,000 pounds, it is made on measurement. The 
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TniTiinrmTn steamship charge for a bill of lading is from 
$5 np; that is to say, a steamer demands a minininm 
charge on shipments (no matter how small) , usually $5 
and frequently more; in some instances the minimum 
is $10. 

As will be seen by the tariff which f ollows, there are 
certain papers necessary to be furnished in addition to 
the usual shipping instructions. These papers are re- 
quired by the government for revenue and statistical pur- 
poses or by the steamer in order that clearance regula- 
tions may be compUed with. Consular invoices show- 
ing information as to the character, quantity, and value 
of goods are required also. 

It is practically impossible for an interior shipper prop- 
erly to enter imported merchandise or to clear his ex- 
ports without the assistance of an agent at the port, and 
if the shipment is destined to or coming from an interior 
point in the foreign country, the services of some for- 
warder or agent is also necessary at the foreign port. 

Steamship rates do not cover marine risk, and, there- 
fore, all shipments to and from abroad should be insured 
against such risk. The character of insurance to be ef- 
fected depends to some extent upon the clads of goods. 
Ordinary policies do not include loss from breakage or 
pilfering; it is possible, however, to cover every risk. 
Under the ordinary steamship bill of lading very little 
responsibility is assumed by the ship, and unless the 
shipper is thoroughly familiar with all the details of the 
foreign business, a broker or forwarding agent's services 
are indispensable. 
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3. Spbcial Sbbvicb 

(a) Quoting Through Rates 

The express companies, through their foreign depart- 
mentSy in which they employ a staff of experts in steam- 
ship and foreign inland transportation charges, are pre- 
pared to handle and to quote rates on import and export 
business of any description, not only to or from the 
ports in this country but also to or from interior points, 
irrespective of the character of inland transportation 
used in the United States. This branch of the express 
business attends to the forwarding of this class of busi- 
ness by freight as well as by express, and in this capacity 
the express company acts as a forwarder or as the agent 
of its patron. 

It is frequently a great advantage to the importer or 
exporter to be able to obtain a through rate and to have 
shipments sent with charges collect and the express com- 
panies offer these inducements. The steamship compa- 
nies, as a rule, will not quote rates beyond the ports be- 
tween which they operate, nor do they attend to the 
clearing or forwarding, and in many cases they demand 
prepayment of their charges. All of these diflSculties may 
be overcome by arrangement with the express carriers. 

(b) Acting as Customs Broker or Forwarding Agent 

In selecting a customs broker or forwarding agent, the 
chief factors to be taken into consideration are responsi- 
bility and the ability properly to safeguard the shipper's 
interests. The financial responsibility of the express 
companies has never been questioned, and the volume of 
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business handled by these carriers is a sufficient gaaran* 
tee of their ability to safeguard their patrons. 

The charge made by the express companies for this 
service varies with the character of the service rendered. 
For ordinary transactions the usual brokerage charge 
is made ; where the service rendered includes the advance- 
ment of freight, money, or other expenditure, or some 
particular individual service out of the ordinary course 
of business, the charges vary with the service performed. 
The character of services rendered by the foreign depart- 
ment is so varied that it would be impossible to enumerate 
them in a work of this character. Through their agencies 
throughout the world the express companies are able to 
carry out almost any commission that may be entrusted 
to them, from the ordinary mercantile transaction to 
taking entire charge of the remains of a citizen who has 
died abroad, and returning them to his home. The per- 
sonal service is particularly emphasized in this depart- 
ment of the express business. 

(c) Giving Information in Ordering Goods from Abroad 

Before ordering goods from abroad, full and definite 
information should be secured regarding rates, route, 
time, customs regulations, etc. The foreign shipper 
should be instructed to take shipping instructions from, 
or send the goods with proper invoices and shipping in- 
structions to, the foreign express representative of the 
company selected. If this is done, the goods and invoices 
will reach the American port together, making possible 
immediate entry with the customs. When invoices do 
not accompany the goods, delay frequently occurs, and 
if the invoices do not arrive in time to make it possible to 
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enter the goods at the cnstom house within forty-eight 
hours after the ship arrives, they go to ** General Order,'* 
involving considerable extra expense. Consular invoices 
must be furnished by the foreign shipper on all imports 
valued in excess of $100. When goods are to move "In 

Bond * ' the package must be marked * * In Bond to . ' ' 

Invoices and bills of lading must also show such instruc- 
tions; otherwise it is not possible to forward goods "In 
Bond.'* 

(d) Making Less Charges on Small Shipment than 

Steamship Companies 

Jn addition to the foregoing, the express companies 
by combining a number of small shipments are able to 
make charges for small shipments that are materially less 
than may be obtained from the steamship companies di- 
rect 

4. FOBEIGN TaBIFF 

All of the companies publish a tariff showing the 
charges and rules to be complied with. A study of this 
tariff, particularly the rules, is necessary in order that 
shipments may reach destination without being penalized. 
It must be remembered also that inland charges to the 
American port must be added to these charges to obtain 
the through rate and that insurance should always be 
effected when the shipper desires full protection against 
loss. 

It may assist in understanding this tariff to see how it 
would be applied to a particular shipment. Suppose that 
you were making a shipment from New York to Liver- 
pool. By referring to page one of the tariff (pages 300 
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and 301), you will find Liverpool as the first item appear- 
under the heading '* Europe.'* The shipment in question 
weighs 120 lbs., is valued at $100.00, and is to be insured 
for that amount. You will notice in the explanation given 
directly above the rates that it is stated that when the 
value of any merchandise shipment exceeds $50.00, an 
additional charge must be made on value. You will also 
notice that the highest rate given is $2.50, which is for 100 
lbs. In the next colunm to the 100-lb. rate, you will find 
30c, which is the charge for each additional 20 lbs. above 
the 100 Ibd. As the shipment is valued at $100.00, an addi- 
tional charge will have to be paid for the $50:00 valuation 
above the valuation upon which the rate is based. As this 
rate is 40c per $100 or fraction thereof, there would be a 
charge of 40c for ihe additional valuation, and as there 
is a charge of 30c for each $100.00 or fraction thereof for 
marine insurance, 30c would have to be added to the other 
charges for marine insurance. The table given below will 
show in brief the various charges on this shipment.

With the general knowledge obtained from the fore- 
going, a careful study of the following excerpts from the 
tariff will fully explain all of the principal points 
involved. 
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5. Canadian Fobms 

The volnme of business between the United States 
and Canada is constantly increasing, and it is, therefore, 
important that the reader should familiarize himself with 
the forms of manifests necessary when shipping to that 
country. It will be noted that the forms are different, 
depending on whether the goods exported are sold before 
shipment or are sent on consignment When sold prior 
to shipment, the form is on white paper, and when sent 
on consignment, blue paper is used. 

There are also shown the following forms: 

Oath of entry of Domestic Merchandise returned. 

Shipper's invoice for goods exported (except Canada). 

Manifest of articles exported by railway. 
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CHAPTER XVn 
order and commission department 

1. Intboduotion 

The Order and Commission Department of the express 
companies o£Fers to the public a valuable service in the 
transaction of mercantile business of a non-transportation 
character. This service is frequently a valuable adjunct 
to the transportation department, as through its opera- 
tion the companies encourage the movement of conmaodi- 
ties by express. 

2. Classification of Sebvicb 

The service may properly be classified under three 
heads: (1) The development of markets for produce to 
move by express; (2) the placing of purchasing orders; 
and (3) the execution of commissions. 

(a) Development of Markets 

With reference to the first, some of the companies 
maintain a field force particularly charged with the 
supervision of shipments of produce or other perishables. 
These industrial agents are required to keep close watch 
on the production and distribution of farm and orchard 
products from their territory; they will assist the pro- 
ducer in finding a market for his goods, or will assist a 
customer or dealer in finding a producer from whom he 
can purchase. No charge is made for this service, but 
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the express company receives the haul on the traffic and 
is thereby recompensed indirectly for the service per- 
formed. 

As before stated (page 30 ), the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has set its seal of approval on this practice, 
and there is no donbt that through this agency the com- 
merce of the country has been greatly developed. 

The Rocky Ford melons were brought east by an ex- 
press company as an experiment, and the same may be 
said of the California asparagus. The movement at first 
was on a small scale, but as soon as the eastern con- 
sumer became acquainted with the merits of these com- 
modities, the demand was such that the producers were 
encouraged to increase their acreage until the volume 
of the movement became so great that the railways estab- 
lished a fast freight refrigerated service to take care of 
the traffic. The movement by express is now generally 
confined to the early shipments, which bring the highest 
market prices. 

These are merely two illustrations of many that could 
be cited where the Commission Department of these car- 
riers has started in a small way a movement of traffic 
that has increased from year to year until it has assumed 
vast proportions, resulting in increased production on 
the one hand and a benefit to the consumer on the other. 
Reference to the California Commodity Tariff (page 
191) will show at a glance the reduction in rate necessary 
to encourage the movement. The California tariff is only 
one of a large number published by the express compan- 
ies to meet these conditions. It would be obviously im- 
possible to move perishables at the first-class rate, as the 
cost at destination would be prohibitive to the average 
person. 
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(b) Purchasing Orders 

Almost unlimited facilities are offered the public by 
the express companies through their Order and Commis- 
sion Department., The express agent will accept instruc- 
tions to purchase supplies or any particular commodity 
for transmission by express. No charge is made for 
placing the order, but no order will be handled that is not 
to be shipped by express. The express patron may de- 
sire a certain piece of goods matched or repairs for a 
piece of machinery, both of which will be handled by this 
department. This is truly the errand-man service, made 
so popular by the founder of the express business. 

(c) Commissions 

The term ^'commission" as understood by express 
companies refers particularly to recording deeds, paying 
taxes, redeeming pawned pledges, reclaiming baggage, or 
the performance of any service that can properly be at- 
tended to by an agent for another. 

Where the charge is not regulated by the money classi- 
fication, it is determined by the time required or by the 
responsibility and attention necessary. 

The character of transactions handled by this depart- 
ment is so varied as to make it impossible to publish a 
tariff covering the charges. 

No commission will be accepted if it is illegal in charac- 
ter or if it involves unusual risk for the company. 

A deposit, or guarantee, sufficient to cover all probable 
expenses, is required in all cases. The money classifica- 
tion provides charges for certain commissions ; for serv- 
ices not mentioned in the classification, the charge is reg- 
ulated as above mentioned. 



CHAPTER XVin 
the eusctbig baiutoad uf the express business 

1. Introduction 

With the introduction of the intenirban electric train 
into the transportation field, a local method of handling 
express matter has been installed, and some of the more 
highly developed traction lines have entered into con- 
tracts with the leading express companies for operating 
the express service over their lines. Where this has not 
been done, the electric express service is lacking in many 
of the characteristic features of express service and is 
little more than a less-than-carload freight service on a 
frequent and fast time schedule. 

In the Central Western States and in the North Atlan- 
tic Coast and Pacific Coast territories, the carriage of 
freight and express by electrically operated railroads has 
become an established institution in the traffic conditions 
of those sections. While but 1.7 per cent of the gross 
earnings of these electric railways, in 1907, was derived 
from their freight and express traffic, the advantage of 
frequent, fast, and comparatively less expensive service, 
has had an important effect upon the interchange of goods 
in rural districts. 

2. Interurban Traffic 

Originally the interurbans were constructed in terri- 
tory not served by railroads, and therefore there was 
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little competition; and the traffic they developed was 
newly created traffic. But in recent years these electric 
lines have paralleled the steam roads, and are now im- 
portant competitors of the steam roads for short-haul 
traffic. The most attractive feature of their service in 
competition for traffic moving over the steam Unes is 
the frequency of their service. The traffic handled in 
their express cars at the present time may be grouped 
into three classes : - 

(1) The rural lines bring the products of the farm, 
such as milk, butter, eggs, fruit, poultry, etc., to market, 
and they take the merchandise and manufactures of the 
cities to the country consumers. 

(2) The electric lines are fast developing a carload 
service, in many instances handling such traffic as feed- 
ers to some steam road, but generally handling the * * dead 
freight'* commodities independently. 

(3) Lastly, in direct competition, on many of the lines, 
with the express companies, they handle packages and 
lighter parcels into and out of the large cities. This 
traffic will be handled either as freight or express, the 
express service being given preference over regular 
freight in express cars maintaining passenger car time 
schedule. Some of these lines handle this class of traffic 
through the regular express companies, with whom they 
have made contracts ; but in many cases, the electric lines 
have organized subsidiary express companies and give to 
their customers a full express service, handling C. 0. D. 
shipments and maintaining a collection and delivery 
service.

3. ExPBESs Bates Chabged by Elbctbic Likes 

In most cases the express rates charged by the electric 
lines are lower than the rates of the regular express com- 
panies. 

4. Pickup akd Deuveby Sebvice 

In many of the eastern states the trolley express does 
not give a pickup and delivery service; such lines main- 
tain one or more delivery stations in sections of the 
cities served, and frequently make delivery at the curb 
at the consignee's place of business, where this will not 
interfere with the passenger service and is not contrary 
to municipal regulation. Such service as this is in reality 
a trolley freight service operated on passenger schedule. 



CHAPTER XIX 
parcel post and the express business 

1. The Futube of the Express Companies Undeb the 
New Rates and with Pabcel Post Competition 

A work of this character would be incomplete without 
some reference to the parcel post and the effect it may 
have on the express business. 

Prior to January 1, 1913, the limit of weight of one 
package of merchandise that could be sent through the 
mail was four pounds, and the rate was one cent per 
ounce. Third-class matter could be mailed for one-half 
of one cent per ounce, the same weight limit applying 
except on single books. With the beginning of the year 
1913 the parcel post rates, fixed by Congress, became 
effective, and the weight limit of all fourth-class matter 
was increased to 11 pounds. 

The parcel post rates were established on a strictly 
zone basis. The country is divided into blocks, or units 
as they are termed by the post office, like the express 
blocks, except that each unit is only one-f ourfh of the area 
of the express block. There are several thousand units 
altogether ; the rates from each vary. In order to ascer- 
tain the rate from any one of these units, it is necessary 
to have the government map for that particular unit 
These maps show the territory included in each of the 
eight zones surrounding the block of origin by circum- 
scribed circles having a, radius of 50, 150, 300, 600, 1,000, 
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1,400, and 1,800 miles; all of the territory beyond the 
1,800-mile circle is in the eighth zone. 

On August 15, 1913, the Postmaster-General reduced 
the rates for the local, first, and second zones and in- 
creased the weight limit to 20 pounds within this area. 
On January 1, 1914, the weight limit in Zones 1 and 2 was 
increased to 50 pounds, and in all other zones to 20 
pounds with reduced rates to Zones 3, 4, 5, and 6. 

The eflfect of the parcel post has been to reduce mate- 
rially the postal charges for small packages, particu- 
larly for short distances, with the result that a large 
volume of small packages heretofore sent by express is 
now being handled by the post office, and should the gov- 
ernment make the mailing of packages more convenient 
to the sender, the number of shipments sent through the 
post office probably would be increased. 

The sender is now required to deliver his packages at 
a post office, or a branch office equipped to handle this 
class of mail matter. This is often inconvenient, and 
where the distance is great, the saving that would be 
effected by using the mail is more than offset by the 
expense of getting the package to the post office. 

2. Pabcel Post Insubancb 

The parcel post rates are not insured, and to make a 
fair comparison with express rates it is necessary to add 
to the scale of parcel post rates the insurance charge, 
which is 5 cents for a $25 valuation and 10 cents for a 
$50 valuation. When these charges are added, the ex- 
press charges appear in a more favorable light. 

Another drawback to the use of the parcel post is the 
character of the insurance offered by the government; 
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the article must be damaged to such an extent as to make 
it wholly useless, or it must be lost entirely, in order to 
obtain redress. The express company under its contract 
assumes full risk and will pay for any character of 
damage. 

The result of this is that shippers do not insure with 
the government where their volume of business by post 
is sufficient to warrant outside insurance, and the occa- 
sional shipper, as a rule, assumes the risk. 

Insurance companies are issuing scrip insurance at 
practically the same rate charged by the government, by 
which the sender is saved the inconvenience of delay at 
the post office while waiting for his receipt, and secures 
better protection, etc. The insurance companies also 
issue blanket policies by which the sender is able to effect 
a material saving over the government rates. The com- 
panies writing this form of insurance report that it has 
not been very profitable, and where a shipper has numer- 
ous claims for loss or damage the policy is generally can- 
celed. The blanket policy for parcel post is practically 
the same as that for express shipments, referred to under 
the chapter on * * Express Classification of Merchandise. ' ' 

Notwithstanding these drawbacks and inconveniences, 
the parcel post has met with great favor, and as the post 
office machinery is further improved it is quite likely that 
its parcel post business will increase in volume. 

3. COMPABISONS OF PaBCEL PoST AND ExPBESS BaTES 

The following comparisons will enable the reader to 
determine at a glance the relation between the charges by 
parcel post and those by express. The figures represent 
the conditions at New York. The parcel post scale is uni- 
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form in all sections of the country, while the express rates 
vary in the different zones. The table, therefore, is not 
typical of the entire country, but with the knowledge the 
reader has obtained from the foregoing chapters, with a 
parcel post guide and map, similar comparisons may be 
made from any point of origin. 

From the table it will be seen that in all cases where the 
parcel post rates for Zones 1 and 2 apply, the express 
charges are higher than the uninsured parcel post rate, 
but that beyond Zone 2 the express charge is frequently 
the same as, or lower than, the parcel post rate to the 
points selected. 

Express rates vary with distance but the parcel post 
rates are uniform for all points in the same zone. 

Besides that of insurance, there is, however, another 
important factor to be considered in comparing the two 
services, i. e., the inconvenience of sending packages of 
heavy weight to the post office. It is not probable that 
shippers generally who desire to forward packages 
which are too heavy to be carried conveniently will, for 
the small difference in cost, deliver such packages to 
the post office when they may obviate such inconvenience 
by having the express company send its wagon for the 
shipment. 

The following condition, therefore, exists at points 
where pickup and delivery service is given: The ship- 
per will use the express company in preference to 
parcel post where the cost or inconvenience of delivery 
to the post office is a factor to be considered; the post 
office will secure the small packages and the express 
companies the heavy ones. At stations where no wagon 
service is performed, the shipper will use the cheaper 
service, as he must deliver to the forwarder in either

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case. The effect of parcel post rates for Zones 1 and 2, 
therefore, is to reduce the amount of business handled 
by the express carriers at all points where the express 
companies do not pick up and deliver, and at other points 
where the inconvenience of mailing is not a factor. 

Beyond Zone 2 the uninsured parcel post rates are 
higher on many packages than the express rates and 
being uninsured cannot hope to attract any business 
from the express carriers. 

If the cost of insurance is added to the parcel post 
rates, they become less attractive than express rates on 
packages of much lighter weight; for instance, a two- 
pound package to Dallas, Texas, insured for $50, would 
cost 27 cents by post as against 28 cents by express, 
and the express insurance is much more desirable from 
the shipper's viewpoint. 

If the weight limit of parcels that will be accepted 
under the parcel post rates is increased, and the rates 
still further reduced, the present relations between the 
express companies and the post office may be changed. 
Any increase in the postal weight limit alone cannot be 
expected to attract any volume of business from the ex- 
press companies for the reason that the express rates 
are now materially lower than government charge on 
all packages but those of the lightest weight. There are, 
however, many places throughout the country which are 
not reached by express but which are served by the post 
office, and, as the government enjoys a monopoly of such 
traffic, an increase in the weight limit would benefit per- 
sons living at such places without affecting the revenue 
of the express companies. 

It is the consensus of opinion that before the Post 
Office Department can hope to secure any large volume 
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of traffic that is now moving by express it will have to 
devise some more safe and efficient method of handling 
packages, that the character of insurance will have to 
be improved, that the adjustment of claims will have to 
be accelerated, and that shipments will have to be col* 
lected at the mailing point. 

4. Effect of Pabcel Post on Expbess Rbvbnxtb 

The express companies have urged that the parcel 
post is a new element in the situation which will have a 
tendency to deprive them of considerable revenue in 
addition to that which they claim will result from the 
reductions ordered by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in the charges for shipments weighing less than 
100 pounds. A careful comparison of the rates, how- 
ever, shows that the express charge is lower for all but 
the shortest distances and on all packages but those of 
the lightest weight for long distances, and that if the in- 
surance charge is added to the parcel post rate, the 
weight which can economically be forwarded by post is 
materially reduced. This contention of the express com- 
panies, therefore, does not appear to be well founded. 

Unless the postal rates are still further reduced and 
some safer method is devised for handling shipments of 
a fragile nature, the express companies will continue to 
enjoy the patronage of the large merchants whose re- 
quirements are not met by the present inadequate insur- 
ance and handling by the government. 

5. FUTUBB OF THE ExPBESS BUSINESS 

In making comparisons between express and parcel 
post service and rates, there must be kept in mind the 
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differences in the character of service given by each 
carrier. 

The express company handles small packages and 
fragile articles in safety trunks, while such shipments 
are handled by the post oflSce in sacks. 

The express companies give a receipt for each ship- 
ment which enables the shipper to prove that he has 
actually made shipment while the post oflSce gives no re- 
ceipt unless insured. 

The express companies assume liability for all loss or 
damage while the government insures only against total 
loss or destruction. 

The express companies agree to carry money, valua- 
bles, and bullion, assuming full risk in transit; the post 
oflSce does not. 

Express companies have facilities for handling per- 
sonal commissions, such as pajTnent of taxes, collection 
of notes, purchase and sale of goods ; the post oflSce does 
not undertake such commissions. 

Express companies make a specialty of transporting 
perishables and commodities that require refrigeration 
or icing in transit; the government does not have the 
facilities to handle such traflSc. 

Express companies will accept a shipment of any 
weight, and special rates are made for carload ship- 
ments; the government limits the weight of a package 
and makes a separate charge for each. 

Express companies will accept shipments with charges 
collect from the consignee; the post oflfice requires pre- 
payment of transportation charges. 

From the foregoing it is evident that the express com- 
panies are offering to the shipping public certain facili- 
ties that have been largely instrumental in building up

the business of this country — facilities that are not only 
absolutely necessary to certain lines of trade such as 
deal in perishables, live animals, or highly valuable mer- 
chandise, but also upon which the merchants have come 
to rely to such an extent that any curtailment of those 
facilities would seriously embarrass them. 

The flexibility of the express service is much greater 
than that of any government service. When it is neces- 
sary to establish a new rate, the express companies are 
in a position to act quickly, whereas it is very difficult 
to secure the authority for any deviation from rates or 
rules established by the post office, and the delay which 
must necessarily result while such charges are going 
through the regular channel of the departments would 
greatly inconvenience the merchant who in many in- 
stances would be unable to wait until the rate was estab- 
lished. 

It is therefore evident that the post office could not 
under present conditions serve the public on certain 
classes of traffic as well as it is now being served by the 
express companies and that the business needs of the 
merchants could not be as effectively met by the post 
office, even if the express companies were abolished and 
the government undertook to do the express business, 
because of the inflexibility of governmental regulations, 
if for no other reason. Those who advocate government 
ownership of these carriers have apparently failed to 
acquaint themselves fully with the requirements of the 
merchant and the details of the express service with 
its ** personal'* attention to the individual rather than 
the general demands of the shipping public. 
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(a) Factors Which Will Influence Express Rates in the 

Future 

There is no doubt but that the parcel post will, in the 
future, affect to some extent the revenue of express com- 
panies. The new rates established by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission will also have the effect of re- 
ducing the revenue on small packages, and the action of 
the different states in lowering the sub-block rates will 
be a third factor in the same direction. What the final 
result will be, however, remains to be seen. 

A large percentage of all express shipments are of 
light weight. It has been stated that 95 per cent of all 
shipments weigh less than 100 pounds each and that the 
revenue of the express companies must suffer accord- 
ingly. This, however, does not take into consideration 
that probably 50 per cent or more of the total weight of 
all shipments exceed 100 pounds each and that the short 
distance rates (up to 400 miles) per 100 pounds have 
been generally advanced or remain unchanged under the 
Interstate Commerce Commission decision. 

As illustrating the effect of the application of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission basis to local state rates, 
the following may be cited : A comparison of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission rates with the old intrastate 
rates from New York City to points in New York state 
shows that under the per-hundred-pound charge there 
would be 846 advances and 332 reductions, while 513 rates 
would remain unchanged, but, comparing the charges for 
shipments weighing less than 100 pounds under the two 
rate systems and considering each charge from 1 to 100 
pounds as a separate rate, it is found that only 11.4 per 
cent of the charges would be advanced, 88 per cent of the 
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charges would result in reductions, and only .6 of 1 per 
cent of the charges would remain unchanged. These 
percentages, of course, apply to shipments weighing 100 
pounds and less. 

From this it will be seen that the per-hundred-pound 
rate would be advanced in practically 50 per cent of the 
cases, which would offset to some extent the reductions 
on shipments weighing less than 100 pounds. 

Food products which have heretofore been described 
as ** General Specials'' are now described as ** second 
class. ' ' Under the new classification they will be assessed 
75 per cent of the charge applicable to shipments of mer- 
chandise of the same weight ; the effect of this is in many 
cases to increase the cost of moving such shipments. 

There has been a crying need for a simplification of 
tariffs of all descriptions. In their effort to combine 
tariffs, carriers throughout the country generally have 
produced issues that made it difficult even for one who is 
expert in the use of tariffs to determine quickly the cor- 
rect rate between given points ; if the tariff system which 
the Interstate Commerce Commission prescribed in the 
express case is found to be satisfactory in practice, it 
may be the first step towards a general simplification of 
tariff issues. 

The increase in the first-class and second-class per- 
hundred-pound rates and the decrease in expense of com- 
piling and printing tariffs will in some measure tend to 
increase the revenue of these carriers. 

It will be recalled that when the electric light was 
first introduced on a commercial scale it was the con- 
sensus of opinion that the gas companies would gradu- 
ally go out of business, but the contrary happened. The 
express companies will not only continue in business, but 
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as the resources of the country become more fully devel- 
opedy the volume of express traffic will become greater, 
and it will be found that there is a demand for both 
parcel post and express service, just as was the case with 
the gas companies after electricity was introduced and 
as has frequently been the case in other competitive lines 
of commercial activity. 

6. COKCLUSIOKS 

The express companies should find their sphere of use- 
fulness increased rather than diminished in the future 
and should find it both possible and profitable to work 
up new business, to extend their present service, and 
probably to inaugurate a new character of service that 
will appeal to the public and result in materially in- 
creased profits to themselves. 

The writer has repeatedly suggested to the express 
companies that they might establish a special delivery 
service, whereby packages would be handled with greater 
dispatch than the ordinary package, very much as special 
delivery letters are handled by the post office. This serv- 
ice would unquestionably appeal to the population in 
large cities^ for if it were possible for any one to deliver 
a package to an express company and upon payment of 
an additional fee be certain that the package in question 
would be delivered immediately, the service would be 
largely patronized and would result in a material increase 
in the revenue of express companies. 

It is expected that the order of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission will eventually result in a more 
equitable division of the revenue between the express 
companies and the rail carriers. 



CHAPTER XX 

1. Inteoduction 
canadiak express rates 

The Board of Railway Commissioners of Canada has 
prescribed for the express companies operating in that 
country the express rates to be applied between points in 
Canada. These rates are on a mileage basis and are 
governed by the ** Express Classification for Canada No. 
2/' and supplements thereto or reissues thereof. The 
rates vary with the character of the country, depending 
on the density of population and operating conditions. 

The Canadian Classification is similar in many respects 
to the classification heretofore in use in the United 
States. The table of graduated charges is approximately 
the same as the one condenmed by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, in that the charges for small packages 
bear no constant relation to the base rate per 100 pounds. 
(See table on page 330.) 

The Canadian express receipt differs materially from 
the form that has heretofore been in use in this country, 
and more so from the recently prescribed receipt. 

The rates per 100 pounds are lower for short distances 
in many cases than those prescribed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for adjacent territory, but for 
light-weight pack9ges* the charge is frequently higher by 
reason of the graduated scale used.

For the lack of space it is impracticable to reproduce 
the Canadian Classification with its rules and graduated 
charges. Readers who are interested should apply to one 
of the express companies operating in Canada for these 
issues and should also obtain from the Canadian Bail- 
way Conmiission its report relating to express rates in 
the Dominion. 
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2. Illustbative Tabiffs 

The rates of the Dominion Express Company applying 
on classified merchandise are shown in the following 
tables. The tariffs of other express companies in Canada 
are of the same form. As in the United States, there are 
many special or commodity rates and many tariffs cover- 
ing the charges for special services of a non-transporta- 
tion character.

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SUPPLEMENT NO. 1 TO TARIFF CIRCULAR NO, 19-A. 



Paragraph (Ji) of Bnle 8, Tariff Circnlar 1&-A, is amended so that it will 
read as follows : 

On upper left-hand comer of tariffs containing not more than 200 
pages, the words: "Only two supplements to this tariff will be in 
effect at any time." On tariffs containing over 200 pages: "Only 
three supplements to this tariff will be in effect at any time/' 

Paragraph (a) of Bnle 8, Tariff Circular 1&-A, is amended so that it will 
read as follows : 

If a tariff or supplement to a tariff is issued which conflicts with a 
part of another tariff or supplement to the same or another tariff 
which is in force at the time, and which is not thereby canceled in 
full, it shall specifically state the portion of such other tariff or such 
other supplement which is thereby canceled, and such other tariff 
shall at the same time be correspondingly amended, effective on the 
same date, in the regular way. Such amendment must state whore 
rates will thereafter be found, and must be filed at the same time 
and in comiection with the tariff which contains the n^w rates. It 
will not be necessary to give on commodity tariff or supplement ref- 
erence to merchandise tariffs that may be affected, nor to give on 
merchandise tariffs or supplements reference to commodity tariffs, 
except as provided in Rule 28. 

Paragraph (b) of Bnle 0, Tariff Circnlar Ift-A, is amended so that it will 
read as follows : 

Supplements to a tariff shall be numbered consecutively as sup- 
plement to that tariff, and must not be given separate or new 
I. C. C. niunbers. Except as authorized in Rules 8 (d), 9 Qi), and 9 
(j), there shall at no time be more than two supplements in effect to 
a tariff containing not more than 200 pages; nor more than three 
supplements in effect to a tariff containing more than 200 pages. 
Each supplement shall specify the supplement or supplements which 
it cancels, and shall also show on title-page what supplements con- 
tain aU changes from original tariff that are in effect. For example: 

"Supplement No. to I. C. C. No. ." "Cancels Supplements 

Nos. and ." "Supplements Nos. and contain aU 

changes from original tariff that are in effect on date hereof." The 
term "cancels conflicting portions" must not be used.

Amendment to Bnle 14 (i), Tariff Circnlar 1&-A: 

Tariffs sent for filing must be addressed "Interstate Commerce 
Commission, Division of Tariffs, Washington, D. C." 

Fifth, Seventh, and Eighth paragraphs of Rule 35, Tariff Circnlar 19-A, 
are amended so that they will read as follows : 

An express company has no means of preventing another express 
company from naming it as party to a joint tariff without proper 
authority so to do, or of preventing another express company from 
exceeding the authority conferred by limited concurrence. It can 
not, however, be bound by such unauthorized act and it is its obvious 
duty to refuse to recognize or apply any such unlawful issue. It 
should also at once call the attention of the Commission and of the 
one that issued the tariff to such erroneous action. 

Responsibility and liability for the unlawful incorporation of any 
carrier in a tariff, or for exceeding the authority conferred by a 
limited concurrence, will rest wholly upon the express company tiiat 
issued the tariff; or, if a tariff is issued by a joint agent and attorney 
for two or more express companies, will rest upon each of his princi- 
pals that accepts and forwards the business under that tariff. Such 
responsibility and liability will be measured by the difference between 
the charges xmder the tariff as it is published, filed, and posted, and 
as it would have been if no carrier had been improperly named as 
party thereto, or if the authority conferred by the concurrence of a 
participating carrier had not been exceeded. 

In passing upon a complaint of overcharge, or demand for pay- 
ment of undercharge, growing out of improper or unlawful inclu- 
sion of any carrier in the list of participating carriers, or of exceed- 
ing the authority conferred by limited concurrence, in the tariff under 
which the business was accepted and forwarded, the Commission will 
apply the principles above stated. 

Fonrth paragraph of Bnle 38, Tariff Circnlar 19-A, is amended so that it 
will read as follows : ^ 

Rates on express traflic from a point in Canada through the United 
States to a point in Canada may bo changed upon a notice of 30 days 
as to advances in rates and 3 days as to reductions in rates given to 
the Commission and the public in manner required by law, provided 
such expresi traffic moves in bond and that no transit or stop-over 
privilege is aUowed thereon within the United States, and that tariff 
so states; and provided further, that such rates be published in 
tariffs which contain only rates on express traffic that has neither 
origin nor destination in the United States.

* When provision for rejection of publications that do not con- 
form to these regulations have been omitted, it is to avoid conflict 
with the penalties provided in section 6 of the Act for failure to com- 
ply with rules and orders of the Commission, issued under that 
section. ^ 

* Tariffs that were lawfully on file with the Commission on August 
1, 1908, and that have not since that time been superseded or can- 
celed, will be considered as continued in force until they can be 
properly reissued. All tariffs filed on or after May 1, 1911, must, 
except as otherwise specified herein, conform to all of these rules. 
The Commission may direct the reissue of any tariff at any time. 

The term ''joint rate," as used herein, is construed to mean a rate 
that extends over the lines of two or more carriers and that is made 
by agreement between such carriers. 

"Joint tariffs" are those which contain or are made up from such 
''joint rates." 



*1. All tariffs must be printed on hard calendered jjjjgjj""^** 
paper of good quality from type of size not less than 
6-point full face. Stereotype, planograph, or other 
printing-press process may be used. Alterations in writ- 
ing or erasures must not be made in tariffs before filing. 
Reproductions by hectograph or similar process, type- 
written sheets, or proof sheets must not be used for post- 
ing or filing.

Therefore, a provision in a tariff that the same, 
or any part thereof, will expire upon a given date, is not a 
guaranty that the tariff, or such part of it, will remain 
effective until that date. The Commission considers such 
expiration notices undesirable, as many complications 
have arisen through their being overlooked. Such pro- 
vision, if used, must be understood to mean that the 
tariff, or specified part of it, will expire upon the date 
named unless sooner canceled, changed, or extended in 

lawful way. On such tariffs the term *' Expires ,

A rate schedule may in like manner refer to another 
schedule for the governing rules and regulations. 

A schedule or a pubUcation so referred to must be on 
file with the Commission and be posted at every place 
where a schedule that refers to it is posted. 

RatotobiM. ^ (^) ^ explicit statement of the rates, in cents or in 
dollars and cents, per 100 pounds, per barrel or other 
package, per ton or per car, together with the names or 
designation of the offices from and to which they apply, 
all arranged in a simple and systematic manner. l^Cni- 
mum carload weights must be specifically stated. Tariffs 
containing rates per ton must specify what constitutes a 
ton thereimder. A ton of 2,000 pounds must be specified 
as "net ton" or "ton of 2,000 pounds." A ton of 2,240 
pounds must be specified a "gross ton," "long ton," or 
a "ton of 2,240 pounds." Complicated or ambiguous 
plans or terms must be avoided. 

RoatiB. (j) The different routes via which tariff applies may be 

shown, together with appropriate reference to applica- 
tion of rates. When a tariff specifies routing, the rates 
may not be applied via routes not specified. A tariff 
may show the routing ordinarily and customarily to be 
used and may provide that, if from any cause shipments 
are sent via other junction points, but over the hnes of 
parties to the tariff, the rates will apply. 
■pomrfbiiity" ^ ^ * tariff contains no routing directions, the joint rates 
Joint-rate tofifl"^^^^^ therein are appUcable between the points specified 
via the lines of any and all parties to the tariff; and 
shipper must not be required to pay higher charges than 
those stated in the tariff because the express companies 
have not agreed divisions of the rates via the junction 
through which the shipment moves. If agent of express 
company biUs or sends shipment via a route or junction 
point that is covered by the tariff, but via which no divi- 
sion of the rates applies, it is for the express companies 
to agree between themselves upon the division of the 
rates, and the intermediate or delivering companies may 
demand from the company whose agent so missends ship- 
ment their full local rates for the services which they per- 
form. (This must not be construed as conflicting with 
routing and misrouting Ruling published in Conference 
Rulings Bulletins.) 

Basing tariffs. 5^* (^) ^ basing rate tariff to be used in computing 
through rates between points between which no specific 
through rate applies may be constructed in sections, each 
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section containing an alphabetical list of the offices and 
the basing rates for an individual State. 

(&) Express companies shall print; post, and file alpha-^j^^*,^^*°8 
betical lists of the offices reached by connecting concurring 
express companies, arranged by States, and designating 
the transfer points at which through business may be 
transferred, together with the rates from such transfer 
points to the destination offices via the lines of such con- 
necting concurring companies. These lists shall be known 
as *' Joint Basing Transfer Tariffs" and shall include the 
transfer points by which through rates may be figured, 
and shall provide that the lowest charge that can be com- 
puted therefrom via any transfer point named therein 
shall be the through charge from point of origin to desti- 
nation appUcable via any transfer point named therein.

Such reissue must bear the I. C. C. number of the tajiff of 
which it is a part; the name of the State to which it 
applies; the cancellation of superseded section, specify- 
ing its date and the effective date of the new section; but 
supplement issued contemporaneously with such reissued 
section may not contain any changes affecting the State 
to which the reissued section applies. Reissued sections 
under this Rule will not be counted as supplements under 
the Rule limiting the number of supplements to any tariff. 
Such tariff shall contain an index of the effective dates of 
its several sections, and such index must be kept up to 
date either by reissue or in supplement to the tariff. 

* (d) An express company may provide in its tariffs ^Jjjjjy ■ p « ^* ^y 
that, in the absence of a specific rate from point of origin bSSS)n Ste*™' 
to destination of a through shipment, combination rate 
to or via certain points will be made upon specified basing 
point or points, or by using certain specified tariffs or 
rates, and the combination rate so specified will be the 
lawful rate for that shipment. 

An express company may incorporate in a tariff the 
following rule : 

Rates to destinations or from points of ori^n not 
shown in this tariff will, in the absence of specific rate 
from point of origin to destination, be made by adding to 
the rates shown in this tariff the rates shown in other 
tariffs lawfully on file with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, but if the rate so made exceeds the rate to or 
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from a point beyond on the same direct line or route na 
shovm in this tariff, the latter rate will apply. 

Note. — If a rate applies to or from a group or zone or 
blanket of points of origin or of destination, such rate will 
be considered as *' named'' or ''shown" from each point 
within such properly described group, zone, or blanket. 

When desired the following may be added: 

Rates so made will apply via all routes authorized 
under this tariff to or from contiguous points of origin 
or of destination. 

If shipment moves to or from a point of origin or of 
destination or via a transfer point with connecting or 
branch line at which interchange is made directly inter- 
mediate to the hose point upon which the lowest combination 
makes, such combination must be applied; and it is not 
necessary to haul the shipment to such base point and 
back again to or through point of origin or destination or 
such transfer point. 

Note. — Neither this rule nor anv portion thereof is 
to be construed as conferring any authority to depart from 
the prohibitions of the fourth section of the Act against 
higher charges for shorter distances, and higher charges 
as a through route than the aggregate of the intermediate 
rate, or as modifying or authorizing departure from the 
Commission's ruling that a specific merchandise or com- 
modity rate between two points is the lawful rate be- 
tween those points regardless of any combination rate. 
It must also be understood that in a case where the 
lowest combination of rates makes on a base point as to 
which the point of origin or of destination is directly in- 
termediate, a specific rate to or from such point that is 
higher than sucn combination is included in the Commis- 
sion's ruling that a through rate that is higher than the 
combination of intermediate rates between the same 
points is prima fade unreasonable. It must be further 
understood that in applying the lowest combination when 
it makes upon a base point as to which the point of origin 
or of destination is directly intermediate, the Commis- 
sion expresses no opinion as to the reasonableness of a 
rate so constructed.
